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Despite an approximately 9 percent 
increase in the Police Department 
budget for FY80, the overall Newton 
budget has increased so far by 1.6 per- 
cent over last year’s total appropria- 
tions. 

The F Y80 combined budgets of the 
schools and municipal operations — 
$78,317,671 — was submitted by the 
mayor to the Board of Aldermen this 
week, 

The mayor's recommended budget 
for the city operation is $42,919,451, an 
increase of 1.3 percent over last year. 
Neither the mayor nor the Board of 
Aldermen has any control over the 
School Committee budget, which is 
$35,398,220, an increase of 1.9 percent. 

An additional $1.8 million will have 
to be appropriated before the tax rate 
is set in late summer, according to 
Mayor Theodore Mann, to take care 
of bargaining, debt service, and other 
unfunded itenis. 

No reasonable estimate can be 
made at this point of the effect of the 
increase on the FY80 tax rate — the 
state tax cap legislation has not been 
finalized; other legislation to change 

the distribution of state aid is pen-

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Local woman 
found slain in 
Dorchester 


The body of an 18-year-old Chestnut 
Hill woman was found early last 
Saturday morning in the rear seat of a 
car parked in the front lot of the 
Joseph E. Lee School near Codman 
Square in Dorchester. 


Faye Susan Polner of 136 Boylston 
St., the second woman found 
murdered in the Dorchester-Roxbury 
area over the weekend, was apparent- 
ly a victim of strangulation. 
The 29th reported homicide in 
Boston this year, Ms. Polner’s 
H ‘murder does not appear to be con- 
i nected with the previous eight 
murders of black women in the 
Dorchester-Roxbury-Jamaica Plain- 
South End areas, Boston police said. 


Two Boston police officers 
discovered the young woman's nude 
body about 1:45 a.m. in the rear seat 
of the 1971 model convertible in the lot 
at 155 Talbot Ave., Dorchester. Ac- 

iy cording to police reports, a blouse was 
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ding; and the amount of state aid to be 
distributed is uncertain. 


In contrast to the increase in the 
Police Department budget. which is 
$5.6 million, the Fire Department 
budget has remained the same as last 
year, actually down by $12,000, with a 
budget of $5.4 million. 


Several departments took sizable 
cuts. The Building Department's 
FY80 budget is down in the mayor’s 
recommendation by $202,280 from its 
FY79 total appropriation of $1.6 
million. 


The Planning Department budget is 
down 16 percent, for a total recom- 
mended budget of $279,000. 


Two vacancies in the Engineering 
Department will remain unfilled, ac- 
counting in part for a 43 percent 
decrease in that department's budget, 
which is now recommended at 
$408,000. 

The mammoth Public Works 
Department budget, on the verge of 
breaking through the $10 million 
mark for several years, has been cut 
by 1.4 percent and now stands at $9.7 
million.

“As long as there's no panic buying, 
we can keep our hours where they 
are.” 

“Many other places may be price 
gouging, but in Newton I don't think 


they are.” 


“Whether or not there's a shortage 
depends alot on public reaction. As 
long as they don’t start panicking, 
lines won't form."* 


These were typical of the comments 
made by owners and managers of 
Newton service stations when the 
Graphic surveyed local retailers 
Monday to find out just what is the ci- 
ty’'s gas situation. 


Although all but four of the 40 sta- 
tions are planning to close Sundays in 
May or have been closed Sundays for 
the past month or more and have had 
to reduce their regular hours, most 
say they still have enough gas for 
customers as long as they “keep 


calm” and buy a little less than they 
used to. 

One Newtonville station owner said 
he ran out of gas over Patriot's Day 
weekend. ‘People came in and kept 
saying, ‘Just top me off’, buying about 
$1.50 in gas and making unnecessary 
lines. It was just like 1973-74."" 

Panic buying coupled with reduced 
gas supplies to dealers is forcing 
many stations to reduce their hours. 
Rather than closing full days, laying 
off employees and losing regular 
customers, many area gas Stations 
are choosing to cut back during ‘tran- 
sient’ hours, that is hours when 
regular customer business is the 
least. For many dealers, this means 
Sundays, Saturday nights and after 
seven on weeknights. 

The fact remains that gasoline com- 
panies are supplying less gas to local 
retailers, in some cases as little as 70 
percent of what they received last 
year at this time. The majority of 
Newton stations, however, are runn- 
ing between 85 and 95 percent of last 
May's gasoline supply. 


The aldermanic committees have 
already started going through the 
budget and will be doing so until the 
early part of June. 

First each committee that deals 
with the particular departments goes 
through the departmental budgets; 
then the Finance Committee goes 


over all the other committees’ 
reviews. 

The Board of Aldermen may not 
add to any recommendation of the 
mayor's but may cut any item. If the 
Board feels strongly that the mayor 
has cut something that should not 
have been cut, it may approve a 


resolution asking him to restore that 
item to the budget. But a resolution is 
not binding on the mayor. 

The Legislation & Rules Committee 
has already voted 4-0 to ask for 
restoration of a position deleted from 
the city clerk's office. 

In addition to the $1.8 million need-

Mayor Mann warns that taxes will go up 


Mayor Theodore Mann this week 
warned the Board of Aldermen and 
Newton residents that taxes will go up 
this year and blamed inflation and 
“decreased state and federal com- 
mitments to Newton.” 

Mayor Mann presented his eighth 
municipal budget — for $78,317,671 — 
to the Board of Aldermen Monday 
night at a special meeting. 

In his budget address, the mayor 
said his proposed budget is an in- 
crease of 1.6 percent over the budget 
for FY79. The municipal side of the 
budget is up 1.3 percent and the 
School Committee budget is up 1.9

percent, according to the mayor. 

The municipal side of the budget, 
where the increases are due to pen- 
sions, debt service and matching- 
grant funds, is within the governor’s 
original zero-increase tax cap, which 
exempted expenses for those items. 

Additional appropriations still to be 
funded were listed by the mayor at 
$1.84 million. He said the tax cap 
legislation is still unclear about addi- 
tional appropriations outside the 
regular budget. 

If the city is required to fund the 
items not now included in the budget, 
the entire city budget will still comply 


with the 4 percent tax cap proposal 
that is the last proposal to have been 
made. 

The mayor listed the unfunded 
items as colllective bargaining set- 
tlements, $750,000; police overtime, 
$150,000; additional debt service due 
to possible bond sales in FY&0, 
$100,000; pensions, cost of living, 
$150,000; energy, oil, electric, 
gasoline, $200,000; snow and ice, 
$250,000; experimental transportation 
program, $40,000; and water meter 
replacement, $200,000. 

Even with a zero-cap budget, the 
mayor said, ‘‘Due to decreased state 


and federal commitments to Newton, 
coupled with inflation, the present tax 
rate will goup!"" 

Newton received $86,000 Jess in 
federal revenue sharing funds (more 
than $2 million) this year, and Mann 
anticipates little gain in tax relief 
from the state. 

“State distribution formulas 
presently are insensitive to the ma- 
jority of Massachusetts communities, 
including Newton,’’ the mayor 
said. . . ‘Newton's per capita state 
aid is $103.22 compared to the $168.36 
state average. Given the fact that any

Staggered terms for School 
Committee approved by 3-2 


The Legislation & Rules Committee 
voted 3-2 to recommend to the Board 
of Aldermen that a proposed charter 
amendment changing School Com- 
mittee terms to four-year staggered 
terms be on the 1979 municipal ballot, 
but recommended 3-2 against limiting 
School Committee terms to four 
years. 

Current School Committee terms 
last for two years and are limited to 
four consecutive terms. 

The League of Women Voters pro- 
posed the charter amendments, 
which it feels is necessary to prevent 
a possible complete turnover of a 
School Committee. 

At a public hearing on proposed 
charter amendments last week, most 
speakers said they think four years is 
too long for a School Committee 


member to be in office. without 
reelection. 

Alvin Mandell, 12-year School Com- 
mittee member elected before the 
1971 charter revision and forced out 
by it this year, said in his opinion it 
would be harder to find candidates 
who would commit themselves to a 
four-year term. 

A four-year term would also make it 
easier for ‘interested organizations” 
to concentrate on electing their can- 
didates and would prevent the elec- 
tion of nonorganization candidates 
“to the detriment of the people and 
the democratic process.” 

“Please remember that democracy 
is not served by making Iqcal elected 
officials more remote from the peo- 
ple,” Mandell warned. 

Former alderman Joan Saklad said

The School Committee has 
unanimously approved a Metco pro- 
posal for 1979-80 which would increase 
the number of students participating 
in the program from 400 to 415. 

The program budget for next year 
is $777,101 and represents and in- 
crease of $27,202 over last year. That 
increase is contingent upon the ap- 
proval of the Department of Educa- 
tion, Funds for the Metco Program 
statewide have been level-funded in 
the governor's proposed budget. 

The proposal asks for 419 
placements in Newton because it has 
been found that four students usually 

withdraw from the program during 
the summer. 

The increase in the number of 
students means a decrease in the per 
pupil cost of the program ($1,412 
under the proposal approved Monday 
night). Were the program to continue

they are willing to stay open. If 
Newton residents increase their 
gasoline purchases out of panic , then 
that will mean a further reduction of 
open hours at local stations.

The School Committee Monday 
night received the first draft of a pro- 
posal to reorganize special education 
services in the elementary schools by 
1980. 

The reorganization is aimed at bet- 
ter coordinating these services, pro- 
viding for more equity in offerings 
between schools, eliminating duplica- 
tion of services and ‘‘gaps" in service, 
and placing more emphasis on 
Temedial work in the regular 
classroom. 

The proposal is in part a response to 
what administrators call the ‘‘over- 
regulation"’ of the Chapter 766 evalua- 
tion process which ties up hundreds of 
hours of professional time in the con- 
sideration of a single child. 

The administrators who presented 
the proposal, Director of Program 
Norman Colb, Special Education 
Director John Cullinane and Assistant 
Special Education Director Philip 
Reddy stressed the tentative nature of 
the initial proposal.

Parks Commission role debated

Should the Parks Commission play 
arole in the maintenance and promo- 
tion of open space in the city? 

That was the question Parks Com- 
mission member Gene Blumenreich 
asked the Conservation Commission 
last week. In the past the Parks Com- 
mission has had a very limited role 
and has almost never met. 

The Conservation Commission 
believes the parks group could serve a 
purpose without stepping on its own 
toes or those of the Recreation Com- 
mission. It should not, however, take 
any funds from the Conservation 
Commission's budget, nor should it 
hire any staff, said Conservation 
Commission Chairman Dennis 
Ditelberg. 





The Parks Commission could 
become the overseer of the many 
small parcels of city-owned land that 
belong neither to the Recreation 
Department or the Conservation 
Commission, said Conservation Com- 
missioner Thelma Fleishman. Many 
of these parcels have beed deeded to 
the city over the years, she said. 

The park group could also watch 
over the Massachusetts District Com- 
mission (MDC) land in the city’ said 
Conservation Commission Secretary 
Helen Heyn. Although the MDC has 
the responsibility for this land it needs 
advocates to be sure that it is properly 
cared for and not violated’ she said. 
Presently the Conservation Commis- 
sion has this responsibility, she said. 
This work is becoming more of a 
burden to the commission. Mrs. Heyn 
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added, now that the city has acquired 
more conservation land. 


The Parks Commission began ques- 
tioning its role, according to 
Blumenreich, when it was sought out 
by a neighborhood group, The People 
for Edmands Park. Although Ed- 
mands Park is a wooded area, it 
belongs to the Recreation Depart- 
ment. Since it has little active recrea- 
tion facilities in it, the neighborhood 
group turned to the Parks Commis- 
sion to serve as its advocate’ 
Blumenreich said. 


At that point the Parks Commission 
began to wonder if should exist as a ci- 
ty board. One alternative, 
Blumenreich said, would be to abolish 
its membership, then combine it with 
the Recreation Commission whose 
members would then serve as 
members of the combined board. 


Not only are the Parks Commission 
members questioning the role of their 
board but so is Mayor Theodore 
Mann, Blumenreich said. 
Blumenreich said he would continue 
to discuss the question with other 
boards until he is able to make a 
recommendation to the mayor.

ing and teacher consultation. . 

Psycholgist Joseph Massimo outlin- 
ed the ‘paperwork nightmare” 
created by state regulations im- 
plementing Chapter 766 - initial refer- 
rals, mandated letters to parents at 
every step of the evaluation, reports 
of TEAM members and independent 
evaluators, logs of the evaluations, 
records of what has already been 
done in the regular classroom, and 
quarterly reports on the student’s pro- 
gress. 

All TEAM members must get 
copies of most of these documents and 
if the parents reject the school’s 
evaluation, then copies of all the 
material must be sent to the indepen- 
dent evaluator who must then send 
those members copies of his report. 

Massimo said he never needed 
glasses before the passage of Chapter 
766 but now does. 

In addition to the paperwork, 
Massimo said, each full TEAM 
evaluation requires 50 to 60 hours of 
professional time. 

‘Intermediate’ TEAM  evalua- 
tions, which involve fewer staff 


members, take an average of 25 pro- 
fessional hours. 

“This is all time which could go into 
working with kids directly," Massimo 
said. ‘A lot of time is spent planning 
where we are going which could be 
spent getting there."” 

School Committeewoman 
Katherine Jones drew applause from 
the audience, many of whom were 
special education staff, when she sug- 
gested that the special education posi- 
tion may involve too much work for 
one person since it combines the 
responsibilities of overseeing the 
Chapter 766 process, working directly 
with children and consulting with 
teachers. . 

Resource tutor John Miner of the 
Oak Hill School, addressing the Com- 
mittee at the end of the meeting, said 
that many children who are now seen 
by certified special education 
teachers will be seen by aides under 
the proposed reorganization. He said 
the certified specialist in each school 
will be chiefly concerned with super- 
vision. 

One feature of the reorganization 
which will certainly involve a lot of 
discussion will be the administra- 
tion’s suggestion that the special 


education teacher receive certifica- 
tion by the state as a “generic 
specialist.” 


This type of certification involves a 
masters program which will be re- 
quired for some staff members who 
wish equivalent responsibilities under 
the reorganization. 


Assistant Special Education Direc- 
tor Philip Reddy said one reason the 
draft proposal has been submitted 
now is to allow people to get the 
necessary training for the new posi- 
tions. 


“We want to approach reorganiza- 
tion in a way that's fair,” he said. 
“I'm sure the certification question 
will get a lot of discussion.” 


In response to a comment by School 
Committeeman Alvin Mandell that 
certification does not necessarily 
qualify a person fo@any job, Colb said 
that the requirements for state cer- 
tification as a generic specialist (a 
term he said he disliked dislikes) 
“happens to coincide’ with the 
qualifications the administration 
would like to require for the special 
education teacher position. 


Petition campaign underway 
to reduce size of Board to 16 


Should the voters have a chance to 
express their opinions on the size of 
the Board of Aldermen? 

Ald. Ethel Sheehan, who has tried 
before to reduce the Board of 
Aldermen from its present 24 
members to 16, has started a 
signature drive to put the matter on 
the November ballot. 

The question will be a nonbinding, 
public-policy q.uestion. If it should be 
approved by the voters in the 1979 
municipal election’ the Board of 
Aldermen still might reject the sug- 
gestion. If the Board agreed, and the 
mayor agreed, the Board would have 
to ask the State Legislature to pass a 
special act to put the question on the 
1981 municipal ballot for a final, bin- 
ding vote by Newton voters. 

Sheehan, in her second term as an 
at-large alderman from Ward 6, 
believes that the 24-member Board of 
Aldermen is too large for proper func- 


tioning and that there are too many 
candidates for people to know one 
from the other at election time. 

Every Newton voter is faced with a 
ballot requiring votes for 16 
aldermen-at-large, one ward alder- 
man, and eight School Committee 
members. When every position is con- 
tested, there are 50 candidates to 
choose from. 

Sheehan has compiled figures from 
eight other communities whose 
populations are within 20,000 of 
Newton's 89,000. Newton has the 
fewest residents for each member of 
its legislative body. 

In Nev-ton, there are 3708 people per 
alderman. For each city councilor 
Brockton has 8727 people; Cam- 
bridge, 11,333; Fall River 11,111; 
Lowell, 10,222; Lynn, 7273; New Bed- 
ford, 9091; Quincy, 10,222; and Somer- 
ville, 7364, according to Sheehan. 

Sheehan also thinks that visibility 


and acccountability of aldermen serv- 
ing on the Board would be increased 
by there being fewer aldermen. 

Business would move more quickly 
and more smoothly, according to 
Shechan, with fewer aldermen speak- 
ing on every issue, and constituents 
would be more easily able to deter- 
mine how their elected officials vote 
on measures, 

The deadline for the 5199 certifiable 
signatures needed to get the matter 
on the ballot is June 14. 

Persons who wish to work for 
Sheehan's ballot question may con- 
tact the coordinator, Marilyn 
Sicurella, 4 Warwick Rd.

Volunteers will soon be seen at busy 
locations asking for signatures of 
registered voters.

Bottle bill making progress 
in seventh legislative attempt

The tenacious bottle bill hit the floor 
of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives for the seventh year 
in a row last week, but this time in- 
stead of leaving it there broken, the 
House helped it past its first hurdle by 
a vote of 83-69, 

In a wider margin than expected by 
proponents of the bill, the House over- 
turned an adverse report given the 
legislation by the Joint Committee on 
Energy. The bill was immediately 
sent to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee for their report. 

Newton Reps. David Cohen and 
David Mofenson, both co-sponsors 
and long-time advocates of the 
legislation, voted in favor of the bill 
which would require mandatory 
deposits on all beer and carbonated

those over 32 oUnCes, 10-cents. 

Rep. Joseph DeNucci (D-Newton) 
voted against the legislation saying he 
is concerned about the working man 
losing his job. Relying on a referen- 
dum taken in his district in 1976, 
DeNucci said his ‘no’vote represented 
the will of his district. 

“Many elderly people have con- 
tacted me and they are very much op- 
posed to the bill,”’ DeNucci said 
earlier this week. 

He is also very concerned with 
labor’s opposition to the billbill, but 
said he would favor a “workable” 
mandatory recycling program. 

DeNucci, a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, said although 
he hasn’t taken an official head count, 
he believes the committee will not 
give the bill a favorable report. 

A significant difference in the bottle 
bill of the past and the bottle bill of the 
present lies in the arguments sup- 
porting its passage. 

In the past, passage of the bill was 
argued mainly along environmental 
lines. This year,possibly because of 
the present administration's push for 
economic incentives for state in- 
dustries, proponents argue that the 
bottle deposit legislation will increase 
jobs and state revenue by attracting 
out-of-state bottling industry. 





Labor and industry opponents 
argue the opposite. They say the bill 
will mean job losses, higher beverage 
costs and lost investment in the state. 

Also different from last year's ver- 
sion, this year’s bottle bill contains a 
provision for establishing redemption 
centers for the bottles and cans and a 
one cent fee to be paid to dealers and 
redemption centers upon return of 
bottles and cans to distributors. There 
is also a provision for re-training 
workers whose jobs are affected by 
the legislation. 

Another plus for this year's bottle 
bill is an internal study done for En- 
vironmental Affairs Secretary John 
Bewick which said mandatory 
deposits on beverage containers 
would represent an annual $65 million 
for the state's economy. 

Bewick, a resident of Newton, was 
named by Gov. Edward J. King as 
part of a three-member cabinet task 
force to study the impact of the bottle. 
Consumer Affairs Secretary Eileen 
Schell and Economic Affairs 
Secretary George S, Kariotis are also 
Serving on the task force. 

This three-member group is ex- 
pected to urge passage of the bill. 

After the bill is reported out of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, it 
will 60 to the Senate. Newton's state 
Senator Jack Backman has long 
favored the bottle bill and said his yes 
vote in the Senate would reflect that.

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House conversion, car limit 
voted by Land Use Committee

An amendment allowing conversion 
of houses in some zoning districts toa 
larger number of dwelling units was 
approved by the Land Use Committee 
Monday night, which then approved 
another proposed amendment restric- 
ting the number of cars at any single 
or two-family house to four, without 
permission of the Board. 

Amendments designed to remove 
from the Zoning Board of Appeals the 
power to grant use variances and to 
define by number an “‘association of 
persons” were denied. 

The conversion of houses in Private 
Residence and Residence C districts, 
according to its proponent, Ald. Terry 
Morris, would extend the principle of 
allowing two families or more to live 
legally in large houses with enough 
land to satisfy the zoning re- 
quirements in effect for each single- 
family house. For example, in 
Residence A, which requires a 25,000- 
foot lot, a house on a 50,000-foot lot 
could be converted, with a special 
permit, to a two-family house. Such 
conversion is also permitted in 
Residence B district. 

The extension to Residence C and 
Private Residence district would 
complete the zoning regulation on 
that point. 

In Residence C, a minimum of 
20,000 feet would be needed for con- 
version to two-family, 30,000 feet for 
three families, and so on. 

In Private Residence, houses could 
be converted to two- family use if the 
lot contained at least 10,000 square 
feet; each additional unit would take 
another 5000 square feet. 

According to a Planning Depart- 
ment memorandum, there are more 
than 1000 lots and houses in the city 
that would qualify for Private 
Residence district conversions to two- 
family houses, but some of these are 
already two-family houses 

Morris, the chairman of the Land 
Use Committee, proposed the conver- 
sion amendment more than two years 
ago. It has been denied once by the 
Board of Aldermen. The Planning & 
Development Board recommends ap- 
proval. 





Morris feels that conversion would 
prevent demolition of old houses to 
clear the land for construction of pro- 
fitable townhouses. of A side effect be 
the amendment wouldthe legalization 
of some illegal apartments. 


Ald. Carol Ann Shea of Ward 4 was 
afraid that the amendment would 
“drastically change the 
neighborhoods." In her ward, where 
there is a high concentration of large 
parcels of land in Residence C 
district, large single-family houses 
are selling well. “There is no hard- 
ship,’ she said. 

The restriction to four cars parked 
on the site of a one- or two-family 
house was approved 4-2 by the Land 
Use Committee’ over the protest of 
Ald. Ethel Sheehan and Robert 
Gaynor. 

The number of cars could be ex- 
ceeded by a special permit of the 
Board of Aldermen, which would be 
based on space, length of driveway, 
size of Jot, and so on. 

The intent of the amendment, pro- 
posed by Morris, is to prevent the 
haphazard parking of a large 
number of cars on lawns and within 
setback lines. 

It might have the incideatal benefit 
of limiting somewhat the illegal 
apartments in houses by making 
parking impossible for tenants. 

This amendment was proposed a 
year ago but was allowed to die 
without action. 

Abolition of the ‘use variance” 
power of the Zoning Board of Appeals 
was denied 5-2 by the committee 
because the amendment did not pro- 
vide alternatives to going to the ZBA 
and because several members felt 
that the amendment was directed at 
incompetency and errors of the ZBA, 
which could be corrected by better ap- 
pointments to that body. 

Morris has been a critic of ZBA opi- 
nions for a long time, especially on 
variances for use of real estate. 

Appointments to the ZBA are made 
by the mayor, with confirmation by 
the Board of Aldermen. The Board 
routinely approves the appointments 
with little debate. 

Morris wants to replace the use- 
variance power of the ZBA with the

Schools seek expansion of 
Carr bilingual program 


The Bilingual Department of the 
Newton Public Schools has announced 
plans to apply for federal funds under 
Title VET of the Elementary and 
Secondary School Assistance Act for 
an expansion of the bilingual program 
held each year at the Frank F, Carr 
School. 

Bilingual Director Preston Shea 
said his departiment wants to add an 
afternoon session to the nursery pro- 
gram which would include Chinese- 
and Spanish-speaking students as 
well as the Italian children now serv- 
ed by the program. 

There will be a meeting to discuss 
the application Thursday, May 10 at7 
p.m, at the Carr School and interested 
parents are invited to attend. f 

‘The Bilingual Nursery Programm is 


designed to serve children who are 
about to enter kindergarten who may 
have special family problems, limited 
contact with other children, or learn- 
ing disabilities which might cause 
special problems when they reach 
first grade. 

Shea said that a number of Italian 
children have been turned away from 
the program where space is very 
limited. The afternoon session could 
accomodate some of these children as 
well as Chinese and Spanish students 
with limited nglish ability and 
special problems. 

The afternoon session would be staf- 
fed by an Italian-speaking teacher 
and Chinese- and Spanish-speaking 
aides, 


special permit procedure of the Board 
of Aldermen. Planning Director 
Barry Canner pointed out that there 
would have to be a great number of in- 
dividual conditions written into each 
special permit, and Ald. Cynthia 
Creem was concerned about increas- 
ing the workload of the Board beyond 
its capacity. 

Creem suggested the Land Use 
Committee and the Board be more 
careful about approving appoint- 
ments to the Zoning Board of Appeals’ 
but would not want to do away with 
any of the board’s power. 


“We (the Board of Aldermen) are 
too subject to political pressure,” she 
said. ‘Maybe it’s good to have a body 
not subject to pressure.”’ 

An effort to define an “association 
of persons” as five or more unrelated 
persons living together was denied 4- 
2s 

Permission for more than five 
unrelateds to occupy a single-family 
house would then be subject to a 
special permit of the Board of 
Aldermen, under Morris’ proposed 
amendment. 

Ald. Susan Schur commented that 
the “external manifestations’ of 
group living are what bothers people, 
and such things as illegal parking, 
trash, and loud parties can be handled 
through existing laws. 

The proposed amendment, Schur 
said, tries ‘‘to control how people live 
and with whom they live," and she is 
opposed to trying to dictate lifestyles. 

Ald. Robert Gaynor, who voted in 
favor of the amendment, said he 
knows of several houses occupied by 
unrelated persons, and they are 
“nothing but animal houses."’ 

Morris argued that the legal oc- 
cupancy by several unrelateds leads 
to inflated value of houses, because of 
the rents brought in. He considers this 
unfair to other potential buyers of pro- 
perty. 

All these proposed amendments 
will be before the Board of Aldermen 
May 7. 


Temptronic 
seeks change 
in conditions 


A suit against the city brought by 
Oldco. -Greenfield's-Temptronic 
about conditions qoverning occupan- 
cy of 40 Glen Ave., Newton Centre, 
under an extension of nonconforming 
use may be dropped if the Board of 
Aldermen modifies some of the condi- 
tions. 

The Land Use Committee and the 
Board may act on the matter Monday 
night, if a petition for an amendment 
to the Board order of approval, 
granted April 2, has been filed by 
Oldco by then. 

The conditions objected to most 
strongly by Oldco were the require- 
ment for a floor plan showing the loca- 
tion of the two tenants in the building 
and the provision of the total number 
of employees now working in the 
building. 

Oldco asks that these two conditions 
be used as “benchmarks,” not to limit 
the use of the premises to the present 
intensity when the use is reviewed in 
two years.

Cable TV gets endorsement 


Newton should open its doors to 
cable television, the Cable Television 
Advisory Committee has recommend- 
ed to Xayor Theodore Mann. 

The committee's report, submitted 
to the mayor this week, recommends 
that the city proceed to formal 
solicitation of proposals from private 
companies for cable television. 

The system should have, in addition 
to clear-signal existing local commer- 
cial television and a variety of special 
packages available at additional cost, 
public-access channels and a two-way 
capability that would permit response 
by a viewer on questions of public in- 
terest and use of the system for 
alarms systems, meter reading, 
banking, and other services. 

Some of these less conventional 
uses of cable TV are some time off in 
the future and would need negotiation 
to achieve, but the committee wants 
the cable installation to provide the 
capacity for these uses. 

According to Mayor Mann recently, 
four firms have indicated interest in 
investing the approximately $3 
million to install cable TV here. 

The whole city would be wired for 
cable TV, but no one will be required 
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to subscribe, and if they do not they 
will continue to get the free service 
they now get. 

The cost to subscribers was 
estimated at a meeting of the Cable 
Television Advisory Committee a few 
months ago at $7 a month for basic 
service, $9 a month for basic plus dis- 
tant and special channels, and $17-$19 


for the full service, which includes 
pay-TV programs at no extra cost. 

Benefits to the city, besides the 
public-access channels and local 
channels that would tie in schools and 
government, would be a 50-cent per 
month subcriber fee for the city, pro- 
perty tax on the studio, and 25-30 jobs 
created.

Clean campaigns 


The 96th Congress this summer will 
consider the first bill filed this year — 
HR 1 — which would change the way 
members of Congress finance their 
campaigns, and, proponen.ts hope, 
reduce the impact of contributions by 
special interests. 

The Federal Election Commission 
reporter reported that, in last year’s 
election, special interest groups con- 
tributed over $30 million to congres- 
sional campaigns. The figure in 1974 
was 1976 was $22.6 million, up from on- 
ly $12.5 million in 1974. 

The phenomenal increase has caus- 
ed many in and out of Congress to 
worry about whether there has been a 
concomitant growth in the influence 
wielded by those interests over Con- 
gress. 

The American Medical Association, 
for instance, gave over $3.2 million in 
each of the 1976 and 1974 campaigns. 
The dairy lobby in 1976 gave $1.3 
million to congressional candidates, 
and Jast year, Congress voted to raise 
federal milk price supports by 11 per- 
cent. 

Under HR 1, which is co-sponsored 
by 135 congressmen, including Joe 
Moakley and Brian Donnelly from this 
area, a matching-fund process, financ- 
ed by public tax check-off dollars 
(similar to the presidential campaign 
system already in effect) would be 
established. Some of the high points: 

— Candidates opting to use the 
public financing method in the general 
election (this does not effect affect 
primaries), would be limited to spen- 
ding $150,000 overall, of which only 
$25,000 could be their personal funds 
(this would limit the advantages en- 
joyed by wealthy candidates). 

— After a candidate signs an agree- 
ment form, saving he will comply with 
the limits, matching (dollar-for- 
dollar) funds — obtained when tax- 
payers , on their returns, designate $1 


for the purpose — would be given to 
the candidate, for contributions of $100 


or less.

Bidding farewell to an era

Stacked deck against nuclear power

WASHINGTON — A reader, Mrs. Loraine Kushara of 
Lawndale, Calif., has a problem. Not knowing me personal- 
ly and with only my column photo to guide her, she writes: 
“So how can I say you're really the uninformed half-wit you 
look like?” 

Well, I guess the answer to this probing question is, you 
really can't say this. Looks can be deceiving. But then 
again, if I am an uninformed half-wit, I would, of course, be 
the last person to know, thus rendering the question, well ,"” 
rather half-witted. 

Anyway, what prompted Mrs. Kusuhara’s pointed inquiry 
was a column I wrote a few days before the Three Mile 
Island nuclear accident, In this piece I had the temerity to

strength of God and man. It seems to be a master of 
all it surveys. It is stability in a world that so 
desperately needs stability. 

When I looked out the window one morning last 
fall, [knew that something was different. It took me 
a few minutes to realize that the clock which show- 
ed on four sides of the tower was gone, 

T knew then that the brothers who had lived there 
for so many years had left. Somehow to me, it 
seemed like an end to era, an era that could never 
be duplicated, ...an era that could never be replac- 
ed, an era that someone like I can only remember 
and cherish for what it was. 

It was an era of unsophistication when the effects 
of a massive economic depression were overcome 
by hard work, sacrifice and love of neighbor. It was 
an era when common sense prevailed and 
materialism was just a word hidden away in 
Webster's Dictionary. 

St. Joseph's Novitiate will always be ‘the home” 
tome. 

It was started somewhere around the turn of the 
century as an industrial school for boys. Young men 
learned trades there, and some who worked outside 
and needed a place to live resided there. It was staf- 
fed by the Xaverian Brothers and was later re- 
named "The Working Boys’ Home.” 

The brothers, as they are called, came from all 
over New England, as well as from other states. 
Many came from the Baltimore area where one of 
their major schools was. 

At the time, the Xaverian order was flourishing 
and vocations were many. There was great diversi- 
ty among people coming in which produced a 
healthy order. Many of the brothers were sons of 
immigrants who had brought a love of the Roman 
Catholic faith with them from countries all over the 
world; a faith which encouraged these young men 
to show their love for their Creator by giving up 
their lives in service to their fellow man. 

As society changed and child labor and education 
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laws were passed, the home adopted a new func- 
tion. It became a boarding school at minimum or no 
charge for boys from a one-parent family, or boys 
who were completely homeless, or boys who just 
plain needed shelter. 2 

The boys who had someplace to go went home 
once a month, but for all practical purposes were 
brought up at the home. They were fed, clothed, 
educated, disciplined, but most of all, they were 
loved and cared for. ; : ‘ 

Their educations were superior and their athletic 
program second to none. 

Every boy was a participant. Their gym was a 
masterpiece of athletic planning. The boys varied 
in shape, size, color and national origin, but 
somehow those differences were unimportant. 

They were too busy and too happy. They were 
taught that love of God is love of fellow man. They 
were taught respect not only for others, but for 
themselves. They were fortunate to have Xaverian 
Brothers as teachers and they knew it. 

The graduates numbered in the hundreds, some 
going into the professions, others into varied oc- 
cupations and there were those who gave their lives 
in World War II and Korea — an attestation of the 
work and sacrifice of the good brothers. : 

‘As the economy changed and the need for this 
type mission changed, the home became St. 
Joseph's Novitiate, and young seminarians were 
housed there. In recent years the beautiful brick 
building with its magnificent grounds and facilities 
became too large for the remaining brothers, and 
the decision was made to close it.

But somehow 
through all the stillness one can feel how much 
work and devotion was put into the home and how 
the spirit will live on forever.

The system is designed to give can- 
didates without a great deal of per- 
sonal wealth, or with rich contributors 
a chance to fight a campaign on a level 
with an opponent who does. In an era 
that has seen campaign costs 
skyrocket beyond reason, this is a 
welcome attempt at bringing the cost 
of becoming a public servant back to 
earth. 

More important, it greatly 
diminishes the benefits of seeking 
money in larger chunks, rather than 
from smaller contributors. If it is pass- 
ed, and is successful in that respect, 
everyone will have gained. 
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There is an inorinate amount of paranoia about nuclear 
power. 

Having written a couple of columns critical of the critics 
of nuclear power just a few days before Three Mile Island, I 
naturally watched the reporting on this accident very close- 
ly. And what I saw was that many of the opponents of 
nuclear power criticized the proponents of nuclear power 
for having said things that were never said. 

On ABC, reporter Geraldo Rivera said that what Three 
Mile Island proved is that ‘when it comes to nuclear safety, 
there are no certainties." A public TV special on the Har- 
risburg accident was titled “They Sald It Couldn't Hap- 
pen.” On a CBS special, reporter Robert Schackne flatly 
declared that the nuclear industry had assured us that 
nuclear power was ‘‘foolproof."’ Washington Post columnist 
Richard Cohen, wrote; 

“They lied, they lied, they lied. My God, did they lie. They 
told us it was safe. What a lie. They told us it was clean. Did 
you ever hear such a lie." 

New York Daily News columnist Jimmy Breslin, explain- 
ing why he would allow ‘‘no more milk in the house’ and ob- 
viously unable to distinguish an atom bomb from a nuclear 
power plant, wrote: 

“We know a little about nuclear. The scientists and the 
utility millionaires keep insisting that nobody has been kill- 
ed by ‘commercial’ nuclear energy. Normally, I don't mind 
using language to lie, but this is speaking with the tongue of 
a moron. A gun is a gun is a gun. And that was not a ton of 
coal we threw at Hiroshima and Nagasaki.” 


Jack Lemmon, one of the stars of '‘The China Syndrome,” 
told an interviewer: ‘The remotest possibility of an acci- 
dent at a nuclear power plant is frightening because we are 
talking about a holocaust. 1 mean it would make the 
Chicago Fire look like a peanut roast.”” 

See what I mean? See the way the deck is rhetorically 
stacked against nuclear power? Nobody has ever said that 
atomic energy is absolutely safe, absolutely foolproof. 
Nobody has ever said that what happened in Harrisburg 
couldn't happen. In fact, the Rasmussen Report, authored 
by MIT nuclear engineer Norman Rasmussen, anticipated 
the malfunction that occurred at Three Mile Island — 
damage of the fuel elements resulting in the release of 
radiation, but no meltdown. 

As for what .emmon says, ités simply untrue. There was 
a nuclear accident at Three Mile Island, and it was not a 
holocaust. Compared to what happened during the Chicago 
Fire, Three Mile Island was a peanut roast. At Three Mile 
Island, admittedly the worst nuclear accident in history, 
nobody died and nobody was injured. 

Dr. Arthur Upton, director of the National Cancer In- 
stitute and an expert on the biological effects of radiation, 
says that there will be so few health problems from the Har- 
risbury accident that ‘‘we will be unable to trace them.” Ac- 
cording to an interim government report assessing the 
radiation dangers of Three Mile Island, as of April 3 it was 
not likely that there will be a single case of fatal cancer 
among the two million people living within 50 miles of the 
nuclear plant. 


The highest cumulative dosage of radiation received by 
anyone at the Three Mile Island plant was 100 millirems, ac- 
cording to Dr. Gordon MacCleod, Pennsylvania state health 
Commissioner. The average exposure for those living 
within a mile of the plant was 45 to 50 millirems, and that 
dropped to 30 millirems for those living two to three miles 
from the plant. 

John Villiforth, director of the FDA’s Bureau of 
Radiological Health, says: “If everyone in this population 
got a dose of 80 millirems, which they didn't, on top of the 
dose received from natural radiation, it would have been 
the same as if we transferred the population to Denver for 
one year.”’ Natural radiation levels vary geographically, 
with the dose from cosmic rays higher in certain places, 
such as Denver, because of their elevation. 

Since Three Mile Island; a Crestview, Fla., wreck of a 
train carrying deadly chemicals forced 5,000 to evacuate 
their homes; a Washington-bound Amtrak train rammed 
some track maintenance equipment, injuring 71 people; the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Administration announc- 
ed that auto deaths exceeded 50,000 last year for the first 
time since 1974; Adolf Daxboeck, a British Columbian, 
choked to death on a ping-pong ball; and a 48-year-old New 
Yorker, Virginia O'Hare, is suing her plastic surgeon on the 
grounds that he left her with an off-center navel. 

Nothing is absolutely safe. No activity is entirely risk- 
free. This is the only point I was making about nuclear 
aaa: And the point is still valid, even after Three Mile

Nobody started out with better legislative relations 
than you, and nebody has more support on both sides 
of the aisle in both the House and the Senate.

Tax cap best solution 


To the Editor; 

In the course of the past several 
months Governor King’s tax cap pro- 
posal has received, with varying 
severity, unjust and unwarranted 
criticism. 

Initially, one is astonished by such 
Teprehension during a period of 
economic adversities; but if one 
ponders for a moment and analyzes 
from where such individuals are com- 
ing, the answer becomes quite ap- 
parent that the majority of these 
critics are either left wing liberals or 
they represent special interest 
groups. 

These special interest groups and 
the elected officials they patronize 
purport that they are fully aware of 
the monetary hardships that the 
Massachusetts taxpayer is enduring; 
yet their actions indicate differently. 

One such individual who has 
strenuously lobbied against a tax cap 
is William Hebert, executive director 
of the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association. Retained by the MTA 
primarily as a vociferous voice, 
Hebert has on several occasions infer- 
red that the average salary increase 
for Massachusetts teachers has been 
in the range of 4.9 percent. 

What he neglects to mention, is the 
fact that the 4.9 percent does not in- 
clude the automatic step increments 
which escalate the annual percentage 
rate of increase to an average of 7 to 
12 percent. 

In conjunction with excellent fringe 
benefits; a retirement program of 
which is unexcelled in the private sec- 
tor; and a nine to 10 month work 
period, all of which is financed 
through the oppressive property tax, 
one can easily understand why the 
MTA has vehemently opposed the tax 
cap legislation. 

The MTA has also implied that the 
abolition of fiscal autonomy would be 
fiscally imprudent in terms of educa- 
tion and eategorically detremental to 
the educational process. 

If in fact the MTA believes this to be 
an unequivocal fact, then one must 
seriously question as to why, during. a 


10 year period of declining enroll- 
ment, there has been a retrogression 
of SAT scores, yet per pupil educa- 
tional costs have doubled within that 
same time span. 

In a recent action taken by the 
Massachusetts legislature they once 
again proved that ‘‘Blood is Thicker 
Than Water," when they bent to the 
whims of their conorts and cir- 
cumvented Governor King’s zero tax 
cap proposal. 

In view of this, one must question 
the integrity of the lawmakers for 
allowing the commonwealth’s 
monetary policies to be set by 
municipal unions and special interest 
groups who feed at the public trough. 

The majority of those seeking 
public office last November all danc- 
ed to the tune of property tax reform, 
but apparently the pleas of the tax- 
payers has yet to resound in the 
chambers of the legislature, for the 
arrogance displayed by this 
legislative body regarding this issue 
is only superseded by their insistence 
in making stupidity a virtue. 

Unfortunately, the scorn of the tax- 
payers cannot be expressed for 
another year and a half and this par- 
ticular issue will only become another 
act in the on going sage of ‘‘The 
Crucifixion of the Massachusetts Tax- 
payer.” 

Unlike past administrations, Gover- 
nor King has taken a pragmatic ap- 
proach in his attempt to grapple with 
the ravages of the commonwealth's 
financial crisis, by dealing with the 
cause rather than the product of infla- 
tion. 

The zero tax cap proposa! would un- 
questionably be the most viable and 
effective solution to the property tax 
dilemma. 

Consequently, if the legislature per- 
sists in its unyielding attitude, then 
clearly, the fault for spiraling proper- 
ty taxes lies not with the governor, but 
with the state legislature and its un- 
willingness and inability to confront 
their fiduciary responsibilities.

Slowing down traffic 


To the Editor: 

We have had two cars hit a house or 
run down a driveway, fence and 
hedge in the last four months, No one 
was hurt luckily, but here was a 
perfect chance for life to have been 
maimed or lost. What has been done 
about it? 

The speed limit was set at 30 miles 
an hour by the state, supposedly. Mr. 
Tannozzini worked on this for the 
street. On Beacon Street the speed 
limit is 20 miles an hour. Why is that? 
Do you think there is a justification 
for a residential street to be more 
than a major artery? 

Trucks still go down our street, 
creating violent interruptions to 
children’s naps, people's senses, and 
dishes rattling. There is a posted sign 
on Hammond Street at the MTA 
bridge stating no more than five tons 
load per vehicle is allowed over the 
bridge. What reinforcement do the 
citizens have for such obvious law 
breakers? , 

When we moved here in October, 
1977 we arrived on the first day of the 
‘experiment’ where no right turn onto 
Reservoir Avenue was allowed from 
Hammond Street. It was inconvenient 
to travel a bit further, but for the safe- 
ty and sanity of the members of the 
street, it was small penance. 

‘An officer on duty for the police said 
we were lucky no one killed anyone 
during the time that followed while 
neighbors argued against neighbors. 
If the police have that attitude toward 
the neighborhood, what chance do we 
have against traffic violators ? 

I have two children under 3, so when 
the trucks go by, I barely have a 
chance to look out the window before 
they have sped by. The police say, 
send us the licence plate. But the 
police acknowledge that the police 
have to witness the event before any 
action can be taken. So where does 
that leave us? 

We bought our house in good faith, 
We have nice neighbors, enjoy 
Newton and its parks. Bul we wonder 
what safety there is to this city when 
speeders, buses (lots of Carroll Co. 
school buses but a neighbor said don't 
mention names or you will get 
threatening phone calls) and general 
mayhem is allowed on the streets. 


What is David Cohen doing about it? 
I know the police have been told to 
carry traffic violation tickets on their 
persons, but what good does that do 
without the presence of the police 
where the transgressions are? (In one 
day, the police could equal their traf- 
fic violation tickets in the city by sit- 
ting on Reservoir Avenue. ) 

Finally (aren't you glad?) the 
streets around us are insulated with 
concrete walls, sleeping policemen 
(bumps in the road) and signs of 
(Privacy); Private Road. Since when 
does one citizen have a right to dictate 
to another that public rights of way 
shall lead to his door conveniently as 
long as the final ascent shall be cross- 
ed off the map and designated as ‘‘dif- 
ferent?” . 

Ideas: ‘Tout the ‘Neighborhood 
Watch’ Program on public television, 
with Chief Quinn who says his depart- 
ment started it: publicize the pro- 
gram (Channel 2 or some of the local 
newstimes on commercial TV). Then 
publicize a program on ‘Slow Down, 
America’: show the streets affected 
by speeders; talk about speed as a 
stress factor in our lives; get com- 
munity backing on a slow down pro- 
gram; encourage public figures to 
talk about the problem (Gov. King 
would love a right kind of topic to talk 
about) and get the citizenry involved 
in an educational program for the 
schools, showing not only the effects 
of speed on the driver, but on the peo- 
ple who must listen to and feel the ef- 
fects of their speeding.

Newton legislators suing governor 
over social service implementation 


Two Newton legislators are suing 
Gov. Edward J. King for failing to the 
new Department implement of Social 
Services which was originally suppos- 
ed to start providing services July 1. 
ate Sen. Jack Backman and Rep. 
David Mofenson, co-chairman of the 
Legislative Committee on Human 
services and Elderly Affa are part 
on of welfare advocates br- 
nst the new governor. 
ssed last year, called for 
ereation of the new agency to 
ve social service delivery from 
the Welfare Department , which 
would still be charged with the 
distribution of medical assistance and 
other assistance payments. Such ser- 
vices as adoption, foster care and 
maintenance programs would fall to 
the new department 

Under last year's law, a commis- 
sioner for the new ency was to be 
named by Jan. 1, 1979, a report on the 
administration's progress was to be 
prepared by Feb. 24, and full im- 
plementation was to begin July 1. 

‘To our regret.’ the Newton 
levislators stated in a joint release, 
the governc dd his secretary of 
Human Services have chosen te ig- 
nore this law. Instead, they have rais- 
ed red herring issues in order to delay 
the start of this important agency.” 

Mofenson described some of these 

red herrings’ delays by the 
governor and his administrators on 
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technical aspects of the new depart- 
ment. The quality of social workers, 
which ones will continue and sliding 
fee scales are a few of these issues 
that Mofenson said could have been 
worked out in the past four months 
and worked out further when the 
department was established.

leave made to employees upon retire 
ment. In this case a public employee's 
pension is based upon a percentage of 
his or her regular compensation over

“Peacetime conscription, when the 
nation was not immediately threaten- 
ed, has never been approved by the 
Supreme Court,” Drinan told the 
group. 

“Despite claims to the contrary, the 
all-volunteer force is more than ade- 
quate to meet our immediate needs,” 
Drinan continued. ‘According to the 
Department of Defense, since the end 
of the draft the number of volunteers 
in the active forces has remained 
within 1.5 percent of target levels.”’ 

Drinan contended that a resump- 
tion of compulsory registration would 
lead to a resumption of the draft. 

“History has shown us that once 
large numbers of recruits are readily 
and permanently available to the 
military, they will almost certainly be 
used,” he said. 

The Fourth District Congressman 
pointed out that even within the 
military establishment there is 
disagreement about the need for the 
draft. Drinan quoted the Secretary of 
the Army as stating that there is no 
need to reinstate the draft. In a letter 
to the House Armed Services Commit- 
tee, officials of the Selective Service 
System have stated that emergency 
manpower needs can be met without 
instituting compulsory registration, 
Drinan said.

Pair arrested for 
attempted robbery

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— The intense publicity 
in recent years about 
funeral costs has 
resulted in several 
developments that could 
ultimately bring down 
the price of one major 
expense — the casket. 


But the industry and 
its observers say moves 
in that direction are still 
embroiled in 
controversy, and it is 
too early to say what 
will finally emerge. 

In some parts of the 
country funeral homes 


orprivate 
merchandisers now of- 
fer what amounts to a 
rent-a-casket, 
sometimes called a 
catafalque. In recent 
years catafalque has 
come to mean a stand on 
which a coffin is placed. 
It is also an ancient 
word for a ceremonial 
coffin used in church 
memorial observances 
when the body is absent. 


The contemporary 
catafalque is a fancy 
coffin shelvyybuilt 
without a bottom. It fits 
over a plastic, fiberglas 
or other interior 


Standing-in is a 
relative matter

People who visit NBC-TV's ‘CHiPs’ set never have 
a hard time spotting the young man who Is star Erik 
Estrada’s stand-in, because if they don't look like twins, 
they sure look like cousins. But there is a good reason 
for the strong resemblance. Erik and his handsome 
stand-in, Joey Delman, are first cousins—their mothers 


are sisters 


As kids, the two (just a year apart in age) saw each 
other only occasionally because Joey lived in Las Vegas 


and Erik in New York 


When Estrada was cast in the starring role as 
Ponch’ in the series about the California Highway Patrol, 
his cousin Joey came to visit him on the set. At the time, 
Estrada had another stand-in. The stand-in has to be the 
same general height and build, so the lighting men can 
figure out exactly what's needed for the next shot 
without keeping the star cooling his heels. 

While the lights are being set (which can be very 
tedious and time-consuming) the ‘Second Team’ stands 
in. When the lighting director says ‘First Team in’ the 
stars return and begin acting. ‘CHiPs’ is shot on location, 
frequently on freeways which get up to 110 degrees in 
the summer, 30 a good stand-in is a blessing 

Erik decided it would be fun to have his cousin 
around, so the original stand-in was moved to another

container. It can be used 
at a wake and 
transported to the 
cemetery. After the 
mourners have left, the 
catafalque is lifted off 
the liner and returned to 
the funeral home for 
reuse. 

The body is sealed in 
the inner container and 
dropped into the grave. 
In one version, the seal- 
ed fiberglas container 
acts as both a vault and 
acoffin. 

In theory this ap- 
proach provides the 
bereaved with the 
appearance of a fancy 
coffin and the prac- 
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ticality of burial with a 
cheaper casket. 

Many of the 1,100 
funeral homes across 
the country who belong 
to The Order of the 
Golden Rule have been 
offering a Chapel Vault 

an outer casket used 
at the funeral home but 
not sent to the 
cemetery. 

The body goes either 
to a crematory on a tray 
that is part of the inner 
container or to the 
cemetery in an inner 
vault. The group 
estimates the unit is 
currently used in less 
than 5 percent of its 





funerals, 

One funeral director 
said the approach is 
more practical for a 
cremation than a burial 
because the inner vault, 
which is sent to the 
cemetery and seen by 
the mourners, suffers 
by comparison to the 
fancy casket left behind. 
He also said it is still 
possible to buy a regular 
casket at his establish- 
ment for as little as $95 
and that may be 
cheaper than the Chapel 
Vault. 

Howard Raether, ex- 
ecutive director of the 
National Funeral 


Directors Association, 
said the trend toward 
other than traditional 
caskets started to be 
noticeable in 1976. He 
said in an interview 
there are actually three 
different approaches: 

—A box made of card- 
board or similar 
material for use when 
cremation is desired. 
Such a box could pro- 
bably not be used for ac- 
tual burial of an 
uncremated body 
because many 
cemeteries must meet 
regulations requiring 
vaults or other protec- 
tion. 
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—The catafalque 
(either at the funeral 
home only or at both the 
home and cemetery). 

—A combination outer 
container and inexpen- 
sive inner casket, both 
of which are eventually 
buried in cases where 
vaults or double con- 
tainers are required. 

“We have no way of 
knowing to what extent 


they are being used,’’~ 


Raether said. But where 
they are being sold, he 
said, it is mostly by 
third parties and in ad- 
vance of need. 

Raether said his 
association ‘‘has never 
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taken a policy stand as 
to this merchandise.” If 
it is offered, he said, 
people should be told ex- 
actly what they are 
buying ‘‘and have an op- 
portunity to compare 
the price of this 
so-called innovative 
merchandise with that 
which is currently 
available from a funeral 
director.” 

Betty Clemmer, ex- 
ecutive director of the 
Continental Association 
of Funeral and 
Memorial Societies, a

—"The real present 
and future security of 
this nation lies less with 
the military than with 
the health and stability 
of American children 
and families. It is time 
the budget reflect this 
common sense fact. 
Parents and others who 
care about children, 
widows and families, 
must let the Carter 
Administration and 
Congress know that 
while we support a 
strong military, we sup- 
port equally strong 
children and families. 
We demand a fair 
balance between these 
important national 
needs and if we must 
choose, then 
children...should come 
first.” 


—The Fund is critical 
of President Carter's 
proposal to cut $16 
million out of the 
children's inoculation 
program but increasing 
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the anti-flu inoculation 
budget. “This proposal 
occurs despite the fact 
that the inoculation pro- 
grams are beginning to 
Teverse the recent 
downtrend in immuniza- 
tions for polio and 
tetanus, while the 
federal flu program has 
a checkered history.”’ 

Officially, the 
Children's Defense 
Fund is a national 
public charity set up to 
provide a systematic 
and long-range ad- 
vocacy on behalf of 
children. 

Its goal: to place the 
needs of American 
children higher on the 
nation's public agenda. 


The Fund wants to 
recruit parents in its 
support force. 

Its first publication of 
1979 is titled ‘It's Time 
to Stand Up for Your 
Children: A Parent's 
Guide to Child 
Advocacy.” 

The Fund also is set- 
ting up the first ‘‘Na- 
tional Children's 
Network” to give a 
voice to the needs of 64 
million children who 
cannot vote but whose 
needs ought to be heard. 

“We will continue to 
monitor federal 
policies, to research, 
investigate and publish 
reports in a variety of 
areas, to sue on behalf 
of individuals or classes 
of children,’’ Edelman 
said, speaking of the 


Network. 

“But we believe the 
issue now is to inform, 
mobilize and organize to 
accomplish what we 
know ought to be done 
for children.” 

She said the Fund will 
identify and coordinate 
an effective and flexible 
Children’s Public Policy 
Network at the national, 
state and local levels. 

“We will work with a 
core network of ad- 
vocates around the 
country who in tuun can 
reach a much larger 
netwrok of people in 
their states and 
commuunities to sup- 
port specific goals for 
children over the next 
decade. 

“Children are not a 
special interest. They 
are everybody's 
concern. 


‘*Many labor, 
women’s, religious, civil 
rights, and other civic 
groups have a_ long 
history of support for 
programs that benefit 
children and families. 

“By joining' forces 
more systematically, 
we will amass the 
strength to move 
children's issues higher 
on the public agenda.” 

Letters from parents 
and children are being 
sought on a continuing 
basis — telling about 
wrongs, and, if possible, 
how they can be 
corrected.

Senate Ethics Committee: 
Least sought-after job 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— Sen. Mark Hatfield, 
R-Ore., looked par- 
ticularly glum as he sat 
down next to chairman 
Adlai Stevenson, D-IIl., 
on the Senate Ethics 
Committee. Hatfield 
had won — by default — 
the least sought-after 
job in the Senate. 

“We weary veterans 
of service on this com- 
mittee welcome you,” 
Stevenson told Hatfield 
and the two other new 
committee members, 
Sens. Quentin Burdick, 
D-N.D., and Jesse 
Helms, R-N.C. 

“I have some am- 
bivalence about being 
here today,” Hatfield 
replied, recalling that 12 
years earlier as a 
fres'mar  s first com- 
mittee ointments 
were ‘‘on picked and 
two that I was 
assigned.” 

“After 12 years, I find 
myself in the same posi- 
tion,"’ Hatfield said. ‘I 
do not seek this position 
on this committee. I 
even resisted it."" 

“It was with great 
reluctance that I agreed 
to serve on this commit- 
tee,’ added Helms. ‘I 
find myself in a very 
awkward position with 
respect to the 
distinguished senator 
from Georgia. The bot- 
tom line is I will do the 
best I can under the 
circumstances."’ 

“The distinguished 
senator from Georgia” 
is Herman Talmadge, 
powerful Democratic 
chairman of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, 
who is facing five 
serious charges of finan- 
cial wrongdoing brought 
by the committee. 

Less than two weeks 
before trial-like hear- 
ings of Talmadge were 
to begin, Helms, Bur- 
dick and Hatfield found 
themselves drafted to 
join Stevenson, Sen. 
Harrison Schmitt, R- 


N.M., and Sen. Robert 
Morgan, D-N.C., on the 
ethics panel. 

They are the six 
‘‘judges”’ who will hear 
the evidence. If they 
decide Talmadge is guil- 
ty of financial wrongdo- 
ing, they can recom- 
mend his censure or ex- 
pulsion to the Senate as 
a whole. Their decision 
could leav~ Talmadge’s 
politica’ areer in 
shar les 

Sitting, ,udgment of 
a colleague is always 
unpleasant, but par- 
ticularly so in 
Talmadge’s case. When 
Helms speaks of his 
“awkward position,” he 
is referring to his close 
ties with Talmadge as 
the top-ranking 
Republican on the 
Senate Agriculture 
Committee. 

But there is a more 
subtle problem facing 
other senators, 
something not openly 
discussed but 
nonetheless on all minds 
— the jealously guarded 
Senate power structure 
being threatened by the 
Talmadge case. 


Talmadge has been a 
member 23 years of a 
body in which sheer 
Iqngevity translates into 
incredible power — not 
just one man’s power 
but the power of the 
friends he makes up the 
seniority ladder. 

Among Talmadge's 
best Senate friends are 
Russell Long, D-La., 
chairman of the 
Finance Committee, 
and John Stennis, D- 
Miss., chairman of the 
Armed Services 
Committee. 

Together, the three 
men hold power cards 
that might be trumped 
by the Senate leadership 
— perhaps by the presi- 
dent — but not without a 
bloody fight. 

Individually, each is a 
force to be reckoned

with, but if the ethics 
committee determines 
Talmadge is guilty and 
sends his case to the 
Senate for discipline, 
every senator will be 
taking on all three 
powerful men. 

Long and Stennis 
already have quietly lin- 
ed up behind Talmadge, 
with their first power 
play coming on the 
question of who would 
fill the three committee 
vacancies. 

Without speaking a 
word on the Senate 
floor, they pushed 
Democratic Leader 
Robert Byrd and 
Republican Leader 
Howard Baker into a 
corner and won a major 
victory for Talmadge by 
forcing appointment of 
three veteran senators 
who know Talmadge 
well — not three junior 
members who lack 
allegiance and 
obligations. 

Baker and Byrd had 
searched months to find 
three veterans willing to 
serve on the committee 
and got nothing but re- 
jections. In desperation, 
they had turned to three 
first-termers with a 
total of three years of 
experience among 
them. 

But Stennis and Long 
threatened a floor fight 
over waiving the com- 
mittee rules to allow for 
the appointment of 
junior members. With 
the Easter recess hours 
away, Byrd and Baker 
had no choice but to 
yield: the youngsters 
were dropped and more 
senior members press- 
ed into service. 

Long said naming 
Senate newcomers to 
the ethics panel would 
have been “‘prejudicial”’ 
to Talmadge.

Host families sought 


David Phelan of 508 Farm Road, 
Marlboro, is looking to place some 100 
French teenagers in Central and 
Eastern Massachusetts homes this 
summer. 

According to Mr. Phelan, Mass. 
coordinator for the North Atlantic 
Cultural Exchange League, a non- 
profit French enterprise, ‘‘Our pro- 
gram has grown steadily over the 
past seven years thanks to the 
generosity of the American families.” 

This year’s students will stay four 
weeks from July 12 to August 8. All of 
the students have had from four to 
seven years of English and range 
from 14to 18 years of age. 

NACEL was founded in 1957 by pro- 
fessors Bernard Aubert and Julien 
Ermisse who still head the organiza- 
tion whose headquarters are in Tours, 
France. NACEL places students in 
Ireland, Scotland, England and 
Canada, as well as in the U.S. 

“The students are coming to find 
out what life in America is all about, 
and also to practice their English,"’ 
says Phelan, who lived in France for 
two years and now teaches French at 
Newton North High School. 

“I try to get as many of my own 
students as possible involved in the 
program. It's a great way for a stu- 


dent who is taking French to bring the 
whole experience alive. 

“Although NACEL is not an ex- 
change program as such, during my 
six years as coordinator, many of the 
American teenagers have been in- 
vited back to France the following 
summer. From a financial point of 
view, it’s a truly unique program. 

“I’m sending about 20 students 
back to France this summer and it’s 
only going to cost them $550 for the 
month, travel, fees, and insurance in- 
cluded.” 

It is not necessary that there be a 
member of the American family the 
same age as that of the visitor, as long 
as there are friends, neighbors, or 
relatives to fill the void. 

The students are expected to 
become a part of the family during 
their four week stay. They can be ex- 
pected to participate in all of the fami- 
ly activities including vacation trips 
and the performance of household 
chores.

Special lecture highlights 
new Homestead exhibition 


The Jackson Homestead, in con- 
junction with the exhibit ‘‘In Praise of 
Leisure: Victorian Newton Outdoors” 
will present a lecture “Progress and 
Dreams of the Garden: The Uses of 
Leisure In 19th Century Newton,” by 
Professor Richard Alan Lawson. 


The lecture will be given on Mon- 
day, May 14, at the Newton Arts 
Center, 61 Washington Pk., Newton- 
ville at 8 p.m. 


Lawson is associate professor of 
history and director of the Boston Col- 
lege American Studies Program. 

He has published numerous essays 
on the history of American philosophy 
and social criticism. His third major 
publication ‘Ideas in Crisis: The New 
Dea! and the Great Depression” will 
be later this year. He is a member of 
the WGBH advisory board for the 
humanities. 


The lecture will describe how Vic- 
torian Newton's attitudes toward 
leisure relate to American social 
history of the time. 

It was a period of rapid urban 
growth in which technological 
changes, extreme pressure on land 
use and threatened loss of civic identi- 
ty necessitated a reorientation of liv- 
ing patterns. Newton, in experiencing 


these pressures, did not try to main- 
tain the town literally, but retained 
some of the important town values in 
an urban setting. 


For example, land came to be con- 
sidered a public resource as well as a 
private one. The use of public lands 
for recreation focused on the tradi- 
tional village areas for families, 
working people, and young people and 
their sports. 


Recreation and sports were impor- 
tant factors enabling Newton to make 
the transition from town to city 
without sacrificing the kind of com- 
munity existence that had been so im- 
portant earlier. This was a significant 
achievement. 

Some of the factors that made this 
achievement possible are visible in 
the exhibit ‘In Praise of Leisure: Vic- 
torian Newton Outdoors.” The exhibit 
will open at an open house at the 
Jackson Homestead, 527 Washington 
St., Newton, on Sunday, May 6, from 2 
through 5 p.m. 


Included in the exhibit will be 
photographs, manuscripts, costumes, 
memorabilia and artifacts il- 
lustrating Victorian Newton's enjoy- 
ment of leisure time and open space.

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Commission 
hears plan to 


move church

The Conservation Commission was pleased to 
learn last week of plans to move the Greek Church 
in Newton Lower Falls. 

A group wants to move the church if it can find 
land to move it to and obtain the necessary permits, 
said G. Arnold church Haynes. Haynes wants to use 
the lot and the adjacent lot (the former Donahue 
property) for parking. He is planning to buy the 
present Shipley facility on Washington Street, 
Lower Falls and convert to an office park. 

If the group wants the church, it can have it for 
free, Haynes said. It would only be demolished 
when the parking lot is built, he added. 

The parking lot plans call for providing 89 spaces. 
This figure was pared down from 103 spaces as pro- 
posed last year to the Community Development 
Authority and the Planning & Development Board. 

While both the authority and the board have ap- 
proved of Haynes's latest plans, the developer must 
also have the approval of the Conservation Com- 
mission since the lots border the Charles River. The 
commission liked Haynes's plans especially since 
he intends to save several of the trees and shrubs 
presently on the lots. It would like the restricted 
Massachusetts District Commission (MDC) areas 
on the lots to be cleaned and vegetation pruned 
under the supervision of the MDC’s landscape ar- 
chitect. Haynes agreed provided the MDC is 
amenable to the idea. He also agreed not to use any 
de-icing chemicals on the parking lot. The parking 
lot must now be approved by the Board of 
Aldermen, Ward 4 Ald. Donald Budge has threaten- 
ed not to support the project. He prefers that the 
two lots be used to develop a small office or retail 
building. Budge’s plans would require the city to 
take the two lots by eminent domain. They would 
also prevent Haynes from fully converting the 
Shipley facility to office space. In other matters, 
the commission heard Dominic Sera's plans to 
build eight attached dwellings on Rustic Street, 
Nonantum. Since the lots border on the Charles 
River flood plain, Sera must obtain the commis- 
sion’s approval. 

While not formally voting, the commission 
members approved of Sera’s plans, They did ask, 
however, that the developer grade the adjacent lots 
if the owner’. Vincent J. Farina approved. Also 
while Sera has his equipment there, the commis- 
sion would like him to level some of the area on the 
adjacent MDC land. “If we can get a little of that 
area cleaned, perhaps the MDC will be encouraged 
to do the rest,’ said commissioner Thelma 
Fleishman. Most of the dumping in that area is be- 
ing done from the city-owned Allison Park and not 
from Rustic Street, said Robert Merryman of the 
Planning Department. Eventually the city will 
have to find some way to block off the area from 
dumping, he added. 


Help for 
emotional 
problems 


Mental illness is Jess understood than almost any 
other major health problem. The mystery, stigma, 
and misconceptions that surround it keep many 
people in need of psychiatric help from seeking 
treatment, and make it all the more difficult for the 
mentally ill to reenter community life. This article 
is the first in a series we will be running during 
May, Mental Health Month, to help combat the 
myths of mental illness. It has been prepared with 
the cooperation of McLean Hospital, Belmont. 


MYTH: People Should Be Able to Handle Emo- 
tional Problems Themselves. 

Ever since the first Pilgrim stepped on Plymouth 
Rock, Americans have been telling each other that 
man is in control of his own destiny. All that's need- 
ed is strength and perseverance. There has been lit- 
tle room for emotional problems in a nation that 
values intestinal fortitude. 

Thus, it’s not surprising that the mentally ill are 
often viewed as responsible for their plight. . 

But the mentally ill are not alone in not being 
“strong enough” to handle their own problems. 
While clinging to the illusion that they can “‘go it 
alone,” Americans by the thousands turn to 
ministers, teachers, lawyers, and even bartenders 
every day for help with their emotional problems. 
It's also well known that a sizeable proportion of 
people who approach medical practitioners and in- 
ternists are emotionally-troubled individuals with 
no diagnosable physical disease. 

Some emotional problems can be worked out 
alone. Most depression, for example, will eventual- 
ly pass without treatment. 

Problems may disappear if a life situation 
changes, when aging brings emotional changes, or 
if an individual becomes adept at self-help. 

Usually, however, the difficulties a person can 
handle himself are minor or transient in nature. 
Help, although not necessarily professional, is 
needed for any emotional problem of consequence. 
The troubled person is often the worst candidate for 
treating his problem simply because he may have 
confused and irrational thoughts. 

For serious or continuing emotional problems, 
however, the insight, objectivity, and experience of 
a psychiatric professional are necessary. Through 
a therapist's carefully chosen comments and ques- 
tions, the emotionally-troubled person can gain an 
understanding of himself that is difficult to reach 
otherwise. Moreover, for many patients, the mere 
fact that they have begun therapy is psychological- 
ly uplifting. 

Studies show that the prognosis for mental illness 
is better when professional help is sought early. 
Those who seek it need feel no stigma for turning to 
another for help. Turning to others — albeit nonp- 
sychiatric professionals — is an old American 
custom. 

The belief that people should be able to handle 
emotional problems themselves is just one of the 
myths of mental illness. If you would like a free 
booklet exploring other such misconceptions,

Maggie Kuhn working to 
bring generations together

Gray Panther leader Maggie Kuhn 
got a standing ovation at Newton 
South High School last week for a 
speech in which she debunked a lot of 
myths about aging and called for a 
coalition between the old and the 
young involving ‘‘intergenerational 
living" and combined political action. 

“The old and the young have a con- 
flict with the middle group and if we 
can get together we can gang up on 
them. That's good for us. Of course 
it’s hard on them, but they're inside of 
some big systems which have to 
change,’ she said. 

“The first myth about old age is 
that it is a disease, a terrible 
loathsome disease, worse than VD. 
We have to dye our hair and get a 
facelift because we don’t want anyone 
to know we have this horrible 
disease,” Kuhn said. 

She said she considers her wrinkles 
a ‘badge of honor” for her “‘survivor- 
ship.” 

“Old age is a triumph to be herald- 
ed with trumpets, banners and a 


balloons.” 


The second myth about aging Ms. 
Kuhn attacked was the notion that old 
people are "mindless." 

“People think you can’t learn 
anything after 30 and after 50 your 
brains get soft. That’s stupid 
Nonsense.” 

She said she has been encouraged 
by the number of old people who are 
going to college, in spite of the myth 
that “senility is inevitable.” 

Another myth about old age, Ms. 
Kuhn said, is that it is ‘‘sexless.”” 

“You get your vibes and jollies. We 
do too and you mustn't be shocked 
when we do. We're not surprised when 
you do,”" 

Nor are old people “useless” she 
said. ‘We're told that what we once 
learned isnot useful anymore.” 

Kuhn said that old people’s 
knowledge of the old ways is crucial to 
society's return to simpler lifestyles 
which do not require the development 
of nuclear power. She recalled the 
windmill which provided all the 
power for her grandfather's farm and 
her grandmother, who dried her 
clothes in the sun.

Freeport fights desperately 
to save facility for teens

It was sad. Forty people who may 
well have gathered to celebrate the 
10th anniversary of Freeport House 
instead spent Tuesday night 
desperately seeking a way to save an 
idea. 

Freeport House, an alternative 
home for teenagers, is a victim of 
changing times. Caught between the 
idealistic spirit of 1969 and the 
bureaucratic, financial and human 
realities of 1979, Freeport couldn't fit 
in and on April 30, was forced to close 
its doors. 

When Freeport first opened at 361 
Commonwealth Ave., in 1971, parents, 
counselors, high school students and 
staff rallied around the idea, caring 
only that they were helping kids who 
for one reason or another needed a 
temporary haven from parents they 
couldn't understand. Together, staff, 
peers, kids and parents put the pieces 
back together so the family could try 


it again, try to understand each other. 

By the mid-seventies, cir- 
cumstdnces were changing and in 
many ways Freeport was not chang- 
ing with them. 

Counselors needed to be paid. 
Private donations dwindled as infla- 
tion began to pinch. Operating costs, 
like everything else, rose at a tremen- 
dous rate. In 1971, Freeport’s 
operating budget was $30,500. By 1978, 
it had more than doubled to $79,500. 

But more than perhaps anything 
else, the kids were changing. 

As was said many times Tuesday 
night by Freeport board members 
and other human service represen- 
tatives from Newton, the needs of the 
teenagers coming into the house had 
changed drastically. 

More and more, Freeport 
counselors and staff were faced with 
kids who needed clinical help, 
something they weren’t financially 
equipped to handle. 

“In the beginning we were faced 
with ideological problems and adoles- 


cent rebellions in which kids just 
needed time out,” explained Jean 
Kole, Freeport Foundation president. 
“Now we are faced with chronic pro- 
blems that need more clinical and 
more long-range help.” 

Human service organizations of the 
seventies are in a different world 
from those of the late sixties. Ade- 
quate funding, in many cases, 
depends on state and federal money. 
And Freeport House has, as Kole said, 
struggled with an identity problem for 
the past few years. 

“We started as a community-based 
private charity with no state agencies 
involved,’’ she told her audience. 
“We've never been able to resolve 
between private or public funding.” 

Ken Gorfinkle started with 
Freeport HoUse as a live-in high 
school volunteer in 1971. Today he is 
executive director of Alternative 
Home, Inc., a group which successful- 


ly runs two residences for emotionally 
disturbed adults in Newton. 


Before the meeting began, he talked 


Chestnut Hill CC to reopen

The Chestnut Hill Country Club, 
purchased at auction by neighbors 
April 10, will be operating again 
within a week, according to George 
Krupp, a developer who represents 
the Newton Commonwealth Improve- 
ment Corporation, new owner of the 
property. 

Monday the corporation voted to 
seek a zone change for 50 townhouse 
lots on the property, and seek a poten- 
tial developer. 

Selling off lots is a ‘last resort,” ac- 
cording to Krupp, but if the land is 
rezoned it will also serve as collateral 
for the balance of the money owed the 
bank. 

The once private golf course will be 
open to the public, according to 
Krupp. 

The corporation purchased the 81- 
acre club at 91 Algonquin Rd. for 
$810,000. The only other bidder for the 


club was the Mutual Bank for Sav- 
ings, the mortgage holder. 


The corporation was formed when 
25 area residents, members of the 
Newton Commonwealth Improve- 
ment Association, raised a $50,000 
down payment. 


The association feared extensive 
development of the land. There is 
agreement for a 90-day extension, un- 
til August 10, to close the deal, Krupp 
said. 

In addition to the purchase price, 
the property carries $90,000 in back 
taxes. 


Three funding mechanisms are 
under consideration. A betterment 
district encompassing about 200 
homes in the Chestnut Hill 
neighborhood has been formed and 
could generate between $340,000 and 
$380,000 over a 20-year period, Krupp 
said. 

Abutters will be assessed $4,000 plus 


interest for 20 years, while nearby 
residents will be assessed $1,500 over 
the same period. The average cost to 
residents in the respective classes 
will be $280 and $90 a year. 

The townhouse lots will be along 
Algonquin Road and Kenrick Street so 
as not to cut into golf course land, 
Krupp said. 

The corporation has also discussed 
the possibility of state or federal 
assistance for a purchase of the club 
property by the city. A response is ex- 
pected from Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann in the next two weeks. 

The sale of the club involved the 18- 
hole course, the clubhouse, tennis 
courts and pool, but not personal pro- 
perty inside the facility. 

A plan to construct 450 units on the 
club property was rejected by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen last year. 
A short time later the bank foreclosed 
the mortagage on the financially 
troubled golf club. 


about Freeport’'s problems. 

“The need for a place like Freeport 
is bigger than ever," he explained, 
“but they are now faced with many 
more management problems. It has 
become a more serious business ven- 
ture now, rather than a group of well 
meaning volunteers. 

“The biggest problem for small 
organizations like this,” he continued, 
“is that they must deal with more 
government grants than in the early 
seventies.”” 

So Tuesday night, the Board of 
Directors of Freeport House called 
for proposals, suggestions, ideas, 
comments, anything to help then 
them decide the fate of the program. 

Ideally, explained Jean Kole, the 
board would like to maintain the basic 
purpose of the house, that is keeping it 
a community-based group care facili- 
ty serving adolescents. 

The board has requested formal, 
written proposals from any interested

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Washington, D.C., this 
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School closings up for discussion again 


The School Committee has schedul- 
ed five meetings and a public hearing 
in late May and June to consider the 
issue of school consolidation. 

Dr. Vincent Silluzio, Director of 
Research and Planning for the 
Newton Schools, will present a report 
to the Committee Monday,May 21 at 
7:45 p.m. at the Day Junior High 
School which will include specific con- 
solidation options. 

The report will be a comprehensive 
citywide consolidation plan whose 
scope extends a decade into the 
future. 

Although the school administration 
has declined to discuss the report 
before its presentation, that report 
will almost certainly suggest that 
specific schools be closed at the end of 
next year. 

School Committee Chairwoman 
Honora Kaplan said the scheduling of 





the meetings and the public hearing is 
tentative and depends on the consen- 
sus of the Committee. 

“I'm not going to put this city 
through the wringer unless a majority 
of the Committee is in favor of pro- 
ceeding with consolidation,”’ she said. 

The presentation April 21 will be 
followed by a week and a half without 
a meeting to allow Committee 
members to review the consolidation 
report and talk with members of the 
community. 

Further meetings on consolidation 
are scheduled for April 30, June 1) 
and June 18 at Bigelow Junior High 
School with a final vote on the issue 
tentatively scheduled for June 20. 

A public hearing on the consolida- 
tion issue is scheduled for June 13 at 

Newton North High School. 

All meetings begin at 7:45 p.m.

sions in March the option of closing a 
school tempted some Committee 
members who saw this as a way of 
reducing cuts in the academic pro- 
gram. 

School Committeewoman 
Katherine Jones moved that the Com- 
mittee close a school at one budget 
meeting, but a majority of the Com- 
mittee and Superintendent Aaron 
Fink agreed that such action would be 
“precipitous.” 

The budget sessions did, however, 
strengthen the Committee’s commit- 
ment to school consolidation as they 
considered serious cuts in the 
academic and athletic programs in 
the schools. 

Several members of the Commit- 
tee, including Mrs. Kaplan and Nancy 
Mann, say they are in favor of closing 
two schools on the north side of the ci- 
ty next year. 


School enrollments citywide have 
declined 25 per cent percent since the 
peak in 1967. In many schools the 
sixth grade is twice the size of the 
kindergarten and some schools have 
only half as many students as their 
size would allow. 

Mrs. Mann cites a number of fixed 
costs which do not decrease in schools 
which are underenrolled. Each school 
must have a principal, specialists and 
custodians and fewer students do not 
mean any reduction in building costs. 

“This is all money which could go 
into programs for children,” she 8 
said. 

The School, Department has ex- 
perimented with principals who cover 
two schools, but this system puts a 
strain on the head teacher whose 
class is often interrupted when the 
principal is absent.

Thompsonville 
commits funds 
to betterments 


The Thompsonville Advisory Com- 
mittee unanimously voted last week 
to commit all of its 1980 community 
development funds to sidewalk and 
curb improvements. 


In the federally-sponsored com- 
munity development program, 85,000 
was allocated to: Thompsonville for 
fisca] year 1980. Although Thompson- 
ville plans to spend all of this money 
on betterments, it still has $10,000 
from the 1979 budget. The village in- 
tends to spend the 1979 funds on plans 
for improving 8 its commercial area 
at the intersection of Beacon Street 
and Langley Road. 


One problem faced by the advisory 
committee was the increases in 
sidewalk and curbing costs over the 
past year. On the average sidewalks 
have increased from $1.25 a square 
foot to $1.70, according to Dale Silin of 
the Planning Department. The cost of 
curbing has gone up from $12 a lineal 
foot to $14, she added. Ms. Silin 
estimated the overall cost for the 
Thompsonville betterments at ap- 
proximately $94,000. This figure, 
however, includes a 10 percent con- 
tingency. 

The purpose of the betterments is to 
improve the safety for children walk- 
ing to the Bowen School. Scheduled 
for improvements are from 33 
Langley Road on the west side to 
Madoc Street, from 53 Jackson Street 
on the north side to Parker Street, 
both sides of Cypress Street from 
Jackson Street to the Bowen School, 
the south side of Jackson street from 
Cypress Street to Daniel Street. If 
money permits, the committee also 
wants improvements on the south side 
of Daniel Street to Parker Street.

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Novitiate plan gets 
aldermanic approval 


The Board of Aldermen Monday ap- 
proved permits, unanimously and 
without debate, that will allow 
development of 32.8 acres of the 
Novitiate land on Winchester Street 
by the Combined Jewish Philan- 
thropies (CJP). 

CJP will develop the land as a 
multi-service facility using existing 
buildings supplemented by new con- 
struction. The building will house a 
cultural and athletic complex and of- 
fices for various social agencies. 


The city has applied for state reim- 
bursement to purchase the balance of 
the 60-acre tract for a park. 


The Board approved a special per- 
mit, and extension of a non- 
conforming use and site plan ap- 
proval for the project, as well as a 
reduction in the required number of 
parking spaces. There will be 340. 

CJP will have to exercise the 
special permit within two years. The 
Board did allow a condition that per- 
mits the final location of the new con- 
struction to be moved within a 15-foot 
perimeter around the building 
perimeter shown on preliminary 
drawings. 

The Planning and Development 
Board has also endorsed the CJP 
plan. The board felt the 15-foot varia- 
tion in the building’s footprint would 
not be detrimental to the final location 
of the building. 

Since the proposed development's 
financing will be generated by a fun- 
draising effort, rather than mortgage 
financing, the Planning Board 


thought the two-year time limit for ex- 
ercising the special permit would 
leave CJP more flexibility than the 
more frequent one-year limit, 


The Planning Board recommended 
the city solicitor review and approve 
a conservation restriction between 
the CJP and the city that will protect 
the environmentally sensitive ‘“ket- 
tle’ that lies off a cart path that 
bisects the property. 

Other conditions imposed on the 
developer will bar vehicle access to 
the property from Winchester Street 
except for emergency vehicles, will 
prohibit construction of a fence 
around ball fields in the center of the 
property, and will protect trees along 
the Winchester Street frontage except 
where they must be removed for the 
installation of utilities. 

Another condition requires a com- 
mon easement along the bank of the 
Charles River if the city purchases 
the southern portion of the Novitiate 
property. 

The Planning Board report urges 
the city to ‘take prompt aand 
agressive action to effect the 
necessary land acquisitions’ to 
secure the balance of the property. 

The city application for state reim- 
bursement includes all Novitiate land 
not acquired by CJP. If the funding is 
approved, and if CJP wants to pur- 
chase a part of the remaining land 
that fronts on Nahanton Street and 
Winchester streets, the city will 
delete the parcel from its funding re- 
quest. 


Needham Street congestion 
attacked on three fronts 


A three-pronged attack has been 
mounted against the traffic and 
business problems that are threaten- 
ing to drive business away from the 
Needham Street area of Newton 
Highlands and Upper Fails. 


On the heels of a joint effort by 
Newton and Needham to get the state 
to undertake a study of the Needham 
Street-Highland Avenue ‘‘corridor,” 
the city has committed $15,000 for an 
analysis of economic and market con- 
ditions on Needham Street, and the 
Newton-Needham Chamber of Com- 
merce has formed a local develop- 
ment corporation to help businesses. 


The economic and market analysis 
will be done by Harbridge House, 
Inc., consultants. The work is starting 
this month and the report will be done 
in October. 


According to Sterling Hale of the 
Newton Planning Department, the 
analysis will back up the request of 
Newton and Needham for state aid to 
improve the traffic in the area. 


“You have to understand the pro- 
blems before you can have any solu- 
tions," Hale said. ‘This is a first 
step.” 


Harbridge House will provide an 
economic profile of the business area 
and recommendations and options for 
the future of Needham Street, Hale 
said, “in a tight and readable” 
brochure. 


State Secy. of Transportation and 
Construction Barry Locke recently in- 
formed the city that the transporta- 
tion problems affecting the Needham 
Street-Highland Avenue corridor will 
be investigated. 


Locke said he is asking the Central 
Transportation Planning Staff to in- 
itiate a ‘reconnaissance report” in 
cooperation with municipal officials 
and private interests. 


The reconnaissance report takes 
four to six weeks and is designed to

identify problems in an area and 
make recommendations for their 
alleviation, according to Jeff Paul of 
the CTPS. 


Sometimes the reconnaissance 
report will lead to a full-blown study 
by CTPS, which would take eight 
months or more; sometimes the 
reconnaissance report is enough.

NEWTON — The ambulance ser- 
vice will cost the city $240,867 this 
fiscal year and will account for 
$112,797 in overtime payments to 
firefighters, Chief Budget Officer 
Albert DiGregorio estimates. 

The overtime figure is significant 
because total overtime for the Fire 
Department this fiscal year is 
estimated to be $232,000. 

DiGregorio is not suggesting all 
the overtime attributed to the am- 
bulance service is paid to 
firefighters who man the am- 
bulances . 

He said the introduction of the ser- 
vice in 1977, coupled with contrac- 
tual minimum manning re- 
quirements, has almost doubled the 
department's overtime costs. 

A year ago overtime and 
minimum manning for fire ap-

paratus were major topics of budget 
discussion. 

During budget review Tuesday, 
Public Safety and Transportation 
Chairman Mark White repeatedly 
warned his committee members to 
skirt the subjects because of con- 
tract negotiations between the city 
and the firefighters union. 

White said he would take the 
discussion behind closed doors at a 
meeting next Tuesday. Because a 
contract for fiscal year 1979 and 1980 
is being negotiated, and because 
minimum manning and overtime 
are elements of a contract, White 
said he felt justified in barring the 
public from the meeting. 

DiGregorio calculates that in the 
three years following the introduc- 
tion of the requirement that a cer- 
tain number of firefighters must 
man each piece of equipment, over- 
time costs increased 48 per cent, 58 


Post 440 purchase on hold 


Purchase of two parcels of city- 
owned land on California Street, 
Nonantum, by American Legion 
Post 440 is held up because the city 
will need the approval of the State 
Legislature. 

Post 440 has offered to buy 14,000 
square feet of land to be used for 
parking and for a small park for 
young children. 

During discussion of the offer in 
the aldermanic Administration & 
Planning Committee the fact came 
to light 1975that the sale of 32,000 
feet of land, adjoining the smaller 
lot, had never been consummated. 

For unknown reasons, the matter 
has been gathering dust in the city’s 
Law Department for more than 
three years. 

The land is part of a large tract 
taken by the city in 1925 for 
“playground purposes" and named 
“Victory Field."’ An adjacent parcel 
was given to the city. 

According to state law, a two- 
thirds vote of the Legislature is 
needed before a community may 
dispose of land taken for open 
space, including playgrounds. 

The Planning Department has 


recommended that both parcels 
wanted for acquisition by Post 440 
be considered at one time. 

The land in question has been us- 
ed by Post 440 for several years. 

The Board of Aldermen is now be- 
ing asked to rescind a September 
1975 vote of another Board so that 
sale or lease of the land may be 
dealt with properly. 

In the meantime, the ordinance 
governing sale or lease of city- 
owned real estate has been chang- 
ed. It now requires a long and com- 
plicated process, including appoint- 
ment of committees to study use of 
the real estate and many other 
steps’ which could delay the sale of 
the land for many more months. 

Ald. Ernest Dietz, chairman of 
the Administration & Planning 
Committee, has proposed an 
amendment to the ordinance to pro- 
vide a waiver procedure when only 
land, not buildings, are involved. 

The exact terms of the amend- 
ment have not been worked out. One 
question is whether to limit the 
amount of city-owned land on which 
the prescribed procedure may be 
waived.

per cent, and 17 per cent respective- 
ly. 

Minimum manning became a con- 
dition of the firefighters contract in 
1976. In December of that year the 
minimum number of men required 
was reduced from 51 to 48 with the 
elimination of a pumper. 

In July 1977 introduction of the 
ambulance service boosted the 
minimum manning compliment to 
52 firefighters. 

Whenever the total number of 
firefighters on a shift falls below 52, 
firefighters must be brought in at 
overtime wages. DiGregorio 
estimtes that if the ambulance ser- 
vice were eliminated, and the 
minimum compliment reduced to 48 
through attrition, the city could save 
reduce its costs. 

DiGregorio did not estimate how 
much money the city could save, 
because although the $240,867 cost 
this year would be eliminated, the 
city presumably would have to con- 
tract with a private ambulance ser- 
vice at some cost. 

The cost to the city this year is 
calculated minus income from bill- 
ings of an estimated $59,400. 

There appears to be a discrepanct 
between the amount of billings pro- 
jected and the number of trips a

Deterioration 
in education 


A report about higher education by 
the Carnegie Council on Policy Studies 
echoes what a lot of Americans have 
been saying or at least thinking in the 
last few years. And that is that some 
colleges and universities and some 
students are engaging in unethical and 
illegal behavior, according to the 
report. Among the charges are exten- 
sive cheating, abuse of financial aid, 
vandalism, especially the theft and 
destruction of library materials, grade 
inflation, a lowering of standards or 
requirements for course work or 
degrees and dubious advertising pro- 
cedures to encourage student 
enrollments. 


Earlier this spring the American 
Assembly pointed to similar signs of a 
deterioration in higher education and 
asked for help from educators and 
others in finding ways to improve the 
situation. 


The Carnegie report cited increased 
default of student loans, low quality of 
off-campus programs to boost enroll- 
ment figures, ‘‘hucksterism’’ in 
recruiting of students, especially the 
non-traditional and foreign. Implied in 
the report was that the student ir- 
responsibility may have at least some 
examples set by administrators and 
faculty members. 


This is a very disturbing report. Col- 
leges and universities, both public and 
private, have been going through dif- 
ficult years. The anti-Establishment 
demonstrations led to doubts among 
donors and legislators about the value 
of pumping a lot of money into the in- 
stitutions — even though a good part of 
the blame was in Washington-based 
policies. The fears of dwindling 
enrollments has been particularly evi- 
dent. Individual faculty members, 
department heads, institution ad- 
ministrators, all have tried to make 
their particular fields of special im- 
portance. Some of the efforts to recruit 
minority students and the non- 
traditional have not been unselfishly 
motivated. Professors who demanded 
quality feared they would be without 
students — and jobs. 


There may be a_ psychological 
aspect to student irresponsibilities 
which have perhaps evolved from the 
almost frantic attitudes of university 
officials and faculty members. The 
heavily recruited student, whether for 
athletic or other reasons, is almost 
bound to take a casual attitude toward 
his higher educational opportunities. 


The United States educational 
system is second to none in the world. 
The opportunities at all levels for all 
citizens — and many foreigners — can- 
not be met anywhere else. The costs to 
taxpayers are not outrageous. Support 
for higher education has been 
remarkable. The entire system — 
public and private from kindergarten 
through graduate school — is one of 
the major reasons for United States 
leadership in just about everything 
around the world.

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Radiation 
and you

The Three Mile Island nuclear plant incident and 
the recent publicity of radiation exposure to the 
population in Utah and Nevada during atomic 
weapons testing in the 1950's has alarmed, concern- 
ed and frightened the public. We read and hear 
“rads,"’ “increased cancer,’’ ‘‘millirems,” 
“rems,"’ “significant exposure” or ‘‘no harmful ef- 
fects.” 

One “authority” stated in the newspaper that the 
radiation exposure from the Three Mile Island acci- 
dent would cause 50 additional cases of cancer in 
that population and a few days later stated his 
estimates may have been too high, while another 
“source” stated there had been no significant ex- 
posure, 

Much of what is stated in the media is conjecture. 
Many of the so called scientific statenents about 
radiation hazards are based on extrapolations and 
the conclusions may often depend upon the bias or 
notive of the investigator or reporter since years 
may pass before the truth is known. 





Who can we believe? 

One cannot evaluate these hazards without con- 
sidering the source of radiation, type of exposure 
and portion of the body exposed. For instance 5,000 
rads (a measure of absorbed radiation) may cure a 
cancer of the larynx while 400 rads exposure to the 
whole body may kill the exposed individual. 

Radiation occurs from natural background, 
atomic weapons and testing and fallout, nuclear 
power plants and resultant waste products, low 
level radiation to workers such as physicians, x-ray 
and nuclear technologists, industrial and nuclear 
power plant workers, medical diagnostic tests such 
as x-rays, nuclear scans, CAT scans, etc. and 
therepeutic radiation for treatment of malignan- 
cies and to induce suppression so that transplants 
or grafts may take. 

Natural or background radiation is present, and 
we must live with it while attempting not to in- 


crease it. Here, we will consider medical and 
therepeutic radiation. 

Ever since Roentgen discovered x-rays in 1895 
physicians and scientists have become increasingly 
aware of the potential harmful effects of radiation. 
We know that sufficiently large doses can destroy 
cells, result in mutations, and cause malignancies 
or anemias. 

We also know that there can be a long latent 
period which may be years or even generations 
before the effects become apparent. The knowledge 
gathered in medical cases after radiation exposure, 
animal experiments, analysis of the results of the 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki bombs, and 
measurements from weapons testing have made 
physicians and scientists aware of the possible 
harm from radiation. 

On the other hand judicious use of medical x-rays 
and scans has enabled us to diagnose diseases, 
cancers, fractures, etc. For example, we can now 
inject isotopes into a patient and determine 
whether coronary blood flow is adequate to prevent 
heart danage and even see the way the heart beats 
in response to drugs and exercise and with CAT 
scans can see lesions in the brain or body. These 
tests help us to determine whether treatment or fur- 
ther study is indicated. 

If medical x-rays are properly supervised and 
performed, the dose is very low to limited parts of 
the body for short periods of time and the harmful 
effect, if any, is small. 

In nuclear accidents and fallout the entire body 
may be exposed for prolonged periods of time. 
Wienever x-rays are to be obtained, physicians 
have decided that the potential benefits outweigh 
the risks. Because of increased susceptibility to 
radiation effects pregnant women and children 
should be studied only after using stricter criteria. 

Therepeutic radiation is undertaken when physi- 
cians feel a tumor can be cured, life prolonged, or 
pain relieved, and that these benefits far outweigh 
any potential risks. 

Wherever possible, all other parts of the body and 
reproductive organs are shielded in both diagnostic 
studies and therepeutic radiation. Many patients 
who would have already died from kidney failure 
are alive today because radiation suppression 
prevented rejection of the kidney transplants. In 
these cases there is no question that benefits far 
outweigh the risks or that there are no other alter- 
natives. 





As a radiologist I have always believed the less 
radiation to the patient the better. In attempts to 
limit patient exposure we, aS radiologists, train our 
personnel in proper technique, limiting the x-ray 
beam, utilizing protection, selecting appropriate 
types of films and other methods. 

During the years I have been in practice, newer 
equipment, faster film screen combinations, faster 
developing solutions, newer isotopes, and the use of 
computers have been designed and implemented to 
obtain more information while reducing the radia 
tion dose for each procedure. 

For example, in 1974, when 1-123 became 
available for thyroid studies, we switched to that 
isotope from I-131, reducing patient exposure dur- 
ing those tests by a factor of at least 20 ' 

It is frustrating for the public to attempt to sift all 
the information now in the media and arrive at any 
type of conclusion as to risks versus benefits. When 
discussing nuclear plants and atomic weapons, 
should realize that the potential exposures quoted 
are for populations rather than individuals and may 
be thousands of times that which one ordinarily 
receives in diagnostic tests. 

When medica! studies are to be obtained, make 
certain that these are performed in facilities or of- 
fices where well-trained personnel, proper equip- 
ment and knowledgeable supervision is present. Do 
not forget that today, automobile travel, flying, 
sports, medication, surgery, smoking, food ad 
ditives, even charcoal broiled steaks have been 
reported as hazardous to health. 

In an attempt to place risks in perspective a 
writer in a health physics journal calculated that 
four of the cigarettes smoked by a pack-a-day 
smoker shortens the life of that person as much as 
being exposed to one chest x-ray ;and does not. of 
course, provide any health benefit). 

Medical x-rays and studies are currently con- 
sidered a low level of risk to the population with 
respect to the other types of radiation mentioned, 
and if properly ordered and performed the benefits 
should outweigh any risks involved. 

Radiologists, physicists, and scientists still strive 
to further reduce medical radiation during tests 
while providing the maximum diagnostic informa- 
tion.

WASHINGTON — The anti-nuclear 
rally had had its effect on Jimmy Carter 
even before it began. As the news began 
to spreak last week that Ralph Nader's 
first national demonstration might draw 
as many as 50,000, the president began to 
scramble back from the pro-nuclear 
limb that he has occupied since Three 
Mile Island 

Although he had said at his post- 
accident press conference that there was 
“no turning back,”' and he was ready to 
push Energy Secretary James Schles- 
inger's bid for faster plant licensing, he 
popped up in Jowa as a born-again 
nuclear skeptic, reiterating his cam- 
paign position, that “nuclear power is a 
last resort.” 

Nader pointed out the arrant flip-flop 
in his speech, which was the most ap- 
plauded of a long afternoon. 

“Has Jimmy Carter deceived you?” 
he asked. 

“Yes,” roared the crowd, 

In the first national rally, much of the 
rhetoric and many of the speakers 
brought back the anti-war gatherings. 
But it was more like the Bicentennial 
celebration than those edgy assemblies 
of the Vietnam era. Apart from the ap- 
pearance on the platform of familiar 
figures like Bella Abzug, Jane Fonda, 
Tom Hayden and George Wald, the only 
real resemblance to the old days was in 
the dispute over the crowd figures.

President Carter has proposed the deregulation 
of oil prices.

Reducing the Board 


To the Editor: 

Ald. Ethel Sheehan's Proposal to 
reduce the size of the Newton Board of 
Alderman is undemocratic. 

How many times have we heard it 
said about government that “You 
wouldn't run a business that way.” 
But government, that is, democratic 
government is not a_ business. 
Democracy was not made to be effi- 
cient. It was made to be responsive. 

The founding fathers of this country 
knew that diversity of opinion and 
power is the chief safeguard of liber- 
ty; that a constitutionally guaranteed 
variety of sects and political factions 
squabbling amongst themselves 
would prevent any one faction from 
overwhelming all the others and 
monopolizing power. 

By the same token they insured that 
terms of office were deliberately 
short. Indeed, until this century most 
local officials had one-year terms. 

Every year they had to go back to 
the voters in a kind of perpetual 
referendum on how they were doing. 
It was terribly inefficient, costly, and 
time-consuming. But it was respon- 
sive. 

Those whose needs were disap- 
pointed were not compelled to go mar- 
ching in the streets or to the courts for 
redress; they had only to wait until 


next year. 

One could argue: ‘‘Well, that may 
have been good 200 years ago, but is it 
good for us?” But the question is not 
the practices of the past but its endur- 
ing wisdom. Mrs. Sheehan argues 
that with fewer aldermen speaking on 
every issue things would run more 
smoothly, business would move more 
quickly, and constituents would be 
more able to determine how their 
elected officials voted on measures. 

Logically, this may be true. But the 
practice is something else. A look at 
Mrs. Sheehan’s examples of other 
communities where the number of 
constituents per alderman is greater 
than Newton's (such as the decaying 
and corrupt cities of Lynn, Somer- 
ville, Fall River and New Bedford) 
must give us pause. 

Moreover, by the same logic, why 
stop at reducing the number to 16? 
Would not things run more smoothly, 
would there not be less necessity for 
time consuming discussion, if the 
number of aldermen were reduced to 
8, or 4, or 1—one alderman; voted in 
for life! 

Then, by Mrs. Sheehan's misguided 
logic, we would have the most effi- 
cient government of all.

Carrot and stick

Twice yearly we property tax- 
payers in Newton receive real estate 
tax bills; one is now before me, 
payable by May 1.

I, for one, while appreciating the 
reminder that I might have to pay 
more should I forget to pay on time, 
feel that the threat of failure is in no 
way compensated for by any ‘‘car- 
rot’’—the offer of any reward for ear- 
ly payment. 

Please note that I address here the 
opposite of late payment which car- 
ries a penalty. I speak of early pay- 


ment which in my humble estimation, 
T feel, should call for recognition. 


In times when cash flow is so impor- 
tant, I think the city could stimulate a 
worthwhile dollar amount of early 
receipts and could, if as I believe to be 
the case and large sums of interest 
are being paid for loans to banks, 
reduce the interest obligation of the 
city by offerring let’s say 6 per annum 
for early remittance of real estate 
taxes. 


It may well be that no law on the 
books at this time allows such a 
reward; isn’t it time that someone, 
say the Mayor, representing all the 
citizens of Newton, get such a law 
passed for the good of the city and to 
provide the ‘‘carrot’’ to alleviate the 
resentment that many must feel at 
the presence of the ‘‘stick.” I’m sure 
you'd find a favorable reaction from 
many, if not most, of our citizens.

“She didn’t need chemicals to make 
them smell good, either,” Kuhn said. 
“We don’t need nuclear power and 
our dependence on it could kill us. The 
lifestyles we have to draw on from 
childhood will save us from this 
demonic force.” 

Kuhn asked all present to join with 
the Gray Panthers in opposing 
nuclear power. This is one of a 
number of issues, seemingly 
unrelated to aging, on which the Gray 
Panthers have taken a position. 

Kuhn said she was asked once 
“Why are you concerned about that? 
That's not an old folks issue.” 

“T was shocked," she said, adding 
that the Gray Panthers do concern 
themselves with “old folks issues” 
like pension reform, social security 
and nursing homes, but the group is 
by no means restricted to these 
issues. 


Kuhn also attacked the myth that 
old people are powerless. She said 
there are some who are, and she 
Teferred to them as ‘wrinkled 
babies,"’ but she said old people can 
be a force for change. 

“What we want to do is mobilize 
senior power, along with junior power 
and people power in general.” 

The final myth Kuhn discussed was 
the one which says that old people are 
all alike.

If enrollments alone are con- 
sidered, the School Department could 
actually close six schools immediate- 
ly wihtout any overcrowding, but a 
host of other factors are involved. 

School districting is usually done 
along busy streets so that children do 
not have to cross them. School Com- 
mittee consolidation guidelines also 
state that one child may be transfer- 
red only once during his elementary 
school career.

Kuhn's friend Ann Bennett told the 
group ‘‘We have to stand up for the 
young people who are being hassled 
by the police, drafted and jailed.” 

“We were hassled too,’’ Kuhn said.

The coalition with young people is 
one of the central elements of the 
Gray Panther philosophy.

“Old people and young people are 
both into the drug scene,’’ Kuhn said. 
“Different drugs ... different pushers. 
The pushers who give us Valium, 
Thorazine and other mind-altering 
tranquilizing drugs don’t go to jail; 
they just get rich.” 

She said that she was making her 
next speech at the Harvard School of 
Public Health and she said she was 
going to warn the graduating class 
about the “‘black bag full of all those 
goodies” that the drug companies 
would give them upon graduation. 

“The stuff you get is dangerous to 
you and to the pusher,"’ Kuhn said, ad- 
dressing the students. ‘‘We've got to 
heal ourselves of our addiction.” 

Kuhn said she loves the 
“egalitarian dress’'and and the ‘‘easy 
friendly way” of young people and she 
said the coalition between old and 
young should be cemented by 
“‘intergenerational living.” 

She pointed to the 16-bedroom house 
on Marlboro Street in Boston which 
the Gray Panthers are renovating for

The Committee must also consider 
the impact of school closings on the ci- 
ty’s neighborhoods. 

A bill now before the Mass. House 
Ways and Means Committee would 
require that school committees 
Prepare a “neighborhood impact 
statement” whenever a school is to be 
closed. That bill is sponsored by 
Newton Reps. David Mofenson and 
Joseph DeNucci. 

The impact statement would take 
into account the effect of a closing on 
transportation, pupil counts and real 
estate values. 

“The bill basically requires school 
committees to do what most responsi- 
ble school committees do anyway,” 
Mofenson said. 

“Every time a school is closed a lit- 
tle bit ot of a community dies,’, says 
61 Committhemar Howard Spergdi 
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intergenerational housing and her 
own home in Philadelphia where she 
lives with three people in their twen- 
ties and thirties. 

“TI love the vitality of these young 
people,” she says. ‘Having them 
around re-energizes me, makes me 
feel more alive. What I have to offer 
them, hopefully, is a sense of ex- 
perience and survivorship, which can 
help give perspective to their lives. 
These different qualities are the 
perennial qualities of the young and 
the old, and when exchanged in 
friendship they give richness to all 
concerned.”

“T didn’t tell her,” Kuhn said, ‘‘but 
we might sue if they don't.” 

She said old and young should join 
together in co-ops for food and health 
care. She also advocates ‘job shar- 
ing” along the lines of the old appren- 
ticeships. 

Old and young should work together 
to “immunize each other” against 
what Kuhn calls “an epidemic of 
ageism which is as bad as racism, 
sexism or American economic im- 
perialism.” 


She said society is rife with “‘geron- 
tophobia - hatred and fear of growing 
old and hatred and fear of old people”’ 
which divides the old and the young 
into “ghettos.” 

“If we get together we can express 
to each other our vision of a just and 
peaceful world. The old and the young 
have the great and lively prospect of 
changing the world. You young ones 
need us and we need you.” 
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who is in favor of consolidation only if 
it is carefully planned. 

“There's a lot of emotion about this 
issue," he said, ‘‘and dialogue in the 
community is very important. 

“It is especially important for all 
segments of the community, those 
with children and those without them, 
to participate in the debate.

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Zoning amendments aim to protect neighborhoods

Protection of Newton 
neighborhoods is the thrust of two 
amendments to the zoning ordinance 
passed by the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night. 

Two other proposed amendments to 
control overuse of property were 
lefeated. 

Ald. Terry Morris succeeded in tur- 
\ing around an unfavorable Land Use 
Committee report on his proposal to 
strip the Zoning Board of Appeals of 
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its power to grant use variences in 
residential districts after he told the 
Board he has a mechanism by which 
the Board may grant variances by 
special permit. 

His alternative method will be 
given a public hearing May 23 before 
the Land Use Committee. 


The other zoning amendment ap- 
proved Monday night, also submitted 
by Morris, will allow conversion of 
houses in Private Residence and 
Residence C districts to two or more 
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apartments, provided the land area is 
big enough. 

The removal of the power to grant 
use variances from the Zoning Board 
of Appeals was based on philisophical 
reasons, Morris said. He believes that 
the Board of Aldermen is the policy- 
making body for the city, and as such, 
should not allow another body to set 
policy by allowing uses in residential 
areas that are not beneficial to those 
areas, 

Of the 19 petitions to the Zoning 
Board in the past year for use 
variances, 12 were approved, Morris 
said. 

The ZBA legalized three apart- 
ments on 5500 feet of land in one in- 
stance, he said, and by doing so in ef- 
fect rezoned the land to Residence E, 
which is an apartment zone. 

A motion by Ald. Robert Stiller to 
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“lay on the table” the proposed 
amendment until after the May 23 
public hearing on an alternative 
method for dealing with use variances 
was denied by 15-6 vote. 

Voting against the amendment 
were Ald. Joseph DePasquale, Stiller, 
Robert Tennant and Paul Coletti. Ald. 
Cynthia Creem, Joseph McDonnell 
and Matthew Jefferson were absent. 

Conversion of single or two-family 
house houses in Private Residence 
and Residence C districts will en- 
courage property owners to preserve 
old houses instead of tearing them 
down and building townhouses, Mor- 
ris believes, and will result in the 
preservation of the character and 
scale of a neighborhood. 

In Residence C, each apartment 
created in an existing house would re- 
quire 10,000 square feet of land; in

Private Residence, which is prin- 
cipally two-family houses, each addi- 
tional apartment would require 5000 
additional feet with a minimum of 
10,000 feet for an existing two-family 
house. 

Ald. Carol Ann Shea cast the only 
dissenting vote on the conversion or- 
dinance, which already exists, with 
more land required, for Residence A 
and B districts. 

Ordinances trying to control the 
number of unrelated persons that 
may live in one dwelling unit without 
Board permission and to limit the 
number of cars to be parked in the 
open at a single- or two-family house 
without permission of the Board of 
Aldermen both went down to defeat 
after considerable debate.

forceable,"’ noting that there are cars 
parked all over lawns now illegally, 
and ‘the most confiscatory ordinance 
we could put in.” 

On the contrary, said Ald. Susan 
Schur, if there is not some control on 
cars, Newton will be the ‘‘Parking Ci- 
ty" instead of the ‘Garden City.” 

Ald. Ethel Sheehan opposed the 
four-car limit, which could be chang- 
ed by special permit of the Board of 
Aldermen in individual cases. 

“You're not making any provision 
for the cars you're going to get rid 
of,” she pointed out. 

Difficulty in defining a family, 
which has never been resolved in 
Newton or many other places, 
defeated the amendment requiring 
more than five unrelated persons liv- 
ing in one house or apartment to ob- 
tain a special permit as an ‘‘associa- 
tion of persons.”

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100 attend Newton Corner wrap-up

With about 100 in attendance, Skid- 
more, Owings & Merrill presented 
last week a final review of its Newton 
Corner revitalization plan. 

Many of those in the the audience 
were concerned that Skidmore, Ow- 
ings & Merrill's (SOM) plan might 
eventually lead to the city taking 
many parcels of land by eminent do- 
main. Especially concerned were 
residents of Bacon Street, Carleton 
Street, Pearl Street, and those in the 
es of the present Nonantum tot 
lot. -. -s 

Residents of Bacon Street were 
worried about SOM'’s suggestion that 
the city acquire two houses on Bacon 
Street for additional parking and as 
an access route to Peabody Street. 
SOM's plans also call for making a 
plaza at the end of Bacon Street. 


For those on Pear! Street, there was 
concern over SOM's idea to explore 
purchasing land in the area for addi- 
tional parking. The SOM plan does not 
mention specific houses to be pur- 
chased and makes no mention of tak- 
ing any land by eminent domain. 


Similarly the plan never mentions 
taking any land by eminent domain in 
the Carleton Street vicinity. Never- 
theless residents of that neighborhood 
were worried about the firm's sugges- 
tion to put a tot lot in the area. 

The brief mention of possibly 
relocating the Nonantum tot lot con- 
cerned many residents of the area 
who were fearful that their homes 
might be taken for a new tot lot site. 
The tot lot is presently owned by 
Gorin & Leeder and leased by the city. 
SOM considers acquisition of this 
parcel as a top priority item. It raised 


the possibility that the lot may one 
day be needed in the development of 
the post office site. 

Even though all those at the hearing 
unanimously approved of SOM’s sug- 
gestion to upgrade the post office site, 
many were against acquiring it the 
property by eminent domain. These 
people were fearful that landtakings 
would bring urban renewal to Newton 
Corner and would spread from the 
Gorin & Leeder properties to the sur- 
rounding areas. The SOM plan con- 
siders land taking a last resort and 
warns it is quite costly. . 

The SOM plan notes that the 
Newton Corner Community Develop- 
ment Corporation is interested in the 
post office site for developing housing 
and commercial facilities. Many at 
the hearing questioned this idea. 
Parking and traffic are already a pro- 
blem, according to many in the au- 


dience. Development of the site will 
only make the situation worse, they 
added. 

Residential tenants in the Gorin & 
Leeder buildings were concerned that 
rehabilitatio post office of the site and 
other properties in the commercial 
area would cause their rents to 
skyrocket. A sensitive relocation pro- 
gram would be a necessary part of 
any redevelopment project for these 
buildings, said the SOM planner. 


Taking into consideration the 
neighborhood comments as well as 
those made by the city’s Planning 
Department, SOM will next make 
some minor changes in its final 
report. It will then develop a detailed 
implementation agenda for several 
projects. This agenda will be 
presented to the neighborhood 
association on May 16. 


Bid to change school elections denied by Board 


The Board of Aldermen Monday 
night refused to allow questions on 
changing the School Committee terms 
of office to be decided by the voters of 
Newton. 

Two proposed changes in the city 
charter—one to limit the terms to two 
four-year terms and one to stagger 
the terms—were voted down by an 18- 
3 vote. proposed Both charter changes 
would have gone on the 1979 
municipal! ballot. 


The changes were proposed by the 
Newton League of Women Voters, 
who feel that the two large turnovers 
in the School Committee at the last 
two elections were detrimental to 
smooth functioning and continuity. 


The League suggested limiting 
School Committee members to two 
four-year terms (instead of the cur- 
rent four two-year terms) and having 
Committee members from Wards 1, 3, 
5 and 7 elected in alternate elections 
from those in Wards 2, 4,6 and 8. 

At a public hearing on the proposed 
charter change held last month, most 
of the speakers were opposed and 
most of those who were opposed 
feared that the four-year term would 
make the School Committee 
unresponsive to constituents and 
unaccountable to anybody. 

The staggered-term proposition 
was voted down first by an 18-3 vote, 
which made the two four-year terms 
impossible. 


Voting in favor of the staggered 
terms were Ald. David Cohen, Susan 
Schur and Ethel Sheehan. The two- 
term limit was then denied 
unanimously. 

Charter objection 

Also denied was a proposed charter 
change that would have affected only 
the internal workings of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Ald. Ethel Sheehan thinks the 
“charter objection,” used by an 
alderman or aldermen to block a vote 
on any measure until the next regular 
or special Board meeting, is abused 
by some aldermen. 

She proposed that no single 
aldermen be allowed to raise a 
charter objection, and that three 


aldermen must join in to raise a 
charter objection. 


Her amendment would have re- 
quired six aldermen joining in a 
chrarter objection to postpone the 
vote until the next regularly schedul- 
ed meeting of the Board; not the cur- 
rent four. neton..charter...4 


The aldermen protected their 
prerogative 

to halt action on even a crucial vote 
when they voted 

15-6 against the changes. In favor of 
modifying the charter 

objection were Ald. Paul Coletti, 
Terry Morris, Schur, 

Carol Ann Shea, and Sheehan.

Eep. David Cohen (D- 
Newton) said he would 
vote to override the 
governor's veto. He said 
the bill is designed to 
protect the consumer 
against the telephone 
company. 

“The rate setting pro- 
cess builds in a profit for 
the company,’’ Cohen 
said. ‘‘There is no 
guarantee that the 
ultimate cost to the con- 
sumer wouldn’t be in- 
creased." He said that 
the telephone company 
has ‘‘no business mak- 
ing additional profits 
from a service it has 
always rendered.” 

King has said he 
doesn’t necessarily sup- 
port the telephone com- 
pany's request, 
however, he added that 
“the fact that the 
legislation would 
forever preclude the 
Department of Public 
Utilities from consider- 
ing proposr!s of this 
nature conceins me.” 

The veto would allow 
the DPU to hold hear- 
ings to determine public 
attitudes toward and 
possible savings from 
these charges. And this 
is what Rep. David 
Mofenson (D-Newton) 
said he wants to know 
before making up his 
mind on the issue. 

“I think on this issue 
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he (King) is right,” 
Mofenson said earlier 
this week. Mofenson 
wants the hearings con- 
tinued before such a 
“blanket prohibition on 
this issue is made.”

The Board of Aldermen this week 
voted 12-9 not to reconsider its 
denial of a zone change for Walnut 
Hall, a large building at 430 Walnut 
St. that was once part of Newton 
Junior College. 

The refusal to reconsider the 
zone-change denial halts the sale to 
an engineering firm for use as pro- 
fessional offices and leaves the 
surplus building vacant for at least 
another year. 

Mayor Theodore Mann had ar- 
ranged the sale for approximately 
$125,000. Simpson, Gumpertz & 
Heger were to use the building for 
its own offices. 

The zone change was necessary 
because when it was occupied by a 
city school the 31,000-foot lot was un- 
zoned. The Law Department recom- 
mended rezoning to Residence B, 
then petitioning the Zoning Board of 
Appeals for a variance to allow pro- 
fessional offices in the residential 
district. 

The surrounding area is in 
Residence B. 

During debate on the reconsidera- 
tion of the narrow denial of the 
Walnut Hall zone change — a 10-11 
vote of the Board on April 23 — Land 
Use Committee Chairman Terry 
Morris said the petitioners had ask- 
ed for more time to work with 
neighbors of the building. 

Ald. Elaine Gentile said neighbors 
had not been aware of the hearing 
on the variance needed that had 
been scheduled by the Zoning Board 
until they read newspaper accounts 
of the aldermanic denial and subse- 
quent reconsideration motion two 
weeks ago. 

A hearing before the ZBA had 
been scheduled for the night follow- 
ing the April 23 Board of Aldermen 
meeting. The ZBA petition was 
denied without prejudice, so that it 
could be resubmitted at any time 
should the zoning change be obtain-

The major objection of the 
neighborhood opponents who sud- 
denly became vocal was the addi- 
tion of a second floor to the existing 
addition jutting out on the north side 
of the building. 

According to Gentile, the 
neighborhood did not think the 
neighborhood member of an ad hoc 
cornmittee appointed by Mayor 
Theodore Mann was truly represen- 
tative of neighborhood opinion. 


Highlands holds 
council election 


New members of the Newton 
Highlands Neighborhood Area Coun- 
cil, elected May 8 at the Hyde School, 
will take office May 15, according to 
Bobbi Croce, current president. 

Elected to serve the two-year term 
were Peter Bernstein, Paul Clermont, 
Croce, Lane Gunnoe, Berl Hartman, 
Gary Jones, George Mansfield, Susan 
Mirsky, and Lawrence Scott. 

The Newton Highlands Council, 
authorized by the city charter, began 
in 1974. It is the only area council in 
the city, although any organized 
geographic area may petition the 
Board of Aldermen to forma council. 

The council is empowered to carry 
on certain independent activities as 
long as it does not use city money and 
to serve as a liaison between the com- 
munity and city government. 

Early in its existence it initiated the 
annual Village Day in Newton 
Highlands Square. Another project, a 
bus service to and from Harvard 
Square, will start the beginning of 
June. 

The Highlands Council was _ in- 
strumental in the re-establishing a 
Newton Highlands business associa- 
tion, which recently had its first 
meeting. 

A group of council members has 
also served in an advisory capacity to 
the community development pro- 
gram. 


Ald. Morris had opposed the use of 
the building for offices since it was 
first considered for sale three years 
ago. 

Morris wanted to convert the 
building to a two-family house, but 
the mayor's committee on use of 
surplus municipal buildings con- 
sidered it too large for a two-family 
house. 


Converted to apartments, the 
building could house four large 
apartments, But a zone change 
would still be needed, and 
Residence B would not be ap- 
propriate. Any other zone might be 
construed as ‘‘spot zoning.” 

Michael Lipof, a broker represen- 
ting the engineering firm, said this 
week that conversion to a four- 
family apartment building would 
cost $225,000. 

The Simpson, Gumpertz & Heger 
proposal would have brought the ci- 
ty $19°000 a year in taxes’ Lipof said. 
“I think the city was shortchang- 
ed.” 

The denial of the zone change puts 
the disposition back to the beginning 
of the process required by the or- 
dinance on sale or lease of 
municipal buildings, which can take 
as long as one year to complete.

“We have a long way to go, but a lot of parents 
are breathing easier,” says John DiSabato who was 
one of a group of Newton parents who found 
themselves without a facility for their retarded 
children. The facility they automatically expected 
to use, The Charles River Workshop, Needham, 
was filled. 

Faced with the possibility their children would 
have nothing to do except spend endless days in 
front of the television, the parents united to found 
Norumbega Center. % 

The Center's goal, says Director Philip Mc- 
Cauley, is not only to move the clients into a work 
program ‘where they can work up to expectation of 
people,” but also to prepare them for an indepen- 
dent life. ‘It is not strictly a sheltered workshop in 
the sense of the clients doing work from 9 a.m. to5 
p.m. We offer the opportunity to learn a variety of 
skills such as prevocational skills and community 
access.” “Some of these people don't have the 
tolerance to succeed in a sheltered workshop or to 
work a full day. Yet they have needs which must be 
addressed.” McCauley explained that some ‘‘can’t 
recognize survival signs—they don’t know what to 
do in the event of a fire—others can’t even 
recognize their name.” Thus, he said the Center's 
aim is to “develope a program looking at 
the client to assess their needs and make them in- 
dependent.” 

To get the Center started, the parents turned to 
the Newton School Department, the City of Newton 
and the state Department of Mental Health (DMH). 
Through a Planning and Training contract with the 
DMH, they received funding for the director's 
salary and for the purchase of some furniture. 

Norumbega Center is located on Border Street in 
Newton in a building which the parents scrubbed 
clean and painted. The landlord installed a new 
bathroom to accommodate the handicapped. 
Although the group had some funding, they were 
dependent upon private individual donations and 
donations from businesses. Raytheon, for example, 
gave the Center carpeting. 

While initially, they are working with only five 
people, DiSabato pointed out that ‘people don't 
realize what five people really involve.” The staff 
works with people teaching them not only work 
skills, but also a basic understanding of money, how 
to use a phone and do ‘‘some of the things we take 
for granted,” said McCauley. 

Goals and objectives are discussed when a client 
is referred. They are outlined during a case con- 
ference attended by the staff and any teachers from 
the schools. ‘We don’t stress productivity, but try 
to teach work skills such as accomplishing simple 
tasks and doing a job where the quality of work is 
high," says McCauley. 

The Center also works with the families who are 
occasionally ina Catch 22 situation for they are so 
protective, they prevent learning from taking 
place. Yet they also worry about dependency 
wondering fearful of what will happen if they are 
not around to care for these people. 

Norumbega provided one young woman with an 
opportunity to learn because there ‘‘was no state 
program” to serve her. Her first task was defined 
as ‘‘just being able to sit for 15 minutes." McCauley 
says “now she can work for three hours and the 
quality of work she is producing is almost 100 per- 
cent.” 

“For others, total independence is an unrealistic 
goal—-we must recognize that failure is a part of 
life,’’ he said. 

McCauley estimates that present productivity at 
the workshop is about eight percent. The five 
clients work with three staff people and the clients 
“have shown significent improvements.” To main- 
tain their licensing from the state, McCauley said 
the clients must be assessed every three months 
and the staff must also keep daily records. 

The emphasis is not only on the work experience, 
but also on life experience. To prepare them to be 
independent, the clients must learn not only how to

It happens to be a fact that tomatoes which are 
pale and over-firm in the store can end up winning 
compliments at the table if you play vour cards 
right in the kitchen. Handle them gently, stem end 
up. The “shoulders,” as tomato growers call the 
area around the stem depression, are more delicate 
than you might think. Bruisingthem leads to 
spoilage. 

When you get them home, put the tomatoes on the 
kitchen counter at room temperature and let them 
be. Sometimes the ripening takes a couple of days, 
sometimes five or six. They'll redden and soften, 
ready to be sliced, tossed, stuffed, sauteed, sim- 
mered, baked or broiled. 

Spinach Stuffed Tomatoes make a beautiful first 
course for spring holiday meals. The dish can be 
prepared ahead, refrigerated and baked at the last 
minute. 

Pomodori Ripieni alla Romana (Stuffed 
Tomatoes Roman Style) also make an excellent 
first course, served either hot or at room 
temperature, and they'd be a festive go-along with 
roasts or fish. The tomatoes are stuffed with cooked 
rice which is coated in olive oil and seasoned with 
basil, pepper and a surprising sprinkling of cin- 
namon. 

SPINACH STUFFED TOMATOES 

6 medium-sized tomatoes 

1-% teaspoons salt, divided 

1 pound fresh spinach, chopped, or 2 packages (10 
oz. each) frozen chopped spinach 

% pound fresh mushrooms 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

1 cup chopped onion 

1 garlic clove, crushed 

1 teaspoon oregano leaves, crushed 

Use tomatoes held at room temperature until ful- 
ly ripe. Preheat oven to 350 F. Slice tops off 
tomatoes; scoop out pulp. Sprinkle % teaspoon of 
the salt on the insides of the tomato shells. Cook 
fresh spinach in 3 cups boiling water for 1 minute or 
cook frozen spinach according to package direc- 
tions. Drain spinach thoroughly in a sieve; set 
aside. Slice 1 mushroom into 6 slices; chop remain- 
ing mushrooms. In a large skillet melt butter; light- 
ly saute mushroom slices. Remove; set aside. 
Place remaining chopped mushrooms in skillet 
along with onion and garlic; saute until mushrooms 
are golden, about 5 minutes. Combine with drained 
spinach, oregano and remaining 1 teaspoon salt. 
Stuff tomatoes evenly with mixture. Top each with 
@ mushroom slice. Place in a shallow baking pan. 
Bake, uncovered, for 20 minutes.

work, but also how to use money and how to be a 
consumer. 

In some instances, it means a trip to the store 
with a member of the staff to learn how to make a 
purchase and make the connection between the 
work and the salary. 

The Center is devoting time to teaching leisure 
time skills. For people with retardation, leisure 
time often means watching TV. ‘They can't tell 
time, but they can tell the day and time a particular 
TV program is on,” says McCauley. They have to 
be taught leisure time skills such as arts and crafts.

KITCHEN CORNER 


At one point in American history, a 
fleet of over 7,500 steamboats travell- 
ed on the American rivers carrying 
commuting passengers. 

It was a luxury ride for the 
passengers who relaxed in Queen 
Anne chairs and ate big feasts at 
mealtime. Some of the greatest chefs 
were lured to the steamboats to work, 
says Don Deming, a history buff and 
raconteur who spoke in Newton last 
week. 

Deming scoffs at calling apple pie 
American for he says the real 
American pie is pecan introduced ona 
steamboat. 

A self-styled expert on the steam- 
boats, Deming has worked for the 
Delta Queen Steamboat Company for 
11 years having held many different 
jobs including steward. 

Not only did the steamboat in- 
fluence the economic system, it also 
influenced language, points out Dem- 
ing. For example, the term ‘‘soul” 
food had its roots on the steamboat. 

The blacks, left to eat the pig feet and 
entrails, believed that the entrails 
were the “‘soul"’ of the pig. 

The pork roasts and chops went to 
the affluent passengers about whom it 
was said ‘‘they are living high on the 
hog." The best part of the pig, said 
Deming, was saved for the executive 
officers of the steamboat. That was 
the bacon, ‘which then was the 
equivalent of dollars and that is where 
the saying ‘bringing home the bacon’ 
came from.” 

Today, only two steamboats are left 
in this country. The Delta Queen still 





steams the river giving travellers a 
chance to experience the nostalgic 
grandeur of days long past. 

For those who want to recreate a 
piece of Americana for dessert here 
are some variations of the pecan pie: 

INDIVIDUAL PECAN PIES 

Crust: 

One 3-ounce package cream cheese 

Ys cup butter 

1 cup, 1 tablespoon sifted all pur- 
pose flour 

With spoon, combine cream cheese, 
butter and flour until well mixed. 
Press mixture with fingers into well 
buttered 1-inch muffin pans, com- 
pletely covering sides, 

‘illing: 

1 whole egg, beaten 

% cup dark brown sugar, firmly 
packed 

Ya cup granulated sugar 

1 tablespoon melted butter 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

% cup chopped pecans 

% teaspoon salt 

Combine the above ingredients with 
a spoon. Spoon filling into 1-inch muf- 

fin tins, filling them to the top. Bake in 
350 degree oven for 25 minutes or until 
golden brown, Cool 5 minutes. 
Remove from tins with a pointed knife 
being careful not to break crust. 
Makes 24 individual pies. 
BOURBON PECAN PIE 

One 9- or 10-inch pie crust 

1% cup pecan halves 

% cup bourbon 

1 cup brown sugar, packed 

2 tablespoons flour 


1 tablespoon margarine, soft 
1 cup dark corn syrup 
3 eggs, beaten 
% teaspoon salt 
Toss pecans and bourbon until 
pecans are coated. Let stand 1 hour or 
until most of the bourbon is absorbed. 
Heat oven to 325 degrees. Mix brown 
sugar and flour. Beat in margarine 
until creamy. Beat in corn syrup, 
eggs, and salt. Stir in pecans and 
bourbon. Pour into pie shell. Cover 
edge with 42-inch aluminum foil strip 
to prevent excessive browning. 
Remove foil last 15 minutes. Serves 8. 
RAISIN PECAN PIE 
%z cup margarine 
2 cups sugar 
4eggs 
4 tablespoons milk 
4% teaspoon cinnamon 
4% teaspoon nutmeg 
% teaspoon allspice 
¥% teaspoon ginger 
3 tablespoons vinegar 
% cup chopped pecans 
% teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup raisins 
Whipped cream (optional) 
One 10-inch unbaked pie shell 
Cream margarine and sugar. Add 
eggs, one at a time, beating after each 
addition. Blend in milk, spices, 
vinegar, nuts and vanilla, Boil raisins 
(in water to cover) about 5 minutes, 
drain and add to pie mixture. Pour in- 
to 10-inch pie shell and bake 40 
minutes at 350 degrees or until pie is 
firm. Top with whipped cream if 
desired, Serves 8. 


1 teaspoon basil leaves, crushed 

% teaspoon ground cinnamon 

Pinch ground black pepper 

Use tomatoes held at room temperature until ful- 
ly ripe. Preheat oven to 350 F. Slice tops off 
tomatoes; set aside for later use. Scoop out pulp 
from tomatoes; drain and dice; set aside. Sprinkle 
% teaspoon of the salt on the insides of the tomato 
shells. Combine reserved tomato pulp with rice, 2 
tablespoons of the olive oil, basil, cinnamon, black 
pepper and remaining 1 teaspoon salt. Stuff 
tomatoes evenly with mixture. Cover with tomato 
tops. Place in a shallow baking pan. Sprinkle with 
remaining 1 tablespoon olive oil. Bake, uncovered, 
for 20 minutes. Serve hot or warm as an appetizer 
or meat accompaniment.

NEW YORK (UPI) Factory production in 
some companies is being shifted to night operations 
to take advantage of lower off-peak power rates, 
buvit's a change not to be made lightly. 

It is not yet possible to measure the shift, but the 
trend has been noted by Norman Industries, a 
Chicago management consulting firm, and Na- 
tional Utility Service of New York, which handles 
electric rate problems for large consumers all over 
the world. 

It is known that only about 20 percent of all fac- 
tory output in the United States and Europe 
presently is accomplished on the night shift. 

Neither of the two firms could estimate how much 
a company might save by shifting production to the 
night shift, National Utility Service said every case 
would be different 


Little response 
on warranty 
against rust 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The goyernment's plea 
to automobile manufacturers to give American con- 
sumers some warranty protection against rust pro- 
blems on their cars so far has produced almost no 
response from the industry. 

The request was made March 25 by Transporta- 
tion Secretary Brock Adams and Esther Peterson, 
President Carter's consumer adviser. They asked 
both foreign and domestic manufacturers to begin 
offering U.S. consumers the same rust warranties 
that are available in Canada. 

In Canada persons who buy a new car are givena 
three-year or 74,000-mile warranty against holes 
caused by rust, and a one-year or 24,000-mile 
guarantee against surface rust corrosion. 

Mrs. Peterson's office reports receiving only two 
“substantive” replies so far. 

One was from the Ford Motor Co., which said it is 
studying the marketing and engineering implica- 
tions of such a warranty and “‘the probable cost of 
providing some form of anti-corrosion warranty for 
our cars sold in the United States." 

Ford also said the Canadian program did not 
begin until October 1976, and “‘it is not yet clear 
what our final experience will show for the full 
three-year coverage period. Nevertheless we hope 
to be in a position to resolve the matter at a 
relatively early date.” 

The other reply — a rejection — came from Fiat 
Motor Co. 

That firm told Adams and Mrs. Peterson Canada 
has “severe weather conditions’ unlike those in the 
United States, conditions that are ‘further ag- 
gravated by the widespread use of salt. We think 
the situation is certainly different from most of tne 
U.S. territory. 

“With this in mind there seems to be no reason to 
offer a similar warranty in the United States which 
would add considerably to the purchase price of the 
car,’ Fiat added. 

Coincidentally, Fiat is being investigated by the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Administration. 
The agency has ruled that 180,000 Fiats built from 
the early 1970s onward may have severe safety- 
related rust problems on their underbodies. 

“We were surprised at their response," one of 
Mrs. Peterson's lawyers said. She added that a let- 
ter is being prepared for the company and for any 
other firm that rejects the suggestion. 

Both Adams and Mrs. Peterson said at the time 
they issued the plea that their offices have received 
“numerous complaints’ and that premature 
rusting is a “significant problem” for consumers. 

However, Clarence Ditlow, director of the Center 
for Auto Safety, said his organization sent letters 
similar to Mrs. Peterson's and Adams’ on the first 
day of winter but got no strong assurances in reply. 

“In the past two years we've received well over 
1,000 consumer complaints on rust.’* Ditlow said. 

“Another thing we've noticed is that people are 
now taking up to four years to pay for their car. 
They're naturally angry when they see the car is 
rusting out before the payments are through.” 

He said the National Bureau of Standards has 
estimated that rust causes $14 billion worth of 
damage every year to cars, $8 billion of which could 
be corrected by technology. 

Ditlow also said he doubts a rust warranty pro- 
gram would add significantly to the price of a car. 

“The manufacturers say there is no difference 
between the cars they offer in the United States and 
those they sell Canada,’’ he said. “If there's no dif- 
ference, how can it cost more?” 

A Genera! Motors official said his company 
believes cars are inore rust-resistant than ever, 
thanks to the increasing use of corrosion-resistant 
materials, as well as design changes that minimize 
areas where water or mud can be trapped. 

In this country the only cars offered with rust 
warranties are Honda, for three years, and Toyota, 
for one year. 
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Night shift may save money, but at what cost? 


Obviously, the savings must be substantial if they 
are to offset the pay differentials for night and over- 
night work that prevail in many industries. 

There is another serious problem, says President 
Norinan Kiven of the Chicago firm: the sloppy at- 
titude towards productivity of many workers and 
even supervisors on the night shift. 

Kiven's company has been using concealed 
television cameras to monitor performance of the 
night shift in factories. He says the results confirm 
the old saying that in many companies the night 
shift is “out of sight and out of mind" and the pro- 
ductivity of night workers low relative to that of day 
workers. 

He conceded there are biological and 
psychological reasons for this that have to be over- 
come. Chief of these is the circadian rhythm, ‘‘the 
internal body clock that seems to dictate that 
human efficiency is greatest in the daylight hours.” 
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Studies of these rhythms in the 1950s produced the 
parallel discoveries that accident rates, alcoholism 
and other undesirable factors were more prevalent 
among night workers than day workers. 

Employee reluctance to move to the night shift 
also has to be overcome. 

Ford Motor Co. told Kiven it got good results from 
night shift workers in Chicago but it took unflagging 
management attention to accomplish it. The key to 
success is being careful in choosing what kind of 
worker to put on the night shift, said Ford super- 
visor Al Potter. The personnel office must choose 
people who are highly motivated. 

Kiven's TV cameras dealt in the main with less 
sophisticated but equally difficult proplems to han- 
dle — drinking on the job, sleeping on the job, slop- 
py work, failure to live up to work rules, pilferage 
and vandalism. 

In one milk processing plant, the cameras reveal- 
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ed the whole work force, which was supposed to 
start at 4 a.m., wasn’t showing up until almost 5 
o'clock. The entire shift in another plant was star- 
ting 15 minutes late and quitting 10 minutes early. 

These were in companies where assembly pro- 
duction line actually was measured in worker time 
put in. In the second plant, the trouble stemmed 
from a supervisor who drank on the job. The TV 
Camera caught him in the act — hiding his bottle 
behind a vending machine. 

In a straight assembly line operation, losses of 
even a few minutes for an entire shift can be 
serious, Kiven said, and goofing off by only a few 
workers can force the line to be slowed or even stop- 
ped cold. The losses can be serious even in shift 
forces as small as 25 or 30, he said. 

Companies considering moving output to the 
night shift must take all these factors in account, 
Kiven said.

Mentally ill people act crazy 


Mental illness is less understood than almost any 
other major health problem. The mystery, stigma, 
and misconceptions that surround it keep many 
people in need of psychiatric help from seeking 
treatment, and make it all the more difficult for the 
mentally ill to reenter community life. This article 
is the second in a series we will be running during 
May, Mental Health Month, to help combat the 
myths of mental illness. It has been prepared with 
the cooperation of McLean Hospital, Belmont. 


..MYTH; Everyone Who's Mentally Ill Acts Crazy 


Churchill and Lincoln carried their nations . 
through the most torturous times. Poe, Dostoevski, 
and Hawthorne wrote some of the world's greatest 
literature. Darwin gave man an explanation of his 
evolution. 

At the time of their most impressive contribu- 
tions, all psychiatric problems. But like so many 
people with mental problems, they functioned well, 
with hardly a hint of their illnesses. None were the 
raving, violent, ‘‘crazy-acting’ people that the 
public often imagines the mentally ill to be. 

To be sure, the psychiatric patient can act 
strangely. Chronic schizophrenics, for example, 
often exhibit bizarre speech, odd motions, facial 
grimaces, and illogical thinking. People afflicted 
by severe manic-depressive psychosis may talk in- 
coherently and act purposelessly. 

It is far more common, however, for the mentally 
ill to experience only occasional episodes of unusual

Does recycling save our energy?

. Recycling question of the week: Does recycling 
Save energy? 


Yes, recycling saves energy, according to 
numerous studies made by both government agen- 
cies and private institutions. 

The energy savings of recycling in metropolitan 
areas such as Greater Boston has the potential of 
saving ‘226.5 trillion BTU's or 1.8 billion gallons of 
gasoline — enough to make nearly 7 million trips a 
year from New York to San Francisco on a basis of 
13.3 miles a gallon,’’ according to the Citizen's Ad- 
visory Committee on Environmental Quality. 

Aluminum recycling shows the most dramatic 
energy savings. 

Recycling aluminum requires about 5 percent of 
the energy needed to produce primary aluminum — 
an energy savings of 95 percent. Aluminum, 
however, represents a small percentage of waste 
from communities like Newton. 

Paper is the largest component of urban waste. 
Close to half of our trash is paper. According to the 
National Association of Recycling Industries, the 
use of recycled fiber rather than virgin pulp in 
papermaking results in energy savings ranging 
from 60 to 70 percent. 


There is also energy savings in recycling glass | 


and steel cans. It requires two to three times the 
energy to manufacture a steel product, with virgin 
ore rather than with recycled scrap. And according 
to a spokesman from the Glass Container Corpora- 
tion in Dayville, Conn.,”’ the recycling of old glass 


behavior or, in fact, to seem normal. There are 
millions of psychiatric outpatients, which places 
one in most every neighborhood. Seldom does the 
man next door realize his neighbor is seeing a 
psychiatrist. Most often, psychiatric outpatients 
are battling emotional problems, sometimes ac- 
companied by depression. Rather than acting 
peculiarly, they may have insomnia, guilt, anxiety, 
and poor concentration. 


Even most hoipitalized people act strangely only 
under certain circumstances. A neurotic who suf- 
fers from claustrophobia may function normally 
until he walks into an elevator — then he panics. A 
sociopath may be pleasant, even charming, until 
the moment he plays a cruel joke on someone. Even 
many psychotics give only an occasional glimpse of 
their illnesses. 


Because violence catches the public's eye, the 
psychopathic killer and the straitjacketed 
psychotic may appear to represent the mentally ill. 
Yet, in psychiatric hospitals a small proportion of 
patients demonstrate assaultive behavior; among 
outpatients it is nearly unheard of. The violence 


that does occur is generally episodic, resulting: 


from uncomfortable or threatening situations. 


The belief that everyone who's mentally ill acts - 


crazy is just one of the myths of mental illness. If’ 
you would like a free booklet exploring other such;

Recycling our trash saves energy for several 
reasons. When materials are recycled, the energy 
expended in the initial extraction process is ‘‘reus- 
ed" rather than duplicated in further extraction for 
new products. A 

Furthermore, recycling is an industrial activity 
with markets close to the source of supply. Most 
paper and metals are collected and processed for 
recycling within short transportation distances 
from the consuming mills. Most virgin materials, 
however, are produced far from the final manufac- 
turing facilities they serve.

After 40 years, he’s ready

NEW YORK (UPI) — Babe 
Dahlgren, the fellow who took over for 
Lou Gehrig, has held on to Gehrig's 
old glove for nearly 40 years and now 
he's finally ready to let it go. 

“At my age, I figure what the 
heck?” says the 66-year-old former 
Yankee first baseman. 

“T was listening to one of those talk 
shows the other day and one of the 
callers talked about the value of 
mementos, saying how a bubble gum 
card of Hank Aaron issued in the 
1950's sold for only a penny then and is 
now worth $70. 

*“ “That started me thinking that I

“Instead of doing anything about it 
right then and there, Charlie waited a 
week and called a meeting after we 
had beaten the White Sox in a double- 
header. He called the meeting among 
the manager, Johnny McNamara, the 
coaches, Reggie, Sal Bando and 
myself, at 9 o’clock at night and 
started telling us how tough he had it 
as a kid, how he didn’t have money to 
pay for his doctor bills and how his 
wife had to go out to work. 

“He's debating what to do about 
Jackson and listening to him and 
answering, Reggie's voice is cracking 
and he’s fighting back the tears defen- 
ding himself."” 

Finley finally asked Dahlgren for 
his opinion. 

‘“Charlie, I think this is a mistake,’ 
I told him. ‘We've come from 10 
games out to three, we’ve got the 
momentum now and we're going into 
Minnesota for a four-game series that 
could put us into first place. I’ve been 
working with Reggie on his hitting 
and ‘he’s doing magnificently. He and 
the rest of the boys here are hungry 
now after that double-header. They're 
starving, and they should really be 
out eating.’” 

That broke up the meeting. 

But the rest of the A's got wind of it 
and it may also have broken their 
momentum because they lost four ina 
row to the Twins and finished second 
to them in the division that year. 

“I guess I cooked my own goose, 
too, with that little speech of mine 
when Charlie asked me for my opi- 
nion,” says Dahlgren. 


began streaming down his face and he 
put one hand up to his eyes.

The Yankees took the Tigers apart 
that afternoon, 22-2, and Dahlgren 
almost had four home runs. He hit one 
over the left-field fence, doubled high 
off the fence and had two long drives 
caught on him only inches from the 
top of the fence. 

When the Yankees bought Dahlgren 
from the Red Sox in 1937, he was only 
24, and with Gehrig still going great, 
manager Joe McCarthy didn’t want 
him rusting on the bench. So McCar- 
thy sent Dahlgren to the Newark 
Bears of the International League to 
learn to play third base. 

Upon arriving in Newark, Dahlgren 
called and asked Lazzeri, whom he 
had roomed with that spring, to send 
him one of his finger gloves, one 
already ‘broke in," and Poosh ‘Em 
Up Tony did, which is how come 
Dahlgren still has the glove today. 

Although Gehrig never played 
again after missing his first game, he 
showed up the following February at 
the Yankees’ spring training site in 
St. Petersburg, Fla., and sat in front 
of his locker for a while. 

Reaching into it, he pulled out his 
well-worn first baseman’s mitt and 
tossed it to clubhouse man Pete 
Sheehy, who still has that same job 
with the Yankees today. 

“Pete, I won't need this anymore,” 
Gehrig said. 

Dahlgren had a brand new glove he 
hadn’t even used yet. 

“T’'ll trade you, Pete,” he said. 

Sheehy gave him Gehrig's old glove 
and Dahlgren has had it since. 

Dahlgren spent 12 years in the big 
leagues, playing for the Braves, Cubs, 
Browns, Dodgers, Phillies and 
Pirates besides the Yankees and Red 
Sox, and after retiring at the end of 
1946, he served as batting coach with 
the Kansas City A’s in 1964 and as 
director of motion-picture films with 
the St. Louis Cardinals in 1965.

That got the Fursts an apartment, but it didn't 
solve all their problems. ‘We had an apartment in 
Hollywood,” he joked. “All that did was make me 
feel like a genuine unemployed Hollywood actor, 
instead of an unemployed out-of-town one. | had to 
do something.” 

Furst's first job was as a pizza delivery man in 
the Hollywood area. His hours were from 6.00 p.m. 
until 2:00 a.m., six nights a week. He refuses to say 
whether the job included all the pizzas the delivery 
man could eat. 

However, he loyally went back to the pizza 
house recently after deciding to take his buddies in 
the series out to dinner. ‘We all posed as 
out-of-work actors who were very hungry," he says 
happily. “Now that was a con ! really enjoyed 
pulling.”’

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4% tax cap 
paves way for 


city increases 


By ELIZABETH McKINNON 


Newton will take advantage of the 4 
percent tax increase allowed under 
the tax cap signed by Gov. Edward 
King last week, according to mayoral 
aide Jane Pitt. 

But the trouble is that no one yet is 
certain what figure will be used as the 
baseline for an increase, Mayor 
Theodore Mann said at a news con- 
ference Monday. 

The legislation does not say 
whether the 4 percent will be figured 
on last year’s budget, last year’s total 
appropriations, or the amount 
calculated by the state as Newton's 
tax levy as shown on the ‘cherry 
sheet,” the statement from the state 
listing what Newton owes and what 
Newton will get from the state. 

The distribution of state aid, a sore 
point with the mayor, also is not spell- 
ed out in the legislation.

Mayor Mann said he expects the 
new state aid to come to $200 million. 
The all-important decision as to how 
that money will be distributed is one 
that he and the Coalition for State Aid 
Equity, a lobbying group of com- 
munities, are trying to swing the way 
of the “‘well-managed communities.” 

The projected $78.3 million combin- 
ed city and school budget did not 
allow for at least $1.8 million in addi- 
tional appropriations for collective- 
bargaining settlements, debt service 
and unfunded items, which are ex- 
empted from the tax cap. 

Now that the 4 percent tax cap has 
been approved the budget may be ex- 
pected to go up by the $1.8 million and 
at least another $2 million, Pitt said, 
to allow for snow-control money 
($200,000) workmen's compensation, 
pensions, and additional fuel for some 
departments. 

Without the 4 percent provision, Pitt 
said, some of these matters would 
have had to go to court in order to be 
exempt from the tax cap as court- 
ordered payments. 

The allowable tax increase, which 
can be exceeded by a two-thirds vote 
of the Board of Aldermen, should be 
taken, according to Pitt, to put the ci- 
ty in a good position next year, the se- 
cond year of the tax cap. The higher 
the expenditure this year, the greater 
increase allowable next year. 

Pitt also stressed the importance of 
maintaining a “‘healthy surplus” this 
year, because the surplus will have to 
last through next year. 

There will be little if any turnback 
of money from the various city 
departments at the end of the FY80 
budget, Pitt said, because of the ex- 
tremely tight budget. 

All new state aid to be distributed 
this year will automatically have to 
be used against the tax rate and can- 
not be banked for next year. 

The Board of Aldermen is now deep 
into the review of the budget, which it 
must be finished with by June 14. So

Woman chosen to be 
new Bigelow principal

Elizabeth Ann Quinn, a 35-year-old 
Worcester native now serving as a 
housemaster at Lexington High 
School has been appointed principal 
of the Bigelow Junior High School, to 
succeed retiring principal Robert 
Frost. 

The Newton Schoo: Committee con- 
firmed the appointment by a vote of 
five to one Monday night with 
Katherine Jones opposed on the 
grounds that ‘‘the selection commit- 
tees were not representative of the 
minority community.” 

Quinn was selected from a field of 
210 candidates from 20 states and 
three foreign countries of whom 24 
were interviewed by screening com- 
mittees made up of teachers, parents 
and administrators. 

She is a 1965 graduate of Anna 
Maria College in Paxton, Mass. and 
received a Masters in Education from 
Worcester State College in 1968. 

From 1965 to 1969 she taught 
English and reading in the Worcester 
Public Schools and from 1969 to the 
present she has held the positions of 
English teacher, unit chairman, 
assistant for personnel, assistant 
principal and housemaster at Lex- 
ington High School. 

She told the Committee Monday 
that her first priority as principal will 
be to meet the staff, students and 
parents of the junior high school on an 
informal basis. 

“1 would describe myself as a peo- 
ple person, not a paper person,’ she 
said, “If want to make myself as visi- 
ble and as available as possible to 
meinbers of the Bigelow communi- 
yoy written communications will 
be frequent and clear, but during the 
introductory period the printed word 
can be misleading and I don't intend 
torely on it.” 

She also said that as an ad- 
ministrator she will attempt to work 
as closely as possible with parents. 

“The school is responsible for six to 
seven hours of a child's day and the 
parents are responsible for the re- 
mainder," she said. "We have to work 
together or the child will fall through 

orack.""

Alvin Mandell to summarize her 
philosophy of education, Quinn said 
that she is committed to ‘‘the fullest 
possible development of the in- 
dividual. Curriculum and _ activities 
must always contribute to that.’’ 

Committee Chairwoman Honora 
Kaplan asked Quinn how she plans to 
handle the transition at Bigelow from 
a three-year school to a two-year 
school. The new principal said that 
she will work closely with the feeder 
schools and the community. 

The process of staff reduction and 
reorganization due to declining enroll- 
ment ‘should begin appropriately 
with the staff,” Quinn said, ‘with the 
consultation of the central ad- 
ministration.” 

“Reorganization can be painful,” 
she said, “but when the staff is aware 
and has confidence that they are be- 
ing heard, even if the plan they have 
an interest in is not chosen as the final 
plan, they will support the solution 
adopted.”” 

Asked by a former Bigelow student 
how she plans to handle problems of 
student discipline, Quinn said ‘I don't 
have a bag of tricks which you haven't 
seen. Discipline problems are nothing 
new. Discipline should be consistent, 
appropriate and swift.” 

She added that several Lexington 
High students are washing tables in 
the cafeteria this week ‘‘because they 
thought throwing peas was a clever 
thing to do.” 

She said she is accustomed to deal- 
ing with discipline problems like food 
fights and forged absence excuses. 

“It's not fair to young people not to 
present them with the limitations 
adults face in the real world,” she 
said, “If 1 don't show up for work for 
two days I'll lose my job. If I go 60 
miles an hour, I'll get a ticket.” 

School Committeewoman 
Katherine Jones asked Superinten- 
dent Aaron Fink about the screening 
committees is. solved in the selection 
process, and when she learned that no 
minority members were on those 
committees voted against confirma- 
tion.

Mann readies gaSrationing plan 


NEWTON — City officials will 
devise a gasoline rationing system, 
probably an alternate day system 
based on license plate numbers, in 
case of serious allocation cutbacks in 
the area. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann says his 
office will try to come up with a 
system that will have the least impact 
on public safety. 

Mann was joined by Willian 
McLean, president of the Newton 
Gasoline Retailers Association, ser- 
vice station owners Donald Lohray, 
Harold Negashian, and Anthony 
Signore, and fuel oil dealer Victor 
Niccolazzo. 

There are about 50 gasoline stations 
in the city that, like fuel oil com- 
panies, are working with 80 per cent 


of lasi year's allocation of fuel. 

Dealers seemed to oppose the sug- 
gestion of limiting customers to a cer- 
tain number of gallons, preferring in- 
stead to allocate total gallons for each 
day and p»mp until the allocation is 
exhausted. 

“We're not looking to create a shor- 
tage,’’ Mann said, but predicted later 
there will be ‘‘serious cutbacks of 
allocations in this area.” 

With an eye to fuel hoarding, Fire 
Chief Edward B. Reilly, Jr., warned 
residents to store gasoline only in 
safety containers. 

Police Chief William F Quinn said 
he was concerned about pumps sold in 
the area that are driven by power 
drills. Quinn said a spark from the 
drill could easily ignite gasoline being

pumped. 

Mann asked dealers if a system 
could be arranged so gasoline will be 
available for emergencies. The 
dealers’ association will provide 


Quinn with a confidential list of sta- 
tions that can be used in an emergen- 
cy. 


The mayor said residents can ex- 
pect shorter hours at the pumps. Most 
stations are closing at 6 p.m. now, he 
said, and are open from 7 a.m. to 1 
p.m. Saturdays. No station will be 
open Sunday after this week, Mann 
said. 

Quinn is concerned about lines for- 
ming at the pumps, and the possibility 
of violence. There will have to be 
single lines, he said, with cars enter- 


ing the station from only one direc- 
tion. 


The mayor asked the dealers’ 
association to notify the city if there is 
a marked cut in allocations so of- 
ficials can gear up for rationing. 


There could be a shortfall in fuel oil 
allocations in December, and Nc- 
colazzo suggested topping off home 
fuel tanks now while oil is in supply. 

Chamber of Commerce Executive 
Vice President Lewis Songer sug- 
gested Mann meet with represen- 
tatives of other communities to 
discuss extending daylight savings 
time for another month to save fuel. 

Mann said he would want to coor- 
dinate any rationing system in 
Newton with state officials. 


Backyard’s teen disco given OK 


A weekend teenage disco in a 
restaurant-bar in Newton Centre has 
been allowed to continue operation by 
the Board of License Commissioners, 
subject to stringent conditions. 

At a hearing held Tuesday night, 
the board told Vincent Occhipinti, 
manager of Patch's Backyard at 107r 
Union St., that youngsters between 
age 13 and 16 must be escorted to the 
disco by a parent, guardian, or adult 
family member. The pertinent state 
laws must be posted. [Ds must be 
checked to keep out young people over 
17, and the disco must close by 11:30 
p.m. 

The disco operates Friday and 
Saturday nights on the top floor of the 
Backyard, which is closed to aduits 
between 7:30 and 11:30 p.m. An ad- 
mission fee is charged. 


The licensing board was particular- 
ly concerned about the possibility of 
the teenagers slipping into the lounge 
and ordering alcoholic drinks. Oc- 
chipinti said there is a man at the 
lounge door at all times, as well as a 
police officer on detail inside every 
night. 

Food and soft drinks are available 
in the disco, 

On an average Friday or Saturday 
night, Occhipinti said, 80-100 
teenagers patronize the disco. 

In discussion of the licensing pro- 
blem, several other apparent viola- 
tions of the establishment's license 
came to light. 

The Backyard has been renting the 
top floor to private groups and serv- 
ing liquor on that floor. Commissioner 
Ernest Angevine said this is not per- 


missible unless the floor is open to the 
general public and the practice con- 
stitutes a rental of the Backyard’s 
license. Members of the private group 
must go to the lounge to buy drinks, he 
said. 

Loudspeakers or live music is not 
permitted on the patio, Angevine 
pointed out, and complaints from 
neighbors have been received about 
music. 

Valet parking and the prohibition of 
parked cars around the entrance to 
the Backyard were conditions of the 
original license that seem to have fad- 
ed away’ Carleton Merrill, the licens- 
ing board's administrator, observed. 

Occhipinti acknowledged that he 
does not now have valet parking and 
said that people used to leave their 
cars in front of the Backyard and go to 


other restaurants despite protests 
from the parking attendants. He said 
the attendants could not be expected 
to start fighting with the owners of the 
cars. 

The paved area leading to the 
Backyard may be closed off with bar- 
ricades. 

The vote on allowing the teenage 
disco was 2-1, with Jerome Pearlstein 
opposed. Chairman Ernest Angevine 
and Zena Nemetz were in favor. 

One West Newton restaurant was 
denied a 2 a.m. closing request 
because of previous problems with 
two other West Newton 
establishments which were also 
before the License Commissioners.

Canner takes sensitive approach to planning

After 40 years of living in the Fen- 
way area, Miss Silk had to move. She 
had to learn to shop elsewhere— find 
a new drugstore, a new food store and 
new coffee shops. She had to make 

new friends and new neighbors. 

It was difficult for a woman in her 
70's, but Miss Silk (not her rea) name) 
was a victim of urban renewal. 

The Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (BRA) worked to relocate 
all tenants in the target area. A BRA 
relocation assistant was assigned to 
Miss Silk and he found her a charrning 


apartment, newly furnished. Still 
Miss Silk was homesick and 
distraught. 


While this incident occurred 10 
years ago, it has had a lasting and 
sobering effect on that BRA reloca 
tion assistant—Barry Canner, 
Newton's new planning director. 

“Urban renewal can be very brutal. 
It can hurt,"’ Canner suid in a recent 
interview in his cell-like office in the 
basement of City Hall. ‘Planners who 
choose the path of urban renewal for a 
neighborhood should think twice."’ 

Newton can expect such compas- 
sion and understanding from Canner 


He understands, for example, that 
neighborhoods in the city resent hav- 
ing projects forced on them. But some 
development is necessary, he said, if 
the city is to maintain its level of ser- 
vices without making taxes ex- 
cessive. ‘“There must be a balance,” 
Canner said. ‘Finding it is the 
challenge of the planning director.” 

Yet Canner knows that in Newton 
answers do not necessarily come 
quickly. “‘Newton has heavy citizen 
participation. It also has a good 
neighborhood fabric holding it 
together’’’ he said. The problem is 
that these two attributes often slow 
down the process of finding solutions, 
. Canner said. But citizen participa- 
tion is far better than working in a 
vacuum, according to the planning 
director, 

Canner has worked before under 


the fire of citizen participation. He 
spent two years working for the city of 
Norwalk, Conn — an industrial 


coastal city with wealthy pockets and 
a population of 80,000. One of his ma- 
jor duties in Norwalk was coor- 
dinating a comprehensive plan. While 
it was only a few short pages, it took 
several long meetings to work out all 
the details to everybody's satisfac- 
tion. 


Somewhere in the midst of all those 
meetings, Canner lost his interest in 
long-range planning with all of its 
idealism. He now considers himself a 
pragmatic planner. 

While some long-term plans are 
necessary to obtain state and federal 
funds, planners must remain fluid, 
Canner said. Fiscal restraints con- 
tinually change, requiring planners to 
work on a day-to-day basis, he added. 

Brockton is a good example, Canner 
said as he relaxed in his chair and sip- 
ped coffee. In the early 1960's several 
people began to discuss redevelopin9 
Brockton center. The idea was shelv- 
ed, however, because many felt the 
need was not there. 

Instead of planning to prevent a 
total deterioration, Brockton waited 
until the 1970's when there were no 
commercial businesses left in its 
center, Canner said. To some 
idealistic planner, it might have 
seemed too late. But for Brockton, the 
timing was perfect, for federal funds 
simultaneously became available for 
the first time, he adddd 

To play the role of handmaiden to 
the revitalization, Canner became 
Brockton’s first real Planning Direc- 
tor. (The first director left after six 
months.) His principal duties were to 


work on the economic redevelopment 
of the city, especially the downtown 
area. 

As Brockton’s planning director, 
Canner discouraged housing on the 
edge of the city. Instead he encourag- 
ed developers to build in the 
downtown area. Marking his success 
was the recent completion of a 164- 
unit low and moderate income pro- 
ject. 

To pump money into the city, Can- 
ner worked to speed up the permit 
process so as to attract a new in- 
dustry. Unlike Newton, Canner said, 
if the permit process is too restrictive 
in Brockton, businesses would go 
elsewhere. 

But Canner'’s plans for Brockton’s 
downtown were more restrictive. 
Since the city was already well servic- 
ed by shopping centers on the fringes, 
Canner tried to keep large depart- 
ment stores out of the center where 
they might be doomed to failure. In- 
stead he tried to attract service 
busines :s anc small stores. 

In M.wton, the problems are dif- 
ferent, Canner said.

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Newton Corner 
mansion site 
for floral school 


Another institutional use seems to 
be in the cards for 301 Waverley Ave., 
— vacated by a Hindu religious 
sect. 

Rittners School of Floral Design has 
petitioned the Board of Aldermen for 
site plan approval of its proposal to 
conduct a school for about 100 
students of floral design and business 
Management. 

The school would operate a six- 
month course from September to 
March and two five-week courses 
beginning April 1 and July 1. A 25- 
week course is offered at night during 
the main part of the school year. No 
more than 60 students would be in the 
school at any one time. 

The Rittner family will occupy the 
second and third floors of the man- 
sion, and no students will live on the 
premises. 

At a public hearing last week 
several members of the Land Use 
Committee expressed doubt that 
students who have cars would not 
drive them to the Waverley Avenue 
address rather than make their way 
on public transportation. 

The Rittners have asked for 26 
parking spaces, 10 more than the 
Planning Department says the school 
needs under the zoning ordinance. 

The Rittners said at the hearing 
that probably no more than 14 
students would drive to the school. 
Half the students come from outside 
Massachusetts, Car] Rittner said, and 
those who do not live nearby stay in 
unspecified ‘‘dormitory” quarters in 
Back Bay Boston. 


These students, according to Ritt- 
ner, would come by public transporta- 
tion, probably to Newton Corner, 
from where they would either walk to 
the school or, in bad weather, be pro- 
vided transportation by the Rittners. 

Rittner explained that he chose 301 
Waverley Ave. because he is being 
forced by new state regulations for 
career schools to find larger quarters. 
“The state board of education is being 
very strict,’’ he said, ‘‘and they are 
demanding library space and other 
things. We need more space."” 

Rittner recently incorporated the 
school a as nonprofit educational in- 
stitution in order to be eligible for 
foundation funds and grants, he said. 
The family will own the house and 
lease it to the corporation. 

The school is licensed by the state. 

Attorney Howard Levine, represen- 
ting the Rittners, said the Rittner 
family would like to pay taxes on the 
noneducational portion of the proper- 
ty. 

Neighbors who attended the hear- 
ing to express opposition or at least 
concern about the proposed use of the 
building were told by Ald. Susan 
Schur that by law all the Board of 
Aldermen can do is to grant the site 
plan approval, but it can impose cer- 
tain reasonable conditions. 

Vincent Stanton of 28 Sargent St., an 
abutter, said the bus transportation is 
inadequate for the students’ transpor- 
tation, especially at night. 

As for the business organization of 
the school, Stanton said it may 
technically be nonprofit now, but for 
33 years it was ‘‘something else.”” He 
said a friend had checked the status in 
Boston and could find ‘no articles of 
incorporation,” no business name, 
and other such information at the 
Secretary of State's office. 

“All these things leave us uneasy,” 
Stanton said. 

“The big question is what interest 
the city has in preserving 
neighborhoods and what the effect 
will be on people who built the 
neighborhoods,” Stanton said. 


The neighbors had tried to tell the 
owner of the house, an Iranian 
woman, that they were dissatisfied 
with her efforts to market the house, 
he added. 


A recently arrived resident who 
lives at 394 Kenrick St. told the Land 
Use Committee that she and her hus- 
band had expected to live in their new 
house for a long time and she does not 
want to see the Waverley Avenue 
house converted. 


Rick Rust, 260 Waverley Ave., 
whose wife went to the Rittners 
School and is the owner of a florist 
shop in Newtonville, said in his opi- 
nion the area should be left residen- 
tial. 


Lee Mondshein of Green Park said 
it is a ‘public concern’ to keep 
Newton a permanent residential city, 
not one for transients. 

The Rittner petition will be discuss- 
ed at the May 23 meeting of the Land 
Use Committee. 


Ald. David Cohen asked that by that 
date the committee have been provid- 
ed with an opinion from the Newton 
city solicitor on the nonprofit educa- 
tional institution status. 
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Newton City Hall Associates, employees of the city,

Parade officials have advised that 
the reviewing stand for city and state 
officials will be located on Walnut 
Street, in front of Newton City Hall, 
where all units will pass in review as 
they proceed to the Newton 
Cemetery. 

Memorial wreaths will be placed at 
the Coletti-Magni Park, Nonantum as 
well as at the Memorial to Newton 
Citizens of All Wars which is located 
at Walnut Street and Commonwealth 
Avenue. 

Many of Newton's youth organiza- 
tions will again participate as units 
within the parade with leaders advis- 
ing that the Norumbega Council, Boy 
Scouts of America, Bay Path Colonial 
Girl Scout Council and the Newton 
Boy's Club are looking towards May 
27. Other youth units will be represen- 
ting the Rainbow Girls No. 60, Newton 
Campfire Girls, Little League, 
Newton Pop Warner League and the 
Newton Girl's Club.

A West Newton resident, World War 
I veteran and active civic leader, 
Henry J. Wilson, has been named 
honorary chief of staff for the parade, 
The announcement was made this 
week by Farade Adjutant Merrill 
following the selection process by 
members of the parade committee. 

Wilson was a member of the Na- 
tional Guard when the United States 
entered World War I. Upon activation 
of all guard units into the federal ser- 
vice, he served stateside until he join- 
ed the “boys over there’ as a 
sergeant with Battery D, 71st Field 
Artillery (CAC), serving a total of 
eight months in France. This unit is 
the second oldest military body in 
continuous service, was the oldest Na- 
tional Guard unit organized, with a 


history dating back to March 22, 1784. 

After Nov. 11, 1918, Wilson returned 
to the United States where his unit 
was reactivated as part of the Na- 
tional Guard and, as such, he served 
as a member of the Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia during the Boston 
Police strike. 


Upon completion of his National 
Guard service the Newton resident 
became associated with General 
Electric as a sales representative, a 
firm that he was employed by for over 
40 years, retiring in 1962. 


His civic service includes having 
served as vice chairman for the 
former Newton Community Chest, 
heading up the residential solicitation 
program, where he established 
record amounts for total monies col- 
lected, as well having served as blood 
donor chairman, American Red Cross 
for four years. 


He is presently completing eight 
years of service as a commissioner 
and treasurer of the Newton Housing 
Services Commission and is also a 
member of the Advisory Committee 
for the Newton Council for the Aging. 


An active member of the Newton 
Retired Men's Club, Wilson has been 
engaged in showing movies to 
members of that group for the past 16 
years. 


Other interests include that of being 
active with veterans organizations, 
Wilson joined the American Legion, 
Post 90, Medford, on Oct. 10, 1919 and 
is presently a member of Newton Post 
48. He is also the present secretary— 
treasurer of the 71st Regiment C. A. 
C. Veterans Association. He also 
holds memberships in Mt. Herman 
Lodge, AF & AM and Aleppo Temple 
Shrine. 


Residing at 128 Fairway Dr., West 
Newton, the honorary chief of staff 
has a son. Robsrt, of Madison, Conn., 
and a daughter, Virginia Buell of 
Newtonville. 


When advised of his appointment as 
the honorary chief of staff and offered 
a ride in an automobile during the 
parade, the 82-year-old veteran advis- 
ed, ‘‘I am pleased to accept the honor, 
but I'll march as I have 1n past 
years.”

Who will let Murray land?

City bureaucrats are up in the air about a parachuting stunt that will 
put skydiver Murray Altman down on the Newton North High lacrosse 
field June 2. 

He'll land there, that is, if city government can ever find out whose, 
if anybody's, permission is needed for the performance. 

Altman hopes to be able to help out the NNHS sophomore class fair. 
His sister, Margie, is a member of the class. Altrnan is a graduate of 
the old Newton High School. 

First, Altman said, he tried getting permission from the principal of 
the school, who he said didn't want to be responsible. 

Next, the Board of Aldermen got into the act, although it's not clear 
on what grounds. The Public Safety & Transportation Committee is 
thinking about discussing it. 

Other city officials have recommended the School Committee, since 
the landing will be on school grounds; the Recreation Commission, 
since it has something to do with school grounds; and the chief of 
police, since he is responsible for public safety. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk said Tuesday it appears superficially that 
no license and no permission are needed. If admission’ were to be 
charged for the fair, the skydiver would have to ask the mayor for an 
entertainment or exhibition license. But there will be no admission 
charge. 

Funk added that he can’t see the public-safety issue. To him it seems 
the only safety involved is that of the parachutist. 

Altman, 26, has been parachuting for nine years, he said in a 
telephone interview. He jumped at a school in Brookline last year, he 
said, and merely obtained the permission of the principal. 

The plane carrying Altman will come in at about 2500 feet, and he 
does need permission from state and federal aviation authorities to 
come in low.

When family 
love explodes 


Law enforcement organizations 
once seemed to consider violence in 
the home as primarily a domestic af- 
fair. Battling spouses were told to keep 
it quiet and patch up their differences. 
Battered children were seldom 
reported at all. But there have been 
changes in attitudes. 

The FBI Uniform Crime Reports for 
1977 show that one murder victim in 
five was related to the murderer — 
and half of intrafamily murders were 
husband-wife killings. Almost two 
million wives are beaten by their 
husbands during the year and about a 
million children are physically abus- 
ed, often sexually, and several thou- 
sand die. 

Sociologists and psychologists are 
attempting to deal with the problem, 
especially motivation. Patterns are 
emerging. It seems particularly 
noticeable that youngsters who 
witness abuse between their parents 
or who are themselves victims take on 
the role themselves when they mature. 
“The chances of a battered child 
becoming a battering adult are very, 
very strong. I found patterns of 
violence that extended over three 
generations,’’ reported University of 
Delaware sociologist Suzanne 
Steinmetz. 

The aim then is to break the vicious 
circle. Predictions as to which parents 
are likely to abuse their children are 
now being made at the National Center 
for the Prevention of Child Abuse and 
Neglect. 

Parents Anonymous, a_ self-help 
group patterned after Alcoholics 
Anonymous, works to get abusive 
parents together to discuss their pro- 
blems. A telephone hot line is 
available. In some communities this is 
also open for spouse abusers. 

While physical abuse receives the 
most publicity today and certainly can 
probably be the most easily 
documented, it isn’t the only form of 
abuse within the family. There is 
“emotional violence,” the withholding 
of sex, love and money and even a 
reverse type of neglect which really 
aims at making the spouse or child 
guilty for not being good enough. Ob- 
viously all forms are basically pro- 
blems that affect the entire human 
range of relationships, in or out of the 
family. 

Ignorance as to what to expect from 
children and adults, tensions and 
stress that becomes too immense, the 
availability of victims for abuse within 
the family circle, all have contributed 
to the problem. It has probably always 
existed. But today, according to Prof. 
Murray Straus of the University of 
New Hampshire, ‘‘violence in the 
home is a far more serious problem 
than violence in the streets, in the 
classrooms or anywhere else.’’ And it 
probably triggers such violence 
elswhere. 

‘All men kill the thing they love,” 
Oscar Wilde wrote more than a cen- 
tury ago. It may be that family loves 
tensions and togetherness are so great 
that etty matters explode. The 
violence must be curbed when possi- 
ble. But the dissonance in human rela- 
tionships is the real culprit.

Salt Il treaty is anecessity

Ina few weeks President Carter and Soviet Presi- 
dent Brezhnev wil! meet to sign a final agreement 
on SALT II, the strategic arms limitation treaty. 

Already forces on the far right are attacking the 
treaty. Questions have been raised about our ability 
to monitor Soviet compliance. However, significant 
evidence has been forwarded to indicate that we 
will, in fact, be able to detect any Soviet violations. 

Whie the House will not be voting on this matter 
directly, I favor the treaty and believe that SALT II 
is a vital first step on the road to world peace, and to 
eventual disarmament. 

SALT II will place at least some limit 

on the current frantic race to continually make 
more sophisti 

cated, more expensive, more deadly weapons. I 
have the hope 

that SALT II will mark the beginning of a process 
of preserving 

our tax dollars for more sane and more produc- 
tive purposes.

This 
will make those fine results available to the entire 
nation.

Small businesses generate nearly half of the na 
tion's Gross National Product, but receive only one 
fifth of the federal government's procurement con- 
tract monies. 

Last year legislation which I sponsored to help 
small businesses get more government contracts 
was signed into law by the president, but more re- 
mains to be done!

As the energy situation becomes more acute, the 
need for more federal support for solar energy 
becomes increasingly apparent. 

I'm happy to report that a bill I cosponsored to 
give long-term low interest loans to homeowners in- 
stalling solar heating is moving along very well in 
subcommittee. Current tax credits for solar in- 
stallation are fine, unless you haven't got the cash 
to invest in the first place, The Solar Energy Bank 
Act offers low and middle income homeowners the 
capital they need to change over to solar energy.

It’s going to be a New England nightmare, unless

I called Governor King this week with this free advice: 

As soon as you can, call the other New England Gover- 
nors to Boston and work out a 6-state odd-even gasoline 
sale system before the Memorial Day weekend. 


By now, everyone's familiar with how the system 
works: if your car has an odd-numbered license plate, 
you can buy gas on odd-numbered days of the week; if 
your plate is even-numbered, you buy on even-numbered 
days. 


It's the system I put into effect in early 1974 in 
Massachusetts when the Arab oil embargo produced long 
lines at the gas pumps and it’s the one I've been writing 
about for the past two months. 

And, it's the one going into effect under Governor 
Brown in California where, last week, the situation 
reached crisis proportions. The bad scene there can hap- 
pen here and the worst time for it to happen is only two 
weeks away: Memorial Day, officially the 30th of the 
month, but observed on Monday, the 28th, creating a long 
weekend. 

It’s going to be a long nightmare unless the New 
England Governors move fast to stabilize the situation 
through the odd-even system of gasoline distribution that 
brings order to chaos, prevents weekend closings of gas 
stations, and guarantees motorists ‘‘their’’ day at the 
pumps, never more than 24 hours away. 


Memorial Day's an important target date for several 
reasons: 

—It's the real start of the recreation-vacation travel 
months in New England - and if it turns into a mess, it 
could get the whole summer tourist industry off on the 
wrong foot, producing months-long damage to the whole 
economy here. 

—It happens, this year, that it’s the time when most 
gas stations are going to be out of gasoline because 
allocations have been cut back for May, and the holiday 
is the last weekend of the month. 

—It's a time not only out-of-staters head for New 
England for the first time, but New Englanders 
themselves hit the road. If out-of-staters hear we're in 
gasoline trouble, they'll stay home. And if New 
Englanders know they can get to where they're going, 
but may not be able to get back, they'll stay home too. 


All of which means it's a real time for leadership, and 
that was my message to Governor King. Even this 
weekend past, the lines at the gas pumps were visible. 
None of the stations are out of gas, the month's just 
started, and gas pumps are full all over New England. 
But some stations are closing to conserve supplies for 
later in the month, some that never liked being open on 
Sundays have an excuse to shut down, and those that are 
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open are crowded because people are topping-off tanks 
so they won’t be caught short later. 

That's the great plus of the odd-even system: stability, 
predictability, dependability. People don't need to get 
panicky, they know when “‘their’’ day is coming, and 
with a New England-wide system, they know they can 


drive from mountain to seashore and still be able to plan 
their buying and their driving. 

But this system won't work by magic. Someone has to 
make it happen.

Legislators cool totax braker 





NEWTON — A plan to reduce pro- 
perty taxes by taxing professional 
services and commercial bank assets 
drew 4 noncommittal response from 
four state legislators Monday. 

The House bill knowr as ‘‘tax- 
braker”’ is endorsed by the Campaign 
for Tax Cuts, Jobs and Services, a 
coalition of groups with strong labor 
representation. 

Approval of the legislation, pro- 
ponents claim, would result in a 
reduction of $351 million in residential 
and industrial property taxes. 

Residential tax bills would be cut by 
20 per cent in two-thirds of the state 
with the heaviest tax burdens, sup- 
porters say, with residential and in- 
dustrial bills cut by at least 10 per 
cent throughout the state. 

Newton state legislators Sen. Jack 
Backman, and Reps. A. Joseph 
DeNucci, David Mofenson and David 
Cohen each suid they wanted more 
time to study the proposal. 

The legislators joined taxbraker 
proponents on the stage at Mason- 
Rice Schoo! before an audience of 
about 25 residents. 

“I'm still studying it,’ Backman 
said adding there appears to be no ‘ 
guarantee in the taxbraker plan that 
landlords will puss property tax 
rollbacks on to tenants. 

“It warrants very serious con- 
sideration,’’Cohen said. I've been stu- 
dying it for two weeks . I will con- 
tinue to study it."’ 

“T also would like more time to 


digest the whole bill,’ DeNucci add- 
ed. 


“I’m not prepared to endorse it or 
oppose it at this time,’’ Mofenson 
said, adding ‘‘frankly I'm not op- 
timistic this will go through.”” 

The taxbraker proposal would 
make up for cuts in property taxes by 
imposing a 7.5 per cent excise tax on 
professional services such as legal 
services and accounting, and a 0.125 
per cent excise tax on commercial 
bank assets. 

The professional! services tax, pro- 
ponents claim, would raise $310 
million, while the tax on bank assets 
would raise $40 million. 

The taxbraker bill would also im- 
mediately implement the classifica- 
tion amendment approved by voters 
last year, 

The classification system has to go 
into effect, supporters say, to head off 
massive shifts in taxation from com- 
mercial to residential property 
owners because of a recent state 
Supreme Judicial Court ruling on 
commercial tax abatements. 

The decision in the case of Norman 
Tregor, trustee v. Board of Assessors 
of the City of Boston, allows some 
business owners to receive 
abatements that will reduce their 
taxes to the level of the lowest taxed 
class of property ina community. 

The Tregor decision, taxbraker pro- 
ponents claim, will shift about $259 
million a year from business tax bills 
to residential tax bills. 


Fielding questions about taxbraker 
were Brian Yates, Ward 5 
Democratic Committee chairman 
and a member of Massachusetts Fair 
Share, Marshall Cohen, representing 
the Newton Federation of Teachers, 
Warren Priest, representing the 
Newton Teachers Association, and 
Robert Robards, representing Local 
454 of the Service Employees Interna- 
tional Union. 

Priest said taxbraker supporters 
fear a 1980 statewide referendum 
along the lines of California's Proposi- 
tion 13, and he said over $300,000 will 
be raised to promote passage of the 
taxbraker bill in anticipation of heavy 
lobbying by opponents. 

Ernest Winsor, a staff attorney with 
the Massachusetts Law Reform In 
stitute, said the Boston Bar Council 
has already passed a resolution in op- 
position to taxbraker, but that the 
resolution has been reconsidered and 
will be debated in June, Winsor 
predicted opposition from lawyers 
and accountants, two #roups that 
would be taxed under the taxbraker 
plan, 

Backman said he represented a 
district (Newton and Brookline) with 
many tenants and he would be “much 
more interested” in the plan if there 
was a guarantee rents would drop if 
landlords’ property taxes dropped. 

The only guarantee of lower rents 
proposed thusfar, he said, has been 
statewide rent control, and question 
ed it taxbraker could pass with that 











proviso, 

DeNucci said taxbraker is not tax 
reform, but a tax shift. 

“T have a strong feeling ‘ DeNucci 
that tells me not to vote for any new 
taxes’ said. He said it is not true that 
only corporations would feel the tax- 
braker impact. “Not only corpora- 
tions use lawyers and accoun- 
tants, "he said. 

DeNucci supports a no-increase 
local tax cap, and he said he supports 
4 graduated income tax, but he is 
“philosophically against a tax on ser- 
vices.” 

The voters reluctance to support a 
graduated income is “still a very baf- 
fling thing to me," Mofenson said. 
The tax a has been supported four 
times by the Legislature, and four 
limes overwhelmingly defeated at the 
polls. It was defeated by the largest 
margins, he said, in communities 
with lower resident incomes.

neighborhoods are Newton's strength, 
he added. ‘They have solidarity and 
identity, which they should retain. 
The federal community development 
program is helping in this area.”

Children can have 
high blood pressure 





High blood pressure affects ‘a 
million Americans - one out of every 
six of us. The condition is not confined 
to adults. A significant number of 
children have what is now considered 
tobe ‘high’ blood pressure. 

At the Children’s Hospital Medical 
Center in Boston, specific research is 
in progress in the area of childhood 
and adolescent hypertension, R. Cur- 
tis Ellison, M.D., director of the Heart 
Di Prevention Program at 
Children's, states that, “It is only 
within the last few years that we have 
begun to establish a ‘normal’ range of 
blood pressure values for children. 
And primary physicians are now be- 
ing urged to do blood pressure checks 
as a regular feature of a child's 
routine physical examination.” 

The inonth of May has been 
designated as the sixth annual obser 
vance of National High Blood 
Pressure Month. The theme this year 
zh Blood Pressure: Treat it for 
Life,” and Ellison believes the 
necessity of following that theme is 
nowhere more important than in 
cases of childhood hypertension 
“There is increasing evidence that 
children with elevated pressures are 
much more likely to become victims 
of hypertension disease as adults.” 

It is, therefore, especially impor- 
tant that children can be identified

dition, which include heart attack 
stroke, and kidney failure. 

Ellison that although in adults 
“treatment” usually implies drug 
treatment, ‘research is now testing 
whether weight loss, decreasing salt 
intake, and relaxing more be suffi- 
cient ‘treatment’ for children 
especially if undertaken early.’ 

There are some simple preventive 
measures which may have potential 
for primary prevention of high blood 
pressure in children and adolescents. 
Dr. Ellison advises 

Regular measurements of blood 
pressure for all children over the age 
of 3 years, to be administered as part 
of a child's total health care program. 

A careful look to determine if 
high blood pressure “runs in the fami- 
ly:" children whose parents or grand- 
parents have had high blood pressure 
themselves. 

Such children or adolescents 
should keep their weight down, par 
ticipate in regular dynamic exercise 
activities, restrict salt intake, and 
stop smoking (or, better yet, don’t 
start). 

These sane precautions could well 
be taken by adults as ways of possibly 
preventing high blood pressure and 
its complications.

Davis pupils meet poet

Students at the Davis School had a 
chance to talk about poetry with an 
expert last week. Author and poet 
David McCord visited the school to 
read a few of his poems and listen to 
student poetry. 

McCord has written over 400 poems 
for children which a have been 
published in over 300 anthologies 
around the world. A retired Harvard 
University professor, he now travels 
to schools around New England en- 
couraging children to write poetry. 

McCord began by describing his 
boyhood in the Oregon wilderness 
where he saw only five children in a 
whole year and spoke to them for only 
a few minutes. 

He described hunting for quail and 
partridge, fishing in the rivers and 
panning gold for pocket money. 

He said that he had to take care to 
observe his surroundings be 2 
there were no roads to help him find 
his way home. 

McCord said this period of his life is 
the subject of his book Time to 
Wonder. 

It is the rhythm of the words which 
distinguishes poetry from prose, Me 
Cord said. and for this reason poems 
should be read slowly 

He then read several of his poem. 
beginning with “The Pickety Fence” 








which imitates the sound of a stick be- 
ing dragged along a picket fence. Mc- 
Cord said that poem took a half an 
hour to write and 22 years to sell, but 
he added that it now brings him $50 to 
$100 a year in royalties. 

After cautioning the Davis students 
not to climb trees near high tension 
wires, McCord read his poem ‘Every 
Time I Climb a Tree." 

After his reading he heard and com- 
mented on several student poerns. 

McCord's visit to the school was 
funded by the Creative Arts Commit-

In another portion of the Section 8 


|| iabieidanaiianines ite eaeties 
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program, developers such as the 
Jewish Community Housing for the 
Elderly (JCHE)apply to the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) to obtain sub- 
sidies that accompany the units. For 
new construction, such as the Stanton 
Avenue project, these subsidies are 
higher than are provided for cer- 
tificate holders. For this reason, 
JCHE will take 12 people from Hous- 
ing Services’ list, but not use the city's 
Section 8 certificates. 








Setting aside the 12 units was the 
compromise worked out between 
Newton and .JCHE to allow the non- 
profit organization to meet the city's 
10 percent ordinance. This ordinance 
requires developers to set aside 10 
percent of their available units for 
Section 8 certificate holders as pay- 
ment for a zone change. STANTON

JCHE was unsure whether it would 
have to abide by this ordinance, since 
its orginial permit for the project was

issued before the ordinance went into 
effect. The permit did, however, In- 
clude a 10 percent requirement. This 
requirement was later found illegal in 
a court suit, although past permit 
holders had to continue to abide by it 

Abiding strictly to the 10 per cent 
requirement would have put JCHE is 
in a bind. One hundred of its 124 units 
were already earmarked for HUD's 
Section 8 program for new 
developments, leaving 24 for market 
rentals.

With children watching an average 
of 15,000 hours of television before 
graduatin9 from high school, parents 
must be aware of, and take respon- 
sibility for, the tremendous influence 
that television exerts upon their 
children. 

This was one of the major themes of 
a panel discussion on children's 
television sponsored by the Mason- 
Rice PTA last week. 

Peggy Charren of Newton Centre, 
founder and director of Action for 
Children's Television disc ed that 
group's efforts to reform television 
networks and p-oducers but said that 
an equal component of ACT's efforts 
goes toward informing parents about 
the impact of television and urging 
them to take an interest in their 
children’s television viewing. 

Charren said that parents 8 should 
decide which shows their children are 
to watch and should watch television 
with them and discuss the programs. 

Getting the parent's opinion, she 
said, will give the child a perspective 
on what he sees and en the impact 
of racial or sexual stereotypes and of 
advertising directed at children 

Panelist Bruce Marsen, Program 
Manager for WCVB TV Channel 5 said 
that parental direction of children's 
television viewing can be a force for 
change in the television industry. 

The greatest influence on the in 
dustry is the “‘off'’ button,” Marsen 
said. “Parents should tell their 
children not to watch certain pro- 
grams. Unfortunately the reality is 
that there aren't enough people who 
feel that way." 

“For the first time society has lost 
control of what comes into the home,” 
said panelist Anthony LaCamera, 
former television critic with the 
Boston Herald American. 

LaCamera id that television 
should broac ‘adult” shows, but 
not when children might be watching. 

‘There are times,"’ he said, ‘‘when 
we have to put aside our rights for the 
sake of the children. A television pro- 
gram carries more responsibility 
than a book, a play or a movie.” 

LaCamera regaled the audience of 
parents and teachers with a list of 
children's shows scheduled for next 
fall onthe major networks. 











He mentioned “Dear Alex and An- 
nie,’’ a show which will feature letters 
from adolescents about their pro-

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LaCamera also noted that the 
Harlem Globetrotters, depicted in 
Saturday morning cartoons, have 
been teamed up with Casper the 
Friendly Ghost and have been yiven 
“superhuman powers of flexibility."’ 

Charren said she had read a similar 
list of programs to the National 
Association of Program Executives 
who were literally “rolling in the 
aisles." 


She said many program executives 
regard children's programming as a 
joke and cited the show ‘‘Raunchy 
Rabbit." 

“IT went to the dictionary thinking 
that there must be nine meanings for 
raunchy that I didn't know about, but 
there aren't.” 


Charren said that many children's 
shows, even new shows, contain 
racial and sexual stereotypes. ‘‘It’s 
one thing is a show is cheap and old 
and racist,’ she said, ‘but it's 
another matter if the show was made 
last year and is racist.” 








One new show, “Java Jaws" 
features a shark who walks around on 
his fins. The villain of the piece, ac- 
cording to Charren, is a yellow fish 
with a Fu Manchu-type mustache who 
is always trying to ‘‘shoot Java Jaws 
in the fin or something."’ 

One of ACT's principal aims, Char 
ren said, has been the reform of 
advertising directed at children, 

She said the sponsors of Saturday 
morning cartoon shows advertise 
foods with high sugar content and toys 
that are ‘‘overpriced and 
underdesigned."” 

As a result of ACT's legal action, 
however, these advertisers can no 
longer direct advertising for vitamins 
at children. With the assistance of the 
American Academy of Pediatrics and 
other medical groups, ACT obtained a 
ruling from the Federal Trade Com 
mission prohibiting this practice. 

Act has also been able to persuade 
the networks to reduce the number of 
commercial minutes on Saturday 
morning by 40 percent. 

During evening adult ‘‘prime time” 
hours, Charren said, there are nine 
and a half minutes of advertising, but 
there used to be 16 minutes per hour 
on Saturday morning. 

She said ACT was able to reduce the 
Saturday morning commercials to 
nine and a half minutes, but added 
that children are still subjected to 12 
minutes per hour from 3 to 6 p.m. on 
weekdays. 

Another milestone for ACT was en- 
ding the practice of having television 
show hosts sell products to children. 
This was accomplished, Charren said, 


Panel on children’s television urges 
parents to control viewing 


in spite of a personal plea by Bob Ket- 
chum, a.k.a, Captain Kangaroo, who 
told her that without his en- 
dorsements the show would have to go 
off the air. 

She said that Ketchum was collec 
ting residuals for the endorsements - 
“That means money." 

Charren said it is deceptive for a 
host like Ketchum to tell children 
“This is how you tie your shoes. Look 
both ways when you cross the street 
and you have to have a Schwinn bike 
to be happy.”” 

She pointed out that the Federal 
Trade Commission protects con- 
sumers against deceptive advertising 
and she said ACT “felt it was just as 
appropriate to protect children.” 

‘Children don't make a_ buying 
decision,”’ she said. ‘‘They don't have 
the cognitive ability. Children's 
advertising is therefore inherently 
deceptive because children don't 
understand the notion of ‘buyer 
beware.'" 

ACT is currently involved in an ef- 
fort to prohibit children’s advertising 
altogether. 

They have been joined in this effort 
by the some 50 national groups in- 
cluding ths American Academy of 
Pediatrics, dental associations, child 
professional groups, PTA’s, the 
United Auto Workers and the United 
Steel Workers. 

Marsen said that early in his career 
in television he played the role of the 
ringmaster on the ‘Bozo’ the Clown 
Show" and part of the job involved 
handing Bozo “twinkies and cupcakes 
and all kinds of wonderful stuff” for 
the clown to endorse. 

Marsen said that television sta-- 
tions’ profits are ‘‘embarassingly 
enormous” and said that this money 
should go into public service pro- 
gpramming. 

Panelists expressed both hopes and 
fears about the effect of cable televi 
sion on the industry. Charren said 
that cable represents an excellent op- 
portunity for programming to 
specialized audiences, providing in- 
formation services like shows on 
preventive medicine, but she noted 
that the most lucrative cable service 
is now dirty movies. 

“Maybe the cable companies will 
run the cheap shows that even UHF 
stations won't run,” she said. 

LaCamera suid that if cable televi- 
sion becomes more widespread 
“Advertisers will demand in.”” 

He said the cable companies will 
also have to keep an eye on ratings. 

‘If they find that ‘Three's Company’ 
is going to bring in the ratings you're 
not going to get ‘La Traviata."

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Nonantum residents favor plan to rezone Bridge St. 


Nonantum residents went to City 
Hall last week to favor a zone change 
for property on Bridge Street to pro- 
tect their residential area. 


Another petition—to allow construc- 
tion of eight townhouses on Rustic 
Street—received no comment from 
Nonantum residents except one pro- 
perty owner who said he plans to 
develop his property on the street and 
does not want the new construction to 
interfere. 


At the public hearing, Ald. Terry 
Morris presented his proposed rezon- 
ing of the east side of Bridge Street 
north of Watertown Street. 


Morris had proposed that the six 
lots currently in Manufacturing 
district be rezoned to Residence D to 
prevent future use of the land for 
truck garages or other detrimental 
use. 


One lot containing a house and an 
empty lot are under purchase and 
sale agreement. Two large lots are us- 
ed for parking for a Chapel Street 
building, and another is occupied by a 
house and business. A final lot is oc- 
cupied by garages. 

If the rezoning goes through, all 
present use of the properties may con- 
tinue as nonconforming uses, but 
nothing new can occur. 

It is the ‘‘new" that disturbs the 
neighbors.

y, residents fear that the house at 130 
Bridge Street St., will be demolished 
and the area used for more garages or 
a truck depot. 

The prospective purchaser of the 
house and lot, John Farina, called the 
truck garage a ‘‘rumor" spread by a 
disgruntled bidder for the property. 


Farina did not say what the proper- 
ty will be used for. His corporation 
owns the large office building on 
Chapel Street directly behind the 
Bridge Street land in question and the 
property on Bridge Street abutting 130 
Bridge St. The abutting property is a 
parking lot. 


Morris said that much of the land in 
the older sections of Newton is “an 
anachronism,” such as factory use of 
riverfront land that dates from when 
factories needed water power.

going into effect next week 


A modified plan for Union Street, 
Newton Centre, will go into effect next 
week to amswer some of the objec- 
tions of businessmen, according to 
Traffic Planner David Tannozzini. 


The 45-day trial will provide a 
designated loading zone on the north 
side of Union Street in front of the 
stores so that trucks may make 
deliveries and people may be let off to 
shop. The loading zone will extend to 
within 200 feet of Langley Road, Tan- 
nozzini said. 


The 45-day trial came about after a 
Tuesday morning Traffic Commis- 
sion meeting, followed by a meeting 
of city officials and Union Street 
businessmen. 

The trial will also include widening 
the street between the two sidewalk 
protrusions that are planned as part 
of the overall landscaping and 
beautification. The width of the street 
between the two bulges is now plann- 
ed to be 16 feet. With the widening the 
space will be 18 feet wide.

The changes to be made were stop- 
ped about two weeks ago after 
businessmen complained that the

tleneck. 


The Union Street project, being 
dune with federal funds, has been ap- 
proved for public safety by the fire 
chief.

property would be used for parking. 

Farina bought the Chapel Street 
property in 1975, fixed it up, created 
offices, and is bringing money into the 
city in taxes and money into the 
neighborhood stores in patronage, 
Medaglia said. 

“Farnia bought the property with 
the understanding that the surroun- 
ding zone is manufacturing. I con- 
sider this (proposed change) tanta- 
mount to a landtaking and spot zon- 
ing,’’ Medaglia said. 

“The message will be to potential 
developers in Newton that no parcel 
of land is safe,”’ he warned. 

Medaglia countered Morris’ peti- 
tion with a ‘‘notice of protest” signed 
by all the people whose land will be

Boat, trailer parking 
may be regulated 


If it is a violation of the zoning or- 
dinances to park a truck at a house in 
a residential area, Louise Lieberman 
of 171 Old Farm Rd., Oak Hill, 
wonders why it is apparently per- 
missible to park a house trailer.

Community concerns about the bus 
were brought to the Schoo] Committee 
at a March budget hearing and Oak 
Hill residents were assured at that

Post 440 asks to 
buy 2 parcels 


Sale of two parcels of city-owned 
land on California Street, Nonantum, 
wanted by American Legion Post 440 
for parking and a small park, has 
been returned to the aldermanic Ad- 
ministration & Planning Committee. 

The Legislation & Rules Commit- 
tee, asked to vote in favor of a rescis- 
sion of a 1975 vote of the Board of 
Aldermen to sell a 32,000-foot parcel 
to the post because the sale will re- 
quire action by the State Legislature, 
voted ‘‘no action necessary" and 
returned the matter to the A&P Com- 
mitt.ee. Spokesmen for Post 440 will 
be invited to attend the next A&P 
meeting. 

Ald. Ernest Dietz, chairman of the 
Administration & Planning Commit- 
tee, said it appeared to him that a 
lease of the land would be better. He 
said a lease would be acceptable to 
the post. 


The State Legislature will have to 
vote on the matter because the land 
was once park land, subject to state 
law. 


The sale of the 32,000-foot portion of 
the land was agreed to by the Board of 


Aldermen in 1975 but was never con- 
summated. 

Monday night Dietz said the sale 
had not been completed because cer- 
tain conditions of the sale were not the 
same as in the first sale of the land to 
Post 440 in 1971. The changes in the se- 
cond land sale were never made. 


When Post 440 recently wanted to 
add a 14,000-foot piece of city-owned 
land to its property, the unfinished 
sale came to light. 


When the post wanted to buy the 
32,000-foot piece of land, it was going 
to use part of the land for parking for 
the post and create a small 
playground. Now the post wants to 
use all the 32,000 feet for parking and 
make a playground on the new, 
smaller lot. 


Low-income housing had originally 
been planned for the 14,000-foot lot, 
but high costs made that impossible. 

Dietz noted that the 1975 land sale 
would have given the post the 32,000- 
foot parcel at 50 cents per foot, while 
the offer for the 14,000 feet is only 25 
cents a foot.

Mann continued, ‘‘The City of 
Newton will not forget the sacrifices 
made by these veterans. Special ser- 
vices will be held during the 
Memorial Day observances on Sun- 
day afternoon, May 27, at the corner 
of Walnut Street and Commonwealth 
Avenue.””

A new interest in an old art and craft

Since the Bicentennial, quilting ‘thas come into 
its own,” says Mrs. Tony Guzzo of Hyde Park who 
explained that today, the 300 members of the New 
England Quilters Guild are helping perpetuate the 
ancient art and craft. 

As a result of the quickening interest in quilting, 
265 people attended the spring meeting held by the 
Guild. Mrs. Guzzo, Karen Konin and Phyllis 
Falcone were the hostesses for the meeting held in 
the Community House, Dedham. 

At one time, there was no literature on the sub- 
ject; however, now Mrs. Guzzo noted that there is 
actually an ‘‘overabundance” of literature. There 
is information available on how to go into business, 
how to sell and there is a newsletter, which Mrs. 
Guzzo said “‘is like a bible.’’ Mrs. Guzzo teaches 
quilting at the Community House in Dedham and 
adult education classes at Dedham High School. 

Quilting dates back to the time of the Pharoahs 
says Dr. A. Kenneth Bates of Marblehead, the only 
male member of the Guild. Bates, who is a history 
buff, explained that quilted items have been 
discovered dating back 6,000 years. Many of the 
original templates, or patterns, were made of tin 
and cut free hand. The history of quilting has been 
fascinating to Mrs. Guzzo who says “‘it is exciting to 
go back to the beginning of quilting—it involves 
history, geography, and art.”

Bates began quilting because of his wife's in- 
terest. ‘It gives a man courage to try,”’ he insists. 
His wife agreed to help him ‘‘as long as I promised 
to remain one step behind."’ He obliged and went on 
to learn how to sew on the machine as well as by 
hand. At the recent spring meeting, he wore a jaun- 
ty tam he had made and a hand-sewn vest. people 
usually begin with the traditional until they get a 
feeling for making the template and for color and 
design,"’ said Mrs. Guzzo.

Just outside Barbara Greppin’s kit- 
chen door is a herb garden with sage, 


rosemary, parsley, chives, and 
costmary.

The kitchen that Mrs. Greppin 
works in is bright, large, and organiz- 
ed for a woman who enjoys cooking . 
The recipes chosen for the Kitchen 
Corner by her are from the Junior 
League Cookbook. 

Creamy Chocolate Celeste 
(Serves eight 

8 ounces chocolate chips 

1 ounce unsweetened chocolate 

2 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons strong coffee 

pinch of salt

2 eggs, separated 

1 tablespoon brandy 

2 cups whipping cream 

grated chocolate 

walnuts, finely chopped 

Melt chocolates over hot water, stir- 
ring frequently. Remove from heat 
and add the coffee, salt, egg yolks, 
and brandy. Cool for five minutes. 
Beat egg whites until stiff, and fold in- 
to the chocolate mixture. Whip cream 
until it mounds but is not too stiff. 
Fold in gently until a marbled effect is 
achieved. Spoon into dessert dishes, 
mounding high. (I use sherbert 
glasses.) Chill for several hours, or 
overnight. Before serving shave a 
small quantity of unsweetened 
chocolate on top, or use chopped 
walnuts, 

Pork Loin in Red Wine Sauce 
(Serves four. ) 

3 or 4 pound pork loin 

¥% cup parsley chopped 

¥% cup chopped onion 

1 bay leaf 

2 cups red wine 

1 cup canned beef consomme 

salt, pepper, sage, nutmeg 

1 clove garlic, ci 

6 or 8 new potatoes, peeled 

Rub the roast with salt, pepper, 
sage, and nutmeg. Place the roast and 
the garlic in a skillet and brown the 
roast on all sides, Place roast in a 
roasting pan; add the wine, con- 
somme, onions, bayleaf, parsley, and 
new potatoes. Bake for two hours and 
twenty minutes at 350 degrees F’, turn- 
ing the roast occasionally. 


through the color and design they create for a piece.

The craft aspect is what makes quilting available 
to the many people who purchase the pattern and 
enjoy putting together a piece. They find it 
“therapeutic and very relaxing,’’ says Mrs. Guzzo. 

During Guild meetings, members may ‘see 
what’s new, what’s different and what im- 
provements have been made."’ What is different to- 
day is the return to using natural fibers ‘‘which 
work better than man-made fibers,”’ says Mrs. Guz- 
zo. ‘They are easier to sew with and will last 
longer.” The patterns are usually named after 
celebrities or derived from things which have ‘‘af- 
fected our lives in history,” says Mrs. Guzzo. 

“Our lives influenced the design of quilts and now 
quilts are coming back to influence our lives."’

Mushrooms have such style. If you were to glance 
at the menus of the world’s most elegant 
restaurants you'd find at least two or three dishes 
containing mushrooms on every one. They're apt to 
be under appetizers, salads, soups, main dishes or 
vegetables. Such is the versatility of this unusual 
food. And what the knowledgeable diners at these 
stylish eateries know is that they can eat as many 
mushrooms as they wish without worrying about 
extra pounds. 

One of the many joys of mushrooms is that they 
give you a full feeling while adding a few calories. 
There is a ‘‘meatiness’’ about them. But would you 
believe there are only about 130 calories in an entire 
pound of mushrooms? And a pound yields a whopp- 
ing 5 cups when sliced. 

In Chicken Provencale, a low calorie version of 
the French classic, the chicken is broiled instead of 
being browned in fat, then mushrooms, tomatoes, 
zucchini and a bit of red wine are added to simmer 
until tender. 

MUSHROOM AND CHICKEN KEBABS 

6 boned and skinned chicken breasts (cutlets), 3- 
% oz. each 

1 can (8 oz.) pineapple chunks (juice packed) 

% teaspoon garlic powder 

% teaspoon ground ginger

Cut chicken into 1-%-inch chunks; place in a tight 
fitting bowl; set aside. Drain pineapple, reserving 
juice; set aside. To juice add garlic powder, ginger, 
salt and oil; mix well.

stir to coat. Cover and refrigerate 2 hours, stirring 
occasionally. Rinse and pat dry mushrooms; cut in 
halves and set aside.

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Government to save $264 million a year on defense budget 


Close down, cut back, 
consolidate — the 
Defense Department, in 
its latest round of cost- 
cutting, proposes to 
eliminate 9,700 military 
and 5,600 civilian jobs at 
military bases nation- 
wide at a saving of $264 
million a year. 

That is part of a 
larger plan affecting 157 
installations and aimed 
ultimately at ending 
44,500 jobs to save $474 
million, 

The latest proposal 
brought notice of new 
fights to prevent base 
closings. Communities 
large and small were 
dismayed at the pro- 
spect of severe financial 
trauma. 

Yet, an examination 
of a decade and a half of 
closures shows that 
many cities have turned 
the hard luck into suc- 
cess stories. 

“We've recovered 
nicely, thank you,” says 
John Schmiedeler, 
assistant managing 
editor of the Journal in 
Salina, Kan. ‘‘Now 
we're more closely tied 
to national economic 
trends. Before, we kind 
of sat back and got fat. 
This has created a new, 
aggressive spirit in 
Salina. 

“We lost about one- 
third of our population 
of 40,000 immediately 
following the closing of 
Schilling Air Force Base 
in 1965. We were the 
first air base closed in 
the big ‘McNamara 
shutdown’ of the 1960s. 
Now the population is 
back to about 41,000.

Take Lincoln, Neb. Its 
Air Force base had a 
payroll of $28 million 
and a civilian payroll of 
$2.27 million when it was 
closed in 1966, taking 
20,000 persons out of the 
city, the Chamber of 
Commerce says. Today, 
the base is occupied by a 
wide range of business, 
manufacturing, 
esearch, and service 
activities. 

Ninety buildings on 
the former base have 
been leased to 44 firms. 
The city’s population in- 
creased 15.2 percent 
between 1960 and 1970 
despite the closure, and 
manufacturing 
employment increased 
41.3 percent. And last 
year Lincoln was 
selected as ‘‘All 
America city,’ the most 
desirable in a study of 
the 100 largest in the 
country. 

A Pentagon totting-up 
of closures of principal 
defense installations 
and activities in the last 
10 years lists 138 in 38 
states plus Puerto Rico. 
Caliornia had 21, New 
York 9, Rhode {sland 
and Washington 7 each, 
Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Penn- 
sylvania, and Texas 6 
each. 

Five New England 
states, minus Connec- 
ticut, with total area 
and population roughly 
one-third those of 
California, totaled 19 
closures.

Lillie climbs to the top 


To an artist's eye she was ‘that Grecian goddess.” 
To Oscar Wilde. she was “the new Helen.” She began 
life as the daughter of an obscure clergyman on the 


Isle of Jersey. By the time she reached middle age she 
had enjoyed both adulation and ostracism in London 
society, pursued a successful acting career; toured 
America, made money, lost it. regained it; and had 
enjoyed the attentions of numerous lovers, not the 
least being the future King of England, 

This is the story of Lillie Langtry (portrayed by 
Francesca Annis, pictured). on Masterpiece Theatre's

a very remarkable woman—one who dared to defy the

By the time Lillie was 
15, she was so beautiful 
that older men were al- 
ready attracted to her 
Sensing her power, she 
resolved to find the ap- 
propriately wealthy hus- 
band who could take her 
from the boring life on the 
Isle of Jersey. She did find 
him and sailed away on 
his yacht for a new, 
exciting life in London 
society. Unfortunately for 
Lillie it was easier to find 
a husband than shed one 
in those days and she was 


burdened with a man she didn't love for many, many 
years until he died an impoverished alcoholic. 
When Lillie turned actress, her performance as 
Cleopatra was acclaimed by critics and attended by 
Edward, Prince of Wales, who was more than a 
spectator in Lillie's tempestuous life. She and Bertie 
(as Edward was called) were alike in many ways. and 
it was perhaps this aspect of their relationship that 
enabled their friendship to endure long after their love 
affair had ended. It was without doubt the uniqueness 
of Edward's position. both socially and politically, that 
created an era which would ultimately bear his name 
it was that same uniqueness of position that would 
create tor Lillie Langtry. the island girl, a place of her 


own in history,

After the cutback an- 
nouncement on March 
29, the Northeast- 
Midwest Congressional 
Coalition said the action 
would ‘perpetuate the 
migration” of military 
jobs and money to the 
South and West, which it 
asserted had been going 
on since 1950. The 
Defense Department 
has repeatedly denied 
charges of bias. 
Southern and Western 
interests have said their 
territory is just better 
for bases. 

‘She Defense Depart- 
ment in a report on the 
I0-ycar period ending in 
1977 said economic ad- 
justment assistance had 
been provided to more 
than 200 communities 
affected by cutbacks. 

A specific study of 
military base closures 
in 75 cornmunities that 
have completed reuse 
programs for land and 
facilities closed from 
1991 to 1977 was made by 
the Defense Depart- 
ment’s Office of 
Economic Adjustment, 
which helps com- 
munities search for new 
industry. 

In 72 of those cases, 
the abandoned facilities 
had been put to use for 
industry, education, 
aviation, commerce, 
and recreation. The 
former bases now fur- 
nish 78,765 civilian jobs 
and are the sites of 47 in- 
dustrial parks, 31 
municipal airports, 
seven four-year col- 
leges, and 26 vocational 
institutes. 

“We negotiated with 
the Office of Economic 
Adjustment,” says a 
spokesman for the Lin- 
coln, Neb., chamber of 
commerce, ‘‘when our 
air base was to be clos- 
ed. But long before that, 
Lincoln had started a 
comprehensive 
economic development 
program, looking for 





new and diversified in- 
dustry — we knew that 
government 
developments were tem: 
porary economic 
windfalls.” 

Salina, Kan., is one of 
seven communities 
recently cited by 
William J. Sheehan, 
OEA director, for 
outstanding ac- 
complishments in con- 
version of bases to pro- 
ductive civilian reuse. 

Editor Schmiedeler in 
Salina recalls that the 
closing of Schilling 
base, with the loss of 
4,710 military and 327 
civilian jobs, came just 
after the exodus of near- 
ly 4,000 construction 
workers on completion 
of a squadron of nearby 
Atlas missile sites. 

“The federal govern- 
ment was extremely 
kind to us, through the 
OEA and other agen- 
cies,’’ he Says. 
“Through the General 
Services Administra- 
tion, we got the base air- 
port for about a buck. 
Now we've got a 
municipal airport run- 
way of 15,500 feet (that’s 
three miles). We used 
old hangars and other 
facilities for industries. 

“There's a technical 
school and a state voca- 
tional center and Beech 
Aircraft employing 800, 
and probably the largest 
frozen pizza manufac- 
turer in the world, 
employing 1,200 
women.” (There are 73 
businesses altogether on 
the former base. ) 

Top loss in civilian 
personnel was suffered 
by Mobile, Ala. The 
closing of Brookley Air 
Force Base in 1969 cost 
12,300 civilian jobs on 
base, plus 1,000 
military. Shocked, the 
city sought reversal 
when it was first an- 
nounced in 1964 that the 
base would be shut in 
five years, 


Then the comniunity 
mobilized for/tecovery. 
Continental Motors 
moved into Hase space 
during the phase-out 
and was operating three 
years befdre final 
closure. Continental 
now is the core of the in- 
dustrial complex there. 
By 1975, ther: were 71 
light industry opera- 
tions in the rease area 


With federal aid. air- 
port, industrial, and 
educational space was 
acquired. The com- 
munity retse program 
generated 4,309 new 
jobs on the former base 
and an eslimated 9,000 
off base. 

At Guilderland, N.Y., 
the 1966 closure of the 
Voorheesville end 
Schenectady army 
depots cost 1,480 civitian 
jobs. The acquisition 
and operation of those 
facilities by Nor- 
theasterr, Industrial 
Park created 2,30 ney 
jobs in A business and 
industrij] complex of 
more than 100 enter- 
prises. Jt was primarily 
a private-sector project.

not from a base closure 
but a defense-related 
industry. 

Ratheon, employer of 
1,400 — five percent of 
everyone employed in 
the Taunton area at the 
time — announced in 
November 1972 the im- 
pending shutdown of its 
North Dighton, Mass., 
plant in response to 
defense cutbacks and 
began phasing out its 
radar-making opera- 
tion. 

Taunton quickly laun- 
ched a vigorous cam- 
paign, and its task force 
decided to augment the 
privately owned 
Dighton facility with an 
industrial park in Taun- 
ton.

The state and 
the community acted in 
concert to develop a 
diversified civil com- 
plex next to the smaller 
military base. 

One closing that evok- 
ed a tug of historic 
regret came 12 years 
ago in New York. The 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
part of the American 
past dating back to the 
War of 1812, was shut 
down. The iron-clad 
Monitor was built there 
during the Civil War. 
The battleship Maine, 
whose sinking started 
the Spanish-American 
War, and the Arizona. 
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sunk at Pearl Harbor 
and now a _ national 
shrine, were built there. 

The yard has been 
reborn as a highly suc- 
cessful industrial park 
under a non-profit 
government-sponsored 
corporation called 
CLICK .— ihe Com- 
merce Labor Industry 
Corp. of Kings (the 
county in which 
Brovklyn is located). 
Thirty-eight companies 
lease properties in the 
park, employing more 
than 6,000 workers, 85 
percent of them from 
disadvantaged groups 
in nearby cetnmunities. 
The biggest activity 
there is Seatrain Ship- 
building, employing 
2,500.

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Toy store parking wins approval 


DEDHAM—The Planning Board 
last night approved a parking plan for 
the proposed Toys R Us store on VF W 
Parkway, provided that drainage is 
properly handled. 


The plan calls for dry wells in the 
lot. Planning Board engineer James 
Riley would like to see a tie in with ex- 
isting drainage sytems if possible. 


Last night, attorney Richard Gould, 
lawyer for Toys R Us, agreed to tie 
the drainage if the Commonwealth 
will allow it. If not, the existing dry 
wells will be used. 


The other point of contention with 
the Toys R Us plan came over the 
issue of the number of parking spaces 
necessary. 


Riley had computed the number at 


304. He reached that figure by using 
the by-laws to establish how many 
Spaces were necessary for retail sell- 
ing space, employees, office workers, 
and the warehouse. 


Gould contended that if employees 
were computed and proper parking 
supplied for them, there was no need 
to compute office workers and pro 
vide spaces for them, since office peo- 
ple were employees. He made the 
same argument regarding retail 
space, which calls for a large number 
of parking spaces, and warehouse 
space 


After protracted discussion, the 
Board agreed with Gould, and his 
plan, which calls for 277 spaces. was 
approved. 


In 1978, Town Counse} Paul Mag- 


gioni had issued a ruling on a similar 
circumstance, a ruling which last 
night proved favorable to Gould and 
Toys R Us. 


There was a move to have the plan 


tabled until Gould settled the 
drainage issue with the Com- 
monwealth. 


However, since the Planning Board 
will not meet again until early June, 
Gould requested that approval be 
given conditional to the outcome of 
the drainage issue. 


“We really can't wait three weeks 
to come back again,’’Gould told the 
board. “If that building can’t be up 
and operational by October 1, we will 
lose an entire year's sales." 


Psychologists may testify 


PITTSFIELD, Mass. (UPI) — The prosecution to- 
day was expected to call psychologists to testify in 
the Berkshire Superior Court trial of James and 
Patricia Nassar, charged with manslaughter in the 
death of their infant son. 

On Monday, Judge Kent B. Smith granted the 
defense's request for a jury waived trial for Nassar, 
25, and his wife Patricia, 24. The Cambridge couple 
have pleaded innocent to the charge and another in 
which they are accused of abandoning their one- 
year-old son Joshua. 

The child's body was discovered, wrapped in a 
makeshift sleeping bag, by a priest on the steps of 
Holy Family Church in North Adams_ last 
September. 

The couple was living in nearby Brattleboro, Vt. 
at the time. 

The Nassars recently returned to the Berkshire 
County House of Correction from Westboro State 
Hospital, where they underwent extensive court- 
ordered psychiatric examinations. 


Berkshire County District Attorney Anthony R. 
Ruberto Jr. opened the trial Monday with a dozen 
prosecution witnesses who testified about how the 
child's body was found and its condition. 


Medical examiner Edmond P. Larkin said an 
autopsy was unable to determined the exact cause 
of death, but it appeared the body was that of a one- 
year-old boy in an emaciated condition. He said 
there was no evidence of disease “‘or any specific 
entity” that could have been established as the 
cause of death.

will unnecessarily limit 
their ability to hold pro- 
motional activities. 

Gold has written to 
the Attorney General 
and has been asked to 
supply further argu- 
ment. 

“T think we (the town) 
are entitled to the 
presumption of 
reasonableness,"’ says 
Maggioni. 

Gold agrees, but 
would like clarification 
of what his clients must 
do to comply with the 
laws. ‘The town has a 
right to protect itself,” 
says Gold.

Predicting 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— There are hundreds 
of active, but deceptive- 
ly quiet volcanoes 
around the world that 
represent geologic 
“time bombs”’ that can 
erupt explosively with 
little warning. 

For more than 60 
years, geologists have 
been monitoring some 
of these volcanoes in 
order to learn how to 
predict their eruptions, 
but the knowledge of 
just when one will erupt 
still eludes them. 

The recent eruption of

dard head, or nozzle, but 
one should keep the fire 
hazard in mind.

Q. I want to paper my 
bathroom floor to ceil- 
ing on four walls and 
from tile to ceiling over 
the shower stall. The 
bath is small; 3 feet 
wide and only 8 feet the 
long way, with an 8-foot 
ceiling. Now I'm told 
that the paper will make 
so small a room look 
even smaller and will 
deteriorate quickly.

“For most volcanoes, 
the only information we 
have is from historical 
times, which is really 
very short. Geologists 
are more used to deal- 
ing in millions or hun- 
dreds of millions of 
years,” Tilling said in 
an interview. 

Tilling classes 
volcanoes into two 
types: explosive 
volcanoes, such as 
Mount Soufriere, which 
are more destructive, 
raining lava and ash on 
nearby areas; and non- 
explosive volcanoes 
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such as those in Hawaii 
which are characterized 
more by steady lava 
flows that can slowly 
engulf nearby towns and 
farms. 

Tilling says about 
two-thirds to three 
quarters of the world’s 
approximately 500 ac- 
tive volcanoes are ex- 
plosive. Unfortunately, 
their eruptions are the 
hardest to predict. 

‘‘We consider a 
volcano active,”’ Tilling 
said,’ when it has 
erupted within recorded 
history. Most of the 
world’s volcanoes are 
dormant, and thus are 
deceptively quiet. They 
are dangerous because 
they are like geologic 
time bombs that can 
erupt with very little 
warning.” 

He said probably the 
most disastrous 
volcanic eruption in 
terms of human losses 
was the 1983 explosion of 
the volcanic island of 
Krakatoa in the Straits 
of Sunda between 
Sumatra and Java. 


A series of four gigan- 
tic exploisons produced 
five cubic miles of rock, 
debris and ash and the 
collapse of the volcanic 
mountain top created a 
great sea wave that 
swept over the heavily 
populated coastline of 
Java, killing about 
36,000 people. 


Scientists have a 
basic understanding of 
the causes of volcanism. 
Most volcanoes occur 
where continent-sized 
sections of the Earth’s 
crust several hundred 
kilometers thick meet. 
Their collisions create 
weaknesses in the Ear- 
th's crust, permitting 
molten rock, or magma, 
to well up to the surface. 


Other volcanoes, such 
as those in Hawaii, oc- 
cur when a plate passes 
over a deep “‘hot spot” 
which melts some of the 
rock and allows magma 
to reach the surface, 
“like drawing parrafin 
over a candle’, Tilling 
said.

tubs are virtually im- 
pregnated with soapy 
residues, and preparing 
them for painting will 
take some cleaning — 
repeated scrubbings 
with a strong detergent 
solution. If you must 
paint, do a really 
thorough cleaning job 
first. Otherwise, there's 
no way. 

Epoxy enamel is the 
only finish you can ex- 
pect to last under such 
adverse conditions, and 
I'd recommend the 
aerosol type. Wear rub- 
ber gloves while clean- 
ing and a_painter’s 
respirator while spray- 
ing, and be sure to turn 
off all gas pilot lights 
(furnace, water heater, 
dryer), first.

Martin and some of the other 
Yankees had gone to the famed 
Manhattan nightclub, now a disco, to 
see Sammy Davis, Jr. perform and a 
brawl broke out. It made the papers 
and a couple of Yankee players were 
named.

“TI got two hits in one inning my first 
two times up in the big leagues and I 
think I'm the only player who ever did 
that,” Martin said. ‘We were getting 
beat something like 9-0 on Opening 
Day in Boston and the old man 
must've figured it was all over 
because he sends me into the game to 
hit with a man on base in the sixth inn- 
ing. I was so scared my knees were 
shaking but Mel Parnell gets a pitch 
up too high and I really hit it. 

“When I get to second, I say to Bob- 
by Doerr, ‘Where did the ball go..’ 
and he says ‘It hit the wall. You 
almost hit a home run. You're gonna 
be a good player, kid.’ I couldn't 
believe someone like Bobby Doerr 
was saying this to me. We bat around 
and I come up again in the same inn- 
ing with the bases full. Walt Master- 
son is pitching now and I can hear Joe 
DiMaggio yelling for me to get a hit. I 
single home two more runs.

Chamber of Commerce urges tax cap 


The Newton-Needham Chamber of 
Commerce has taken a position with 
respect to the tax cap on spending, 
which would extend the four percent 
tax cap on individual community 
spending to the entire state budget.

Good wipers fight hazards 


Fog is a driving hazard — 
especially when a dense fog 
sweeps in while you are driv- 
ing at expressway speeds 

When this happens. get off 
the expressway as quickly as 
possible. You'll be safer from 
tear-end collisions on lesser 
roads 

Better yet, don’t drive 

As soon as fog creeps over 
the road, turn on your 
windshield wipers. “Dense’ 
fog is merely a fine accumula- 
tion of mist 

Once the wipers are 
operating. you'll probably 
find the foe not as dense as 
you first thought 

Hf your wipers streak 
squirt washer fluid on the 
windshield. This should 
wash away any olly accumu- 
lation 


If streaking continues, re- 
place wiper rubber refills at 
the nearest service station. 

Whenever fog rolls in, 
even in daytime, turn your 
headlights on low-beam. 
Without lights. you are invis-

With the summer vacation 
season in full bloom, millions

With small children, a bit 
of planning will keep them 
occupied and out of the hair

There should be books. 
materials for drawing and 
coloring, and games which 
do not require a large area.

need to be checked 


Have you ever known 
anyone to shop for a “bar- 
gain’” appendectomy? The 
term “‘cut-rate’” seldom 
applies to surgery, as we 
hesitate to compromise 
where our physical well- 
being is involved 

A person's life and limb 
can be jeopardized, too, by 
cutting comers on safety ser- 
vices for the automobile. A 
good example is in the case of 
brake work 





To many of us, a brake re- 
line means just that: new lin- 
ing on the brake shoes. And 
occasionally you may run 
into a repair shop that would 
have you believe that's all 
there is to it 

Car owners should under- 
stand that the brake system is 
teally two systems in one. 

First is the brake mechan- 
ism itself, involving linings, 
dise brake pads (if the car is 
so equipped) and brake 
drums or rotors. 


_ The second and equally 
important system is the hy- 
draulic system, which in- 
cludes the master cylinder, 
wheel cylinders, and the lines 
that connect them. These 
components could be over- 
looked in shoddy brake ser- 
Vice. 

The hydraulic system has 
traveled just as far as the 
mechanical system when it is 
time for brake work, and it is 
subject to wear and deterio- 
raion just as brake linings 
are. Consequently, you 
should insist upon a thorough 
check of all parts of the brake 
system when investing in this 
Vital service. 


Other areas to be consid- 


ered when having brakes 


serviced are front wheel 
bearings and grease seals, 


Chances are your wheel bear- 
ings have not had service in a 
long time, and seals may still 
be the ones that came with 
the car when it was new. 


New grease seals are an 
essential part of brake ser- 
vice because an old, leaking 
seal could allow grease to get 
on the linings. The result: er- 
ratic braking action which 
usually can be corrected only 
by replacing the linings. 


A complete brake job nor- 
mally includes: 


1) Replacement or relining 
of brake shoes or pads. 


2) Replacement or 
machining of discs and/or 
drums 


3) Servicing of calipers 
and/or wheel cylinders 


4) Thorough inspection 
and servicing as needed of: 

brake hardware 

hydraulic lines and 
hoses 

master cylinder 

power brake booster 

wheel bearings and 
seals 


5) Flushing and refilling of 
brake fluid 
6) Road test. 
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Fixing nicks, scratches 
is easy for most owners 


Repairing and refinishing 
the body of your car can be 
worthwhile and done in the 
confines of your own garage. 

Repairs of nicks and 
scratches, dents, small rust- 
outs and areas of surface rust 
are not difficult for the do-it- 
yourselfer, according to ex- 
perts of the DeVilbiss Com- 
pany, manufacturers of paint 
spray guns. 

To repair minor nicks and 
scratches, you'll need sheet 
sandpaper grades 240, 320, 
400, 600, sanding block, spot 
putty, masking tape, tack 
cloth, pre-cleaner solvent, 
newspaper, pail, water and 
sponge. 

Use automotive duplicate 
color, touch-up paint found 
in small bottles or aerosol 
cans. 

Normally, these paints are 
available for cars up to three 
years old. (Even when your 
car is new, it’s wise to buy 
color matching touch-up 
Paint, anticipating future 
needs.) 

If you cannot find the paint 
in bottles or aerosol cans, 
then an automotive paint 
store usually can custom mix 
the paint. 

The most common types of 
automotive paints are lac- 
quers, enamels, and acrylic 
lacquers and enamels. Touch 
up your car with the same 
type paint originally used 

If the scratch is not too 
deep and rust does not ap- 
pear, then repairing the sur- 
face won't be necessary. 

To touch up nicks and 
scratches, first clean the sur- 
face with soap and water and 
let it dry. Then use a pre- 
cleaning solvent to remove 
thoroughly any wax and 
grease. 

Sanding isn't necessary if 
the area is small and the 
primer has not been chipped 
off. A temporary touch-up 
for protection and improved 
appearance is all that’s nec- 
essary

To touch up a scratch, use 
a4 bottle of paint and a small 
soft brush and let the paint 
flow into the scratched area. 

If you're painting a small 
chip, just touch the area with 
abnush; don't brush back and 
forth 


In either case, let the paint 
dry and apply several coats. 

If the nick or scratch is 
deeper than the primer, sand 
and prime before painting. 
Wet-sand the area lightly 
using a 300 range sandpaper 
and taper the edge of the 
painted surface adjacent to 
the scratch. 

Place a wet sponge above 
the sanding surface and allow 
water to flow down while 
sanding. 

Determine whether the 
sanding is satisfactory by 
running your fingers over the 
area without feeling an edge 
between the bare metal and 
finished surface. Remember, 
the wider the featheredge 
around the repaired surface, 
the better the finished sur- 
face will appear 

Don't be afraid to enlarge 
the scratched surface up to 
five times its original size. 

You're now ready to mask, 
clean, apply primer, spot 
putty in small pin holes, 
finish sand with 600 paper 
and apply the finish coat. 

When the surface has been 
prepared for painting. re- 
move all traces of dust by 
using a tack rag. 

Practice spraying on a 
piece of cardboard. To use an 
acrosol can or spray gun, 
hold the sprayer 6-10 inches 
from the surface and move it 
in a back and forth motion, 
overlapping each stroke just 
enough to ensure an even 
cual, 

Never release paint from 
the container unless the 
sprayer is in motion, and re- 
member to keep the sprayer 
moving when you stop spray- 
ing at the end of the stroke. 
This allows the paint to blend 
into the original painted sur. 
face. 


The sprayer should be held 
parallel to the surface to elim- 
inate a heavy and light con- 
centration of paint on the sur- 
face

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Carr, Burr may be next to close schools

Carr School in Newtonville and 
Burr School in a Auburndale could 
join Memorial, Hamilton and Emer- 
son schools as the latest casualties of 
declining enrollment in Newton. 

Enrollment is expected to drop 
below 10,000 in the late 1980's. 

With that drop, Director of 
Research and Planning Dr. Vincent 
Silluzio told the School Committee 
Monday night, there will probably be 
no need8 for three North Side junior 
high schools. In addition, if the loss of 
students is greater than anticipated, 
one of the Il central schools could also 
be closed. 

That was the news Silluzio unveiled 
Monday along with his latest 334-page 
report which details most of the perti- 
nent information the School Commit- 
tee will need to decide on the closing 
of two schools in two three-school 
North Side clusters. 

The present school system, the 
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George C. Strong, 45, of Allston, was 
found guilty in Newton District Court 
Monday of motor vehicle homicide in 
the death Feb. 21 of Robert Brown of 
Brighton. 

The 20-year-old Brighton man was 
fatally injured when the car in which 
he was a passenger slammed into a 
tree on Washington Street near 
Newton Corner, turned over and 
struck a second tree crushing the 
car's roof and killing Brown.

New state regulations governing 
the operation of halfway houses for 
mental patients have been severely 
criticized by Ald. Carol Ann Shea and 
Terry Morris, who have written their 
concerns to the state Department of 
Mental Health. 

Copies of the regulations, which did 
not exist when there was an unplea- 
sant incident last November related 
to the Alternative Home at 459 Auburn 
St., were recieved by members of the 
Board of Aldermen May 18, too late to 
attend to the public hearing on the 
regulations that was held May 10. 

At informal discussion held after 
the November incident, in which a 
resident of the halfway house entered 
a neighbor's house because there was 
no staff at the Alternative Home, Shea

research director reminded the 
school board, exists now with a 15,741 
student capacity, with the space in 
four schools, the Hamilton, Memorial 
and Emerson elementary schools and 
the Weeks Junior High School, remov- 
ed from the tabulations. 

In 1978-79, the school enrollment is 
13,819 and Silluzio predicts a drop 
below 10,000 by sometime in in the late 
1980s. 


“We have to plan for a system with 
12,900 students (the next expected 
enrollment peak) which will get us 
through the next 20 years,” Silluzio 
said, 


In the past few years, the enroll- 
ment drop had been concentrated in 
the section of the city south of Route 9. 
But the numbers have begun to catch 
up to the North Side and Silluzio’s 
report shows it is feasible to close one 
school in each of two three-school 
clusters.

To the east is the cluster consisting 
of Carr, Horace Mann and Lincoln- 
Eliot while the three schools in the 
cluster to the west are Burr, Davis 
and Franklin. 

Of the first cluster schools, the 
report says that it would be more 
feasible to close the Carr School on 
Nevada St. in Newtonville than the 
other two schools, Horace Mann or 
Lincoln-Eliot. 

Concerning the second cluster, the 
Teport suggests it would be more 
feasible to close either Burr or Davis 
than Franklin. 

It was not stated Monday night, but 
School Supt. Aaron Fink last week 
had noted his recommendation would 
be to close the newer Burr School 
which, he said, is a ‘‘more open- 
spaced school which has never been 
used well.””

The regulations say ‘“‘no community 
residence shall be approved which is 
located in such proximity to another 
community residence (licensed or 
supported by the DMH) as to 
significantly alter the existing 
character of the community.” 

Ms. Shea wants the proximity defin- 
ed. Newton has two alternative homes 
under DMH licensure, one at 22 
Washington Terrace, Newtonville, 
and the house at 459 Auburn St., 
Auburndale. 

William Carmen, president of Alter- 
native Homes, Inc., has recently 
spoken of taking over Freeport 
House, a residence for teenagers

“I see alot of knees talking. Bad 
friends, they should be bad friends.” 

Barbara Bloch, member of the 
Royal Academy of Dancing in London 
and Newton resident, called out last 
minute instructions last week in the 
Memorial-Spaulding School 
auditorium as she prepared her dozen 
6-, 7- and 8-year-olds eight-year-olds 
for their big day, 

The girls’ big day was last Sunday 
in the Natick School of Ballet. Even 
though the results aren't know yet, 
Mrs. Bloch said she is confident that 
the Royal Academy of Dancing ex- 
aminer, sent from London for the 
yearly check on the Academy's young 
dancers, will pass all 12 ballerinas on 
to their next level within the school. 

Within the Royal Academy, whose 
president is Dame Margot Fontaine 
and whose patron is Her Majesty the 
Queen, there are four grades. Each 
year, an examiner is sent from the 
Academy to certify the budding 
ballerinas and send them on their way 
to the next level. 

The first level within the system is 
the Primary level. In this category, 
Mrs. Bloch presented Jill Goldwyn, 8, 


Elisa Slovik, 7, Dasee Berkowitz, 8, 
Bonnie Nissenbaum, 7, Laurie 
Handler, 7, Barbara Szathmary, 8, 
Jamie Entner, 7, and Diana Yousef, 7, 
all from Newton. 


The next level, Grade I, included 
Judy Rubin, 9, Alissa Berkowitz, 10, 
Mala Butaney, 9, and Tracey Wap- 
nick, 8, ail from Newton. 


The Academy system is a disciplin- 
ed school of ballet. And that is one 
aspect Mrs. Bloch sees as most im- 
portant. 


“The school is total discipline,” 
said the South African-born Mrs. 
Bloch, ‘and discipline is totally lack- 
ing in American schools. The 
Academy is very British, the 
discipline is very British, and that I 
maintain in class.” 


And her pupils seem to thrive on it. 
Dressed in the traditional pink tights 
or anklets, black leotard, pinks slip- 
pers with pink ribbons, hair nets and 
pink hairbands, the girls responed to 
her every instruction on rehearsal 
day — despite the presence of the 
camera, 


Tradition is very important in the 
Royal Academy. The black V-neck 
leotards were no where to be found in 
the U.S. so Mrs. Bloch had to 
measure all the girls and have her 
mother, who still lives in South 
Africa, send the proper leotards air- 
freight. The examiner had to overlook 
the absence of pink satin slippers; in 
the U.S., only toe shoes come in satin. 

Other than the lack of satin, Mrs. 
Bloch holds strongly to the tradition of 
the Academy as she has as a dancer 
all her life and a teacher for some 10 
years. She has taught in South Africa, 
Florida and just started her Newton 
teaching last September. 

Sunday was her first presentation of 
her pupils to an examiner since she 
movedhere three years ago. The ex- 
aminer won't allow the teacher to be 
in the room during the examination 
and the teacher was just as nervous 
as her pupils. 

“I sat outside there fainting, but

Residents of Oak Hill Park, con- 
cerned about the safety of children 
crossing Dedham Street on their way 
to the Menorial - Spaulding Elemen- 
tary School, have convinced the 
School Committee to continue regular 
school bus service to their 
neighborhood. 


The bus service was scheduled for 
discontinuation because of a previous 
School Committee vote which would 
have ended service upon the installa- 
tion of a traffic light at the intersec- 
tion of Dedham and Oak Hill Park 
Streets. 


That light was installed this year, 
but Oak Hill residents say it was put 
in the wrong place.

One solution—pump your own 


A Waban doctor has found his own solution to any impending gas shortage. 

Dr. Herbert Cares of 248 Windsor Rd., a neurosurgeon, is petitioning the 
Newton Board of Aldermen to for permission to store 1000 gallons of diesel 
fuel for his car in an underground storage tank on his property. 


He will appear before the Land Use Committee in July for a public hear- 


ing. 


The project would be undertaken by Craftsman Construction Co., whose 
spokesman, John Parsons, said the pump connected to the tank would be 
about four feet tall but nothing like an actual gas station pump. It could easi- 


ly be hidden in the shrubbery, he said. 


The cost for 1000 gallons of diese! oil would be about $750, according to a 
nearby dealer. There is almost no explosive danger, he added. Diesel oil is 
about the same as No. 2 home heating oil which people have in storage tanks 


in their basements, 


The price is about the same per gallon as gas, but a diesel car can get two 
to four times the mileage.

The Hospice of the Good Shepherd, 
formed in 1977, is a group of in- 
dividuals from all walks of life who 
have gotten together to create an 
organization to help those for whom 
life is most precious - those for whom 
medical science holds out no hope of 
recovery. 

The group started with the 
parishoners of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd in Waban, many of whom 
are in the medical profession. 

Father Alfred Zadig learned of the 
growing hospice movement from an 
article in Science Magazine given to 
him by his wife, Dr. Jean Zadig. He 
duplicated it and presented it to his 
parishoners. 

“The hospice was seen as a way 
that the church's congregation could 
go beyond its four walls and really 
minister to the community," said Lin- 
da Kilburn, project consultant to the 
hospice. 

At a forum on the hospice at the 
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Mason - Rive Elementary School 
Tuesday night Kilburn “The culture 
explained that of youth has removed 
death from the mainstream of life. 
Death has become institutionalized."’ 

In 1937, she said, only 37 percent of 
the nation's deaths occurred in in- 
stitutions. Now over 68 percent occur 
in institutions, with 60 percent in 
hospitals and the rest in nursing 
homes. 

“What happens to the person who 
faces his last days of life in an institu- 
tion? The whole purpose of the acute 
care facility is diagnosis and cure. 
The terminally ill patient is 
represented as a failure of the institu- 
tion. That person is living proof that 
the institution and all its medical 
technology has failed.” 

Kilburn said studies have shown 
that hospital staffs withdraw from the 
terminally ill, concentrating on ‘‘in- 
creasing technical busy work.”’ She 
said there is “a reluctance to deal 
with the patient in a personal, mean- 
ingful communicative way.”

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In nursing homes there are few 
other patients who a can relate to the 
needs of the dying person who is ‘‘still 
in the mainstream of life.” 

“Heroics in saving lives are thrill- 
ing events,” said Dr. Frank Howard, 
citing kidney transplants and other 
“spare parts’ medical technology 
which is now becoming com- 
monplace. 

“Urban medical centers are the 
place for heroics. But urban medical 
centers are not the place to die of 
cancer.”’ 

“There's no place like home,” 
Howard said. ‘Our homes are our 
castles. Urban medical centers are 
the castles of doctors and professors. 
Home is the place for terminal care.” 

Howard said a hospital can be com- 
pared to a second class hotel and a 
prison. He said terminally ill patients 
should be near familiar things - fami- 
ly, pets, good food and drink. 

He said it is up to the physician to 
determine ‘whether all has been done 
at the medical center."’ He said the 


duty of a physician is to “restore 
health and relieve suffering.” When 
the first cannot be done, the doctor 
must attend to the latter. 

Some drugs are used to save lives, 
can be Howard said, but others used 
to improve the quality of life for the 
terminally ill. He said the medical 
team of the hospice will aim at pro- 
viding ‘pain-free comfortable time” 
for the patient, stressing the im- 
portance of keeping the patient men- 
tally alert ‘for that last precious six 
months.”” 

Dr. Philip Kelleher, President of 
the Hopsice of the Good Shepherd, 
said the main problem of the ter- 
minally ill patient is coping with 
“helplessness and hopelessness." 

“The universal school for this is the 
family,” he said. ‘‘No individual does 
this particularly well.” 

The Hospice of the Good Shepherd 
was incorporated in June of 1978 and 
during the summer a feasibility study 
was conducted on the project. 

Kilburn said that a tremendous

away from school consolidations: 

Scholastic Achievement — The 
results of standardized tests given to 
students before and after the merger 
of the Memorial and Spaulding 
elementary schools showed that ‘‘at 
each grade level, in both reading and 
mathematics, achievement gains of 
Memorial School students while at 
MemorialSpaulding School either 
equalled or exceeded the gain made 
the year before at Memorial.” 

Silluzio concluded, based on the 
results of the standardized tests, that 
“no exidence was found to substan- 
tiate the argument that school con- 
solidation negatively affects reading 
and mathematics achievement.” 

Real Estate — It was feared, during 
the past two years of debate over the 
closing of schools, that real estate 
valuaes would decline as a 
neighborhood elementary school is 
closed. The truth is far from that, 
Silluzio found. 

In an extensive study incorporating 
years of data from “Banker and 
Tradesman,” Silluzio compared 1977 
and 1978 house sale prices in the entire 
city and in the three communities 
directly affected by school closings. 
The comparisons showed that real 
estate values in the three com- 
munities increased at greater rates 
during the year than values for the ci- 
ty as a whole. 

For example, the average selling 
price of a Newton home increased 
from $62,473 in 1977 to $71,287 in 1978, a 
rise of 14.1 percent. However, in the 
Oak Hill section of the city where the 
Memorial School was located, the 
housing costs rose 22.8 percent from

an average house cost of $42,598 to 
$52,327, 

In Lower Falls, where the Hamilton 
School was closed, prices rose from a 
per-house average of $50,639 to 
$65,072, an increase of 28.5 percent. In 
Upper Falls, where th the Emerson 
School will be closed this year, prices 
from July to December of 1978 rose 22 
percent over the same period in 1977. 

“Thus, it appears from these 
preliminary & data that a decision to 
purchase a home in the City of 
Newton may depend more on factors 
other than the distance to the nearest 
elementary school,” Silluzio said in 
concluding the work on that topic. 

Savings — ‘‘In spite of what you've 
heard, the dollars which we expected 
to be saved (by the closing of a 
school) have actually been saved,"8 
said the research director on the final 
point. 


The total cummulative savings, 
given five percent insurance in- 
crease, has been more than $950,000 
over a three year period, a figure 
which Silluzio says is ‘not minimal.” 

If the Hamilton, Emerson and 
Memorial Schools were open during 
the coming year, Silluzio said it would 
cost $489,642 to operate the schools. 
The one-year savings from the 
Memorial closing is $142,555; from the 
Hamilton closing, $134,608; and from 
the Emerson closing, $212,484. 

“In the light of these cummulative 
savings, it is difficult to understand 
the basis for the continued claim that 
only small savings, if any at all, are 
realized from school consolidations” 
Silluzio concluded. 
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Hospice concept—there’s no place like home 


amount of support for the project has 
come from those in the medical pro- 
fession who work with terminally ill 
patients. 

The services the hospice would pro- 
vide are aimed at allowing the ter- 
minally ill to remain at home. If this 
is not possible, every attempt is made 
to provide “homelike” care at a 
hospital or nursing home. ; 

This fall the hospice will begin a 
training program for volunteers to 
teach members of the community 
how to help terminally ill patients and 
their families. 

These volunteers will work with an 
interdisciplinary team of medical 
professionals to determine a program 
of care. 

Kilburn said the hospice will re- 
quire a year’s commitment on the 
part of the volunteers for eight to ten 
hours a week. 

At present the Hospice of the Good 
Shepherd is trying to raise money. A 
budget of $91,000 has been projected 
for the first year and Kilburn said that 
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the program will start when half of 
that sum has been collected. 

A grant of $15,000 has been received 
from the Godfrey Hyams Foundation 
in Boston, but that grant is contingent 
on the hospice raising $10,000 on its 
own. 

Kilburn said that members of the 
hospice's board and others interested 
in the idea will be making presenta- 
tions to the community over the sum- 
mer. 


She said there are many facets of 
the hospice which require community 
support including volunteer services, 
both in patient care and in ad- 
ministration, a “professional talent 
pool,” organizational involvement, 
and concrete services such as 
transportation.

Editorial 
Babies 
booming? 


Back in the 1940s and 1950s there was 
the big baby boom. In the 1960s the 
trend leveled off and in the early 1970s 
there was a definite antagonism 
toward large families. 

But is the pendulum swinging 
again? 

The National Center for Health 
Statistics figures show that the birth 
rate for 1977 was up 5 percent over that 
of 1976. Of more importance, perhaps, 
is the fact that there is something of a 
minor baby boom among women bet- 
ween 30 and 34. And there are some 
good reasons for both trends. 

A few years ago it was popular to ex- 
cuse non-parenting by protesting that 
this was no world in which to bring a 
child, what with racism, nuclear 
threats, food shortages and other 
miseries. But over the years some 
doubts apparently have arisen. At 
least the reasons why couples in their 
30s are now having first babies are in- 
teresting — and reflect some of the 
same idealism aimed from a little dif- 
ferent and more mature point of view. 
Some now want to make a “positive 
contribution to the world.” Others 
have established careers or seen the 
world and have found a certain emp- 
tiness in mere narcissism. A few may 
even have studied history and realized 
that past centuries were a lot worse for 
more people than this one. And, as one 
mid-30 father-to-be conceded, ‘‘There 
was this instinctive desire after a 
while to procreate.”’ 

There may be some other, so far less 
acknowledged, reasons. Women have, 
to a large extent, although not com- 
pletely, gained equality with men. 
There may be less pressure for them 
to prove themselves in non-traditional 
roles. They can be homemakers once 
again without criticism. Of most im- 
portance, they feel that they do have a 
choice and that sometimes they can 
have the best of both home and career 
worlds without neglecting either 
realm. Strangely enough, if there is a 
new baby boom, it may come because 
of, rather than in spite of, the women’s 
movement. 

Predicting birth rates in 
underdeveloped nations is relatively 
easy. Traditions and changes in those 
traditions play a large part. 

But in industrial nations like the 
United States, trends are not that sim- 
ple to foresee. In spite of the agonized 
studies by computers for industry, 
education and government, there are 
no sure predictions.

Questions for Secretary Schlesinger

The current gasoline shortage, and the dire warn- 
ings we're hearing about a possible heating oil shor- 
tage this winter raise some very serious questions 
— questions which I've written to Energy Secretary 
James Schlesinger about. 

Essentially I've asked our enrgy chief three 
things: 

First, why is there a shortage of crude oil here 
when there's no comparable shortage anyplace else 
in the world? Second, are the major oil companies 
deliberately withholding oil, or diverting it away 
from the United States in order to maximize their 
profits and increase pressure for price decontrols? 
And finally, why are United State refineries produc- 
ing oi] products at only 85 percent capacity, while 
there’s no comparable slowdown in production in 
the rest of the world’s refineries? 

Long lines at service stations are bad enough, but 
a shortage of home heating oil during the winter 
could become a much more serious matter. We 
must be sure that adequate heating oil supplies are 
set aside to get us through the winter. We must also 
redouble our efforts to conserve gasoline, which is 
the single best means of assuring adequate winter 
heating oil supplies! 


White collar crime costs Americans billions 
doliars each year, and yet the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA) commits only 4 
percent of its discretionary funds to stopping it! 

In a recent meeting of the full House Judiciary 


Committee, I moved successfully to add white col- 
lar crime, and public corruption crime as areas 
eligible for more LEAA funding. The amendment 
which I offered in the committee was endorsed by 
the National District Attorney's Association, the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce and the American Bar 
Association. 

White collar crime may not be as sensational as 
crime in the streets, but it picks the pockets of each 
and everyone of us.

This letter is in response to the arti- 
cle that appeared in the Dedham Beat 
column on May 9, 1979, which alleged 
that the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment was mistreating the Dedham 
Soccer Association. It is too bad that 
the young High School writer didn't 
check out the story that was given 
him by a certain adult before putting 
it into print. 

The article referred to a manhole 
cover at Barnes Memorial Park. That 
manhole cover is part of the sewer 
connector system installed some fifty 
years ago when it was a dump by the 
Metropolitan District Commission. 
The MDC didn’t have the foresight to 
see that some forty years later that 
soccer would be playing in that area. 
To remove the system from there is 
only a matter of $150,000.00. It was 
also mentioned that the field is 
covered with glass and rocks. What 
was not mentioned was that every 
organization that is issued field per- 
mits is also issued a form to record 
and recommend field improvements. 
As of this date the soccer group has 
never mentioned this. It should also 
be noted that two little league 
diamonds were removed to allow a 
soccer field to be installed. As for 
lights at Memorial Park, so that soc- 
cer can practice in the Fall evenings, 
that was planned a long time ago and 
will be in effect this year. 

Moving to Fairbanks Park, not 
Rustcraft Field, they did not mention 
that when plans were made to 
renovate the area, it called for four 
Little League fields. Soccer started to 
grow and so it was decided to take one 
baseball field away and _ install 
another soccer field. When the field 
was initially completed, it was judged 
one of the best in the State. It didn't 
take the soccer group long to make 


one end of their field look like a cow 
pasture by playing and practicing on 
it nine months of the year. The soccer 
programs request dates from March 
to November 24. The Park workers 
will be installing new sod in the worn 
out area very shortly and the field will 
be closed for about ten days to allow it 
to catch. It would have been done 
earlier but there are only two times 
during the year that sodding is recom- 
mended, now and in the Fail. 

All of the other youth programs ex- 
cept soccer have a certain season to 
play their sport, Little League 
Baseball, Pop Warner Football, Girls 
Softball, Boys Basketball, Pee Wee 
Hockey etc. Youth soccer wants to 
start in March and continue right 
through to the end of November. What 
are we supposed to do, throw the other 
teams off fields just to satisfy them? 

How easy it is to say to renovate the 
old Town Dump. After the dump was 
closed, a seven year period had to 
elapse before anything can be done. 
After that, all it takes is money for 


fill, drainage, leveling, top soil and 
seeding. This department's plans call 
for a multi purpose field that soccer, 
football, Little League, and an adult 
can use. This project is scheduled 
after all other areas in the Town are 
completed. 


Lining of fields is a problem. The 
Park Department workers are 
scheduled to be on the job five days a 
week, Monday through Friday. As 
soccer games are played on 
weekends, it would mean paying the 
workers time and a half and double 
time to do the fields for them. 


If the soccer group believe that they 
are being mistreated, imagine how 
Little League and Pop Warner feel. 
Pop Warner Football has been around 
three times as long and only has 
Barnes Memorial. Little League 
baseball lost two fields at Memorial, 
Soccer got one field there. Little 
League lost a field at Riverdale, Soc- 
cer gained one. Little League lost one 
field at Condon Park and Soccer will 


be gaining one there on the multi- 
purpose area. Little League lost one 
field at Fairbanks and Soccer gained 
one there. The total is that Little 
League lost five, gained back three, 
while soccer gained four. 


I'm sorry that this article is so long, 
but it was necessary to cover all the 
criticism placed against this depart- 
ment. Lest people forget that this 
department was instrumental in get- 
ting the soccer program started, Joe 
Freitas approached this department 
years ago seeking support. This was 
done and continued until three years 
ago when the soccer group became 
financially independent.

One woman's nightmare of abuse

You're 18, just married, and your doctor just told 
you you're going to have a baby. 

Life couldn't be more beautiful. Except this mor- 
ning you wake up sore and bruised. Your ‘wonder- 
ful’ husband beat you up last night. 

‘Pat’, now 25, has made a new life for herself. She 
still lives in Newton — yes, such things do happen in 
Newton, far more often than people may realize — 
but Pat said she never thinks about the beatings 
that made her life hell for over a year. 

The broken ribs from when he smashed the chair 
over her back, the soreness from repeated strikings 
with the kitchen broom and the bruises left behind 
from the iron he threw at her, are all healed now, all 
gone. But some scares don't heal so easily. 

“We've heard it before,"’ maybe that’s what 
you're thinking. If people have heard it before and 
this could happen to Pat, then it's time they heard it 
again. 

At 18, 19 or 20 years old, or 40 years old for that 
mnatter, wife beating has no age limit, who is emo- 
tionally equipped to handle an abusive husband? 
The police? The family? The victim? 

In Pat's case, she was left to herself. 

Why didn't she call the police? ‘I really did care 
for him, I didn’t love him, but I felt so bad for hin, I 
just couldn't call the police,"’ Pat said as she sat ina 
Newton restaurant sipping a glass of milk. 

It was a strange mix of emotions that kept attrac- 
tive, blonde-haired Pat from turning in her hus- 
band. She said she knew that deep down he wasn’t 
like this. This wild man he turned into wasn't the 
man she married. He had also threatened to kill 
himself if she called the police. 

“If he had been a drunk or a drug addict or 
something, then I could have called the police. But 


if you ever met him you'd never know that he hit 
me," Pat said. ‘‘When I would hear of a wife getting 
beaten, I never thought of me.” 

And apparently the members of her family who 
witnessed the beatings didn’t think she fell in that 
category either. . 

“Nobody wanted to get involved. My family 
wanted to stay out of it,’’ she remembered. “That 
was the weird part of it, nobody wanted to get in- 
volved."” 

Pat remembered the worst beating. She had mov- 
ed in with her mother the day she and her husband 
went to see a marriage counselor. The counselor 
suggested a separation. An hour after the session 
with the marriage counselor, Pat was lying on the 
floor with two broken ribs. 

“He picked up the chair and broke it over my 
back and my mother and aunt were right there in 
the room. I hit the ground and he started kicking 
me. Then my mother was pounding me on the back 
because I couldn't breathe, she didn’t know that 
was making it worse,” Pat said. 

That day Pat wanted to call the police. Her family 
didn’t. They didn’t want people to know. 

Even Pat's best friend at the time wouldn't come 
over to the house; she was petrified of Pat's hus- 
band. 

“If someone else had moved in with me, I would 
have felt better and maybe he (her husband) 
wouldn't have kept coming over .”’ 

The beatings finally stopped. ‘The one and only 
day Pat fought back, the day she couldn't take it 
any longer , she picked up a knife and cut her hus- 
band on the arm. Nothing serious enough to require 
stitches, but he stopped. 

Her husband began seeing a psychiatrist and 
subsequently ended up ina hospital for 3 months of 
treatment, including shock treatment. Pat visited 
him every day. They were soon divorced. 


Last year, pressures got too much for Pat. She 
was working with mentally ill patients, the bills 
were piling up, she had a new nervous breakdown, 

One month in a hospital helped her rest and get 
her thoughts together. In the meantime, however 
she had lost her 4-year-old son. . 

Her husband won temporary custody of the boy 
while she was hospitalized. Doctors did not allow 
her out to attend the hearing because they thought 
it would “upset” her. She sees him on the weekends 
and says he is happy with his father. But she misses 
him desperately. 

Pat is optimistic. She's planning a ne 
she's going to be just fine.

An offer from Burr 


To the Editor: 

We, the PTA Board of the Burr 
School, feel very positive about school 
consolidation, for as our school 
population has declined we have seen 
our resources shrink. 

Fewer children have meant a loss of 
full-time specialists and resource per- 
sonnel, a smaller number of parents 
from which to draw support for the 
school, and a narrowed range of 
classroom possibilities for placing 
children. Therefore, we welcome the 
chance to expand our resources by in- 
creasing the number of children being 
educated together. 

We strongly favor consolidation to 
Burr because of its location and 
physical plant. Burr is on a narrow 
street in a quiet residential 
neighborhood. This setting is ideal for 
a school but makes reuse for business 
and manufacturing purposes imprac- 
tical. Its distance from the village 
center and shopping area make it in- 
convenient for housing for the elderly. 

In addition, Burr's physical plant is 
an asset to the City of Newton. Con- 
structed in 1967, Burr is one of the ci- 
ty’s newest schools. It has spacious 
ground which include two baseball 
diamonds, two tennis courts and a 
playground with room to spare. Off- 
street parking and frontage for buses 
and taxis is extremely generous. 

Burr provides a large amount of 
practically designed space with 
sliding walls for maximum flexibility 
of classroom arrangement. All 
classrooms are carpeted with ac- 
coustically treated ceilings. 

Plumbing and heating are modern 
and efficient with sinks in each 
classroom. Burr's large gymnasium 
is in excellent condition and is used 
exclusively for physical education 
since we also have an equally large 
lunchroom-auditorium, Our library 
was built in the middle of the school to 
serve as a focal point for learning ac- 
tivities; and this purpose has been 
fulfilled. This large and beautiful 
room has established itself as a place 
where children from all grades meet 
and learn. 

Because Burr was built so recently, 
it is one of the few schools in the city 





























with full access for the handicapped. 
The doors and halls are wide and en- 
trance to the building is by means of a 
graded walk-way. Within the 
building, an elevator provides access 
to all levels. No area in the school is 
beyond the reach of the handicapped 
child. This lack of barriers was an im- 
portant factor in the relocation to 
Burr of the two special classes 
displaced from Hamilton School. 

Preparation for receiving these 
classes provided the impetus for the 
development of a new and unique pro- 
gram about the handicapped. 
Teacher and parent volunteers came 
together to provide third and fourth 
grade students with information 
about various handicaps such as 
blindness and deafness. The inclusion 
of handicapped people as participants 
in this program allowed the children 
to meet disabled people, often for the 
first time. 

Since the arrival of our special 
classes, these students have become 
an intregal part of the school, par- 
ticipating in the mainstream 
whenever possible. They were follow- 
ed in January by four classes from the 
Underwood School. A total of six 
classes were added to our school dur- 
ing this year, a mini— consolidation 
that was accomplished with 
friendliness as well as efficiency. 
Thus we are ready and able to 
welcone students from surrounding 
schools and extend an invitation to 
both parent and School Committee 
members to come and take a look at 
what we have to offer. 

Continued uncertainty about what 
schools will close, makes it difficult to 
build staff and community spirit. We 
would like to know what criteria will 
be used in making the decision and 
just how far planning has gone. 
Because of Burr School's excellent 
facilities we cannot countenance its 
closing without very clear and com- 
pelling explanations from the School 
Committee. The loss of Burr to the 
School Department would be a blow 
not only to neighborhood families but 
to all Newton taxpayers.

Country 
club’s value 


To the Editor: 

Public acquisition of the 81-acre 
Chestnut Hill Country Club, with its 
potential! multiple uses for golf, ten- 
nis, and winter sports, can provide the 
citizens of Newton, especially many 
of our senior residents, an important 
recreational opportunity at a time 
when long-distance travel to other 
facilities may become increasingly 
impractical. 


A chance to capture an already 
developed recreational resource like 
this one may occur once in decades, 
and if lost, will be lost for good. 


The city should do everything it can 
to respond favorably to the action its 
citizens have taken to preserve one of 
Newton's last major green spaces. 


The immediate neighbors of the 
club, at considerable monetary and 
volunteer time investment, have pro- 
duced for the city a friendly potential 
seller, agreed to be assessed a special 
betterment tax of over $300,000 to 
raise the municipal match for state 
and federal open space funds, found a 
professional golf lessee to operate and 
maintain the facilities this summer to 
prevent the course from going to seed, 
and produced a comprehensive finan- 
cial analysis indickting the city could 
operate this facility after acquisition 
by a lease arrangement at no annual 
cost. 


In response to their remarkable ef- 
fort, 1 hope the mayor and city ad- 
ministration will begin the necessary 
steps toward public acquisition of the 
club, including swift application for 
the state and federal funds needed to 
acquire the property for generations 
of Newton citizens to enjoy.

Backman decries DYS detention facility 


“The two dozen boys held in the 
state’s secure detention program at 
Taunton State Hospital are in a state 
of limbo, poorly housed and educated, 
inadequately clothed, and sometimes 
physically abused,’ according to 
state Sen. Jack Backman (D- 
Newton). 

Following a surprise visit to that 
facility last week, Backman, Senate 
Chairman of the Human Services 
Committee, indicated that he would 
press to have the ‘‘Children in Crisis” 
program closed immediately. 

“One of the supervisory staff at 
Taunton told me the program is the 
‘lousiest’ in D.Y.S.,"" said Backman. 
“For months, the Department of 
Youth Services's (D.Y.S.) central of- 
fice has promised to remove the 
children from the 137-year-old 
building. If the administration won't 
act, the Legislature must.” 

A bill to bar D.Y.S. from running 
the “Children in Crisis” program at 
Taunton was filed this year by Rep. 
Theodore Aleixo, the former Mayor of 
Taunton. The Human Services Com- 
mittee gave the proposal a favorable 
Teport, according to a statement from 
Backman's office. 

“Evidently, little education, job 
training or one-to-one counseling ever 
takes place at Taunton, even for kids 
who may be there six months or 
more,” Backman added. ‘There is 
only one academic classroom, and 
that is just seven feet by twelve feet. 
Five desks are crammed into the 
room while the instructor teaches 
with his back against the door and his 
body touching a desk. 

“In the ‘vocational training 
workshop' detainees sand down fur- 
niture belonging to the staff in return 
for a pack of cigarettes an hour. The 
boys complain that when they put in 
two hours, they are told they only 
worked one,"” Backman continued. 

“The entire outdoor recreation 
space for two dozen active teenagers 
is a tiny playground about ninety feet

Crisis, Inc., (C.1.C,) which supposed- ©’ 
ly runs the program. In fact, C.L.C. is 
nothing more than a corporate shell 
used to funnel . Department of Youth 
Services money, Apparently, the 
president of C.I.C. has visited Taun- + 
ton only once in the last two years. 
The staff has never seen any of the 
other directors on the premises,” ac- 
cording to Backman. 

“T cannot imagine how anyone who 
professes concern for children in the 
state's institutions could allow this 
program to remain open,"’ concluded

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Businessmen stop 
Union St. changes 


Union Street will go back almost to 
its former self beginning this week. 


The Traffic Commission Tuesday 
acceded to Union Street 
businessmen's wishes and rescinded 
its earlier vote to continue the angle 
parking and most of the other plans to 
change Union Street. 


There will be a 45-day trial of 
metered parallel parking on both 
sides of the street, a widening of the 
gap between two juts into the street 
designed to hold trees, and a widening 
of the eastern end of Union Street 
where it joins Langley Road. 


According to Traffic Planner David 
Tannozzini, the width of the street bet- 
ween the two juts will be 26 feet. 
Businessmen had objected to the nar- 
rowing because of the fear that 
emergency vehicles would not be able 
to get through. 


There will be one area on the north 
side of Union Street designated as a 
loading zone. 


The improvemenof Union Street 
was underway la! month when 
business people on te street asked 
the city to reconsider's plans. 


The project is beingunded federal- 
ly under the nationa Public Works 
Act with money awarad to Newton in 
1977. 


James Waters, a lwyer with of- 
fices in Newton Centr Square, at a 
meeting of angry ind worried 
business proprietors Id week, called 
the four related projets in or near 
Newton Centre Square ‘‘a criminal 
waste of federal money:hat should be 
going to Roxbury and Teveland.”’ 


The businessmen jired a traffic 
consultant, who vrotea report sharp- 
ly critical of angle parking and the 
plan to have the ingle parking on the 
south side of tht stret, not on the 
store side. 


The businessnen ad voted last 
week to seek an hjuncton against the 
city to prevent if continuing with the 
changes on UniorStreet. 


Beacon-Centre street 
improvement project loses 


Improvement of the intersection of 
Beacon and Centre streets, Newton 
Centre, was voted down 15-7 Monday 
night by the Board of Aldermen, but 
may be reconsidered at its next 
meeting. 

The matter was “chartered” at the 
last meeting of the Board by Ald. 
Ethel Sheehan. To ‘‘charter” is to 
raise a “charter objection,” which 
postpones a vote until the next Board 
meeting. 

The change in the intersection was 
primarily one of signalization and in- 
stallation of cobblestone sections of 
road surface to channelize traffic’ ac- 
cording to Sheehan. 

Businesses in Newton Centre oppos- 
ed the changes because they would 
result in the loss of some parking 
spaces on Centre and on Beacon 
streets. 


Representatives of the businesses 
also did not want traffic going faster 
through Newton Centre. 


Estimated coat is $80,000, to be paid 
for by the federal government’s Ur- 
ban Systems program, successor to 
TOPICS.

Justice and Delinquency Prevention. 
lhe panel oversees a budget of some $21 
inillion including $10 million in federal 
riminal block grants distributed at the 
discretion of the committee. 

At the swearing in ceremony, King 

told members that ‘‘no other social pro- 

cm has a greater collective impact on 
our society socially, economically and 


psychologically” than crime. 

he Committee on Criminal 
Justice,” he continued, “will work 
towards reducing crime and improving 
the criminal Justice system in the Com- 
monwealth."" 

Chief Quinn, who begins his sixth year 
on the Council, said his main priority for 
the federal money has in the past, and 
will continue in the future, to be com- 
munications, He cited the establishment 
of the Greater Boston Police Council, 
which includes some 24 communities in- 
side the Rte 128 loop, as one example of 
benefits from better communication bet- 
ween departments. 


The Boston Area Police Emergency 
Radio Network (BAPERN) is one such 
communication project made possible 
by LEAA grants distributed by the Com- 
mission on Criminal Justice. The 
BAPERN system links up 24 com- 
munities and the Metropolitan District 
Commission and Massachusetts Bay 
Transit Authority for direct contact in 
cases where pursuit of a criminal leads 
police across city lines.

Fast action by other represe 
tatives caught the bill in time for 
reconsideration vote Monday. 


It was before this vote that Rep. Alfre 
Almeida of Plymouth dropped his pan 
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reportedly to show his disapproval f« 
the Speaker's action last week. 


The bottle bill passed on . Monday 
reconsideration vote by an 87 to ¢ 
margin. Newton Reps. David Mofensc 
and David Cohen voted in favor of tl 
legislation which would require deposi 
on almOst all soft drink beverage coi 
tainers. 


Rep. Joseph DeNucci (D-Newtor 
voted against the measure. 


In other action on Beacon Hill, 2 
three of Newton's representatives vote 
in favor of a bill which would prohit 
discrimination in public employment ¢ 
the basis of sexual preference. The bi 
which was co-sponsored by Cohen, w: 
passed by a vote of 77 to 73 in the Hou: 
Tuesday. 
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Quinn said he also hopes to use the 
federal money for exploring new ideas 
for better utilizing existing patrols 
within police departments. 

Rep. DeNucci said last week that addi- 
tional duties of the committee include 
advising the governor on all phases of 
the adult and juvenile systems of law en- 
forcement and criminal justice, design 
and conduct programs to reduce crime 
and devise and monitor programs to pre- 
vent or reduce juvenile deliquency. 


This last area is the area of most con- 
cern to DeNucciand he has been assign- 
ed to the committee's Juvenile Justice 
Task Force. 

“I've long been concerned with 
youngsters in trouble,"’ DeNucci said. 

“It's important that we make a real ef- 
fort to develop programs to prevent or at 
least reduce juvenile delinquency." 

The Newton representative said he 
would like to concentrate most of his 
committee work and money on pro- 
grams to help kids in trouble before they 
become ‘‘hardened criminals." 


2 parts OK 
in Newton 
planning 


NEWTON — Two segments of the 
comprehensive plan were approved 
by the Board of Aldermen this week 
that will set goals for future housing 
and land use in the city. 

Housing goals include maintain- 
ing a more diverse housing stock, 
promoting safe housing and the 
upkeep of existing housing stock, f 
and the preservation and residential 
reuse of existing housing. 

Other goals point to adequate 
housing and equal housing op- 
portunity, and attempt to strike a 
balance between housing, popula- 
tion change, public services and 
facilities. 
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Spezzano farm housing 
stalled by wetland ruling

Spezzano Farm in Chestnut Hill has 
been judged to be a wetland by the 
Newton Conservation Commission, 
which indicated last week that a sub- 
division plan as filed may not be ac- 
ceptable. 

Developer David Zussman, head of 
Florence Development, filed a sub- 
division plan for 46 two-family houses 
on the 15.4-acre property after the 
Board of Aldermen in March denied 
his petition to build 86 townhouses in 
16 buildings. 

Helen Heyn, executive secretary of 
the commission, dropped the bomb- 
shell toward the end of a sparsely at- 
tended public hearing of the Board of 
Survey. 

Zussman immediately said through 
his lawyer, Saul Feldman, that he 
would challenge the commission's in- 
terpretation of the Wetlands Protec- 
tion Act. 

Mrs. Heyn cited a provision of the 
law that puts ‘‘very poorly drained 
and poorly drained” land under con- 
trol of the Conservation Commission. 
The area is so designated on govern- 
ment maps, she said, and was never 
officially designated as wetland 
because the land was at the time be- 
ing actively farmed. 

Even if the whole farm is not under 
control of the Conservation Commis- 
sion, the muck and peat areas of it are 
under commission control, Mrs. Heyn 
suggested. 

But, she added, ‘The Conservation 
Commission has control over the 
whole site, I would say."’ 

Zussman said the challenge would 
be based on test borings of the site 
already made by Barnes Engineer- 
ing. 

Mrs. Heyn's opinion that the land 
“lends itself ‘‘better to cluster 
development than to a subdivision” 
was reinforced by commission 
member Richard Staley, who com- 
mented that ‘something other than 
what is proposed would be more 
suitable.” 

The earlier part of the hearing was 
taken up by statements from Jack 


Arovas of 159 Florence St,, who said 
he represented some 40 residents of 
Florence Street, Louise Road, Dudley 
Road and Tanglewood Road, called 
the Chestnut Hill Watchdog Commit- 
tee. 

“We are trying to be constructive 
now. We said we wanted two-family 
houses (not townhouses), but we want 
to have quality two-families,"” Arovas 
said. Board of Survey Chairman 
Margaret Smith pointed out that there 
is no control over design of the houses. 

Moving on to access to and egress 
from the site, Arovas ventured that as 
a practical matter there will probably 
have to be a street off Louise Road, 
and the neighbors would like to be 
consulted on its location. The en- 
trance is now planned to be from 
Florence Street. 

Arovas said the neighborhood is 
concerned about drainage of surface 
waters and whether Hahn Brook will 
flood as a result of the new construc- 
tion. . 

Joseph Bodio of Barnes Engineer- 
ing gave a one-word answer, ‘‘No."* 

The Board of Aldermen denied the 
townbouse petition 19-4 principally 
because it did not see any need for 
more townhouse type of housing, the 
open space saved by clustering the 
townhouses would not go to the city, 
and there would be no low-income 
housing provided. 

Ald. Terry Morris argued for the 
townhouse proposal on the grounds 
that the Board of Aldermen could re- 
tain some design control with 
townhouses and he did not think the 
city would benefit from any more sub- 
divisions, given the scarcity of land in 
Newton. 

The Board of Survey will meet 
again on the subdivision plan May 30. 
It cannot refuse to grant approval of a 
subdivision if all technical re- 
quirements for utilities, streets, 
drainage, fire access and so on are 
met. 

If the Conservation Commission is 
correct in its assessment of the pro- 
perty, it may withhold approval and 
prevent the project's going forward. 


Mofenson bill works to keep 
brothers, sisters together 


A bill providing that children from 
the same home nay not be separated 
when placed in a foster care home 
received initial approval in the House 
of Representatives last week. 

The legislation had previously been 
reported out of Rep. David Mofen- 
son’s (D-Newton) Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly Affairs. 
This bill is part of a package of child 
care legislation reported out 
favorable by the Human Services 
Committee and includes two bills filed 
by Newton Reps. Mofenson and David 
Cohen. 

“This bill establishes a presump- 
tion in favor of keeping families 
together rather than breaking them 
apart,"’ Mofenson said. ‘It is a great 
trauma for children to be removed 
from their parents. Separating 
children from their brothers and 
sisters unnecessarily only compounds 
the problem. It should only be done in 
emergency situations. Children need 
the companionship and _ security 
which comes from kinship. We should 
try to do all we can to help primary 
family units stay together.”” 

The bill provides that whenever the 
Department of Public Welfare ac- 
cepts children for foster care who are 
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residing in the same home and are 
related by blood or adoption or have 
the same guardian, they must be plac- 
ed together in the foster home. 

If the social worker of the children 
believes it is in the best interest of the 
children that one or more members 
be separated, the social worker is re- 
quired to request approval for such 
separation from the Commissioner of 
the Welfare Department, in writing. 
The Commissioner must then accept, 
modify, or reject the request in 
writing within two weeks of the 
receipt of the request. The social 
worker, upon receipt of the findings of 
the Commissioner, can implement 
any separation which may be approv- 
ed by the Commissioner within three 
days. 

There’s a special arrangement for 
separations in emergency situations 
for not more than 72 hours. 

“Even in emergency situations,” 
Mofenson said, “it would be the goal 
of the Department to reunite any 
separated children. Furthermore, the 
Department would be required to con- 
duct a case review of separated 
children at least every six months and 
if circumstances warrant, the 
children could be reunited sooner."’ 
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State says ease off 
on those ticket-tows 


Out-of-state cars may not be towed 
away just because there are overdue 
traffic tickets, the state Department 
of Public Works has told Newton's 
Traffic Commission. Police may tow 
all cars out of marked tow zones. 

The police have been towing cars 
away when the cars are found to have 
five or more long-unpaid tickets. 

And the towing procedure itself has 
come under fire from the state DPW, 
which says that Newton may not 
charge more than the amount — cur- 
rently $12 — set by the state Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities. Newton or- 
dinances allow towing charges up to 
$25, but the matter has been in dispute 
with the DPU for some time. 

Traffic Planner David Tannozzini 
said after the Tuesday Traffic Com- 
mission meeting that the police are 
very concerned about the rulings of 
the state. 

The Traffic Commission has not 
acted on the request for amendments 
to Newton traffic laws. It has little 
choice except to agree and then for- 
ward them to the aldermanic Public 
Safety & Transportation Committee. 


The PST Committee may take issue 
with the state’s requests. 

Much of the towing of out-of-state 
cars is done in the Boston College 
area. Generally police do not tow 
Massachusetts cars for unpaid 
tickets, since they can locate the 
owner and collect the tickets through 
the courts. 


Another city ordinance that has to 
be changed, the DPW says, sets the 
maximum penalty for a traffic viola- 
tion at $50. The state says it should not 
exceed $20, which is the practice 
statewide. 


The last amendment requested by 
the state would not allow ticketing of 
vehicles on city property such as 
schools and playgrounds not under 
the control of the Board of Aldermen. 
Such land is not a ‘public way,” the 
DPW said, and according to Tan- 
nozzini cannot be covered by all- 
purpose ‘no parking” signs. The 
signs should identify the department 
in control of the land, and a complaint 
to the police must be made by that 
agency, Tannozzini said. 


Drinan pushes to end 
college aid restriction 


“Why should those families who 
worked to buy their homes twenty 
years ago be penalized now when 
their children are going off to col- 
lege?” 

That is the question Cong. Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Mass) asked the Subcom- 
mittee on Post-secondary Education 
last week as he pushed for passage of 
his bill which would remove the inclu- 
sion of current home value in com- 
puting a student's eligibility for a 
Basic Educational Opportunity Grant 
(B.E.0.G.). 

“In my view, if he the program is to 
insure that all students seeking grants 
will be treated in a uniform and fair 
manner, home value should be taken 
out of the assets test,’’ Drinan told the 
subcommittee. 

A statement issued from the con- 
gressman’s office said Drinan told the 
subcommittee that the B.E.0.G. 
eligibility formula discriminates 
against students on the basis of where 
they live. ; 

“For example, two students with 
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identical financial backgrounds could 
be treated differently based on home 
value, even though their homes are 
similar,” Drinan explained. ‘Within 
my own Congressional district a home 
valued at $34,000 in Fitchburg might 
well sell for $50,000 in Newton.” 

Drinan pointed out that while home 
values have shot up nationwide, those 
who own those homes are often low 
and middle income families without 
financial resources to pay today's 
soaring tuition costs. 

“A home is a necessary and nonli- 
quid asset. Unlike stocks, bonds and 
other investments, it is not a source of 
supplementary income to a family,” 
Drinan continued. 

Drinan cited as study by the 
Carnegie Council on Policy Studies 
which specifically called for elimina- 
tion of home value considerations 
from the B.E.0.G. program. He also 
noted a precedent for such action in 








the 1976 Congressional removal of| 


home value in the Supplemental 
Security Income Program. 
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Pilot program applies village concept to school

One hundred students and six 
teachers at Newton North High School 
will participate next year in a pilot 
program which is intended to in- 
crease personal contact among 
students and teachers and to promote 
interdisciplinary curriculum coor- 
dination. 

The “Village Project” developed by 
social studies teacher Henry Bolter 
and English teacher Barbara 
Streibert aims at creating a smaller, 
more personal educational unit than 
the high school’s houses, which have 
around 450 students each. 

Students in the program will spend 
the first half of their day in the 
village, four rooms along one cor- 
ridor, where they will study English, 
mathematics and social studies, 
courses which allow the teacher to 
move from room to room. 

This leaves the seccnd half of the 
day free for courses like science or art 
which require special rooms or equip- 
ment. 

Teachers in the village will each 
teach two out of the three class 
periods from 8:15 to 11:15 a.m. and 
during the third will be free to meet 
with students or consult with other 
teachers who have students in com- 
mon with them. 
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The Village Project was first 
discussed at a meeting last fall of the 
i985 Committee, a long-range plann- 
ing committee appointed by Principal 
Richard Mechem. 

S'reibet said that one of the con- 
cers uf ‘he committee was the im- 
personal nature of the large high 
school and the fragmentation among 
the faculty. 

“We have excellent courses at 
Newton North, but everyone is 
teaching in isolation,” Streibert said. 
“The six teachers who teach a given 
student may never sit down and 
discuss that student. When material 
can be coordinated it makes a more 
meaningful learning experience for 
the student.” 

Teachers in the village, who will 
have students in common, will be bet- 
ter able to identify a student's 
strengths and weaknesses. 

“If a student is having problems 
writing for me in English,” Streibert 
said, ‘“‘he’s probably having trouble in 
social studies too." 

Since the students are in the village 
for a solid block of time in the morn- 
ing, the village teachers will have 
more flexibility in scheduling per- 
formances and presentations which 
are greater than 50 minutes in length. 

The village is also seen as a better 
disciplinary unit than the house, 





because of the personal contact there. 

“Tf you feel your you're not known 
you're more likely to act out or com- 
mit an act of vandalism than if you're 
known," Streibert said. 


She says many capable students ap- 
proach the high school as they would 
an educational supermarket. 

“They come and shop for what they 
want and leave with little thought for

what they could or should give in 
return,” 

“We feel in many ways Newton 
North is like a city,” Streibert said. 
“When you live in a city you don't feel 
you belong to the city unless you have 
belong to a neighborhood. You can on- 
ly relate to a limited number of peo- 
ple. You can’t relate to the whole city. 
You look to the neighborhood for iden- 
tity and a sense of community.”

prove the facades and signs on the 12 
Newton Corner buildings with major 
deterioration, Dowds said. While 
federal community development 
funds would subsidize some of these 
improvements, store and building 
owners would have to make financial 
investments. Despite the estimated 
cost, the commercial area people are 
still interested, Dowds said. 

While the business people fee! the 
overall deterioration does warrant 
improvements, they back away from 
making the commercial area a 
historic district, such as was done in 
Salem, Dowds said. They feel also un- 
comfortable with novelty architec- 
ture, antique signs, and funny awn- 
ing, he added.

It's smart to have something ready 
to serve at a moment's notice with 
youngsters at home and vacationing 
guests and relatives apt to drop in 
almost any time. That something 
could be a delightfully seasoned dip or 
two ready in the refrigerator. 


They need only be pulled out and set 
on a tray with an assortment of chill- 
ed fresh fruits of the season, raw 
vegetables, crackers or chips. 


Lighter dips rather than heavy ones 
are the Ideal snack for warm weather 
eating. Both of the dips given here 
have a dairy sour cream base. That 
gives them a tangy, sparkling taste as 
well as the creaminess for a good dip- 
ping consistency, without having to 
wait for a warm-up to room 
temperature. 


It's easy to season dairy sour cream 
with lemon juice, then add several 
complementary spices such as curry, 
mustard, ginger and garlic salt. 


That's all there is in the East Indian 
Dip except for a bit of salt. 


For a dip that has a little more 
substance, use a favorite shellfish 
such as shrimp, from a can, rinsing 
and draining it on paper towels. Cut- 
up shrimp and chili sauce give dairy 
sour cream a lovely coral color while 
lemon juice, horseradish and a dash 
of hot pepper sauce spike its mild 
flavor. 


Both dips need several hours to 
blend their flavors, so don’t hesitate 
making them in advance to mellow 
and chill.

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Ombudgman program to start 
in Newton nursing home 


Cooperative Metropolitan 
Ministries (CMM) was recently 
awarded a $15,000 grant from the 
Committee of the Permanent Charity 
Fund to establish a nursing home om- 
budsman program over a two-year 
period. 

The money will be used to establish 
a separate organization with com- 
plete responsibility for operating the 
ombudsman program. The new agen- 
cy, to be named the West Suburban 
Ministries, will be located in the 
Newton Corner Baptist Chapel, 187 
Church St. 

The goal8 of the new agency, ac-

The West Suburban Ministries will 
be responsible for ombudsman pro- 
grams in the communities of Newton, 
Needham, Wellesley, Weston, Water- 
town, Waltham, Belmont and 
Brookline. 

The program is currently operating 
in Needham, Wellesley and Weston 
and plans to begin immediate opera- 
tion in Newton. Service for the re- 
maining communities will be added in 
the coming summer months.

No mess, no fuss, no batteries - 


it’s the perfect chil

On damp, dreary, indoor days, even 
the most conscientious parent longs to 
yell, ‘‘Help!"’ and fantasizes about the 
perfect plaything. 

It would keep all types of children of 
all ages amused for extended periods 
of time, and adults would find it equal- 
ly enjoyable. There would be no 
separate pieces to lose and no mess to 
clean up when playtime was over. 

It would be free and would require 
no batteries. It would stimulate the 
child’s imagination, while, at the 
same time, improve his intellectual 
skills. 

Actually, such a marvel already ex- 
ists: a children’s book. 

Read to them 

Studies have proven that the best 
preparation for reading is to read to 
them. Through listening to stories 
that parents can give children and 
looking at picture books with adults, 
children develop skills needed for 
reading. For example, they learn that 
in our culture we read books from 
front to back, from top to bottom of 
Pages, and from left to right. 

More importantly, however, as they 
discover the delights to be found in 
books, children are developing the 
most basic prerequisite for reading: 
the desire to read. 

As soon as your child is more in- 
terested in looking at the pictures 
than in chewing the pages, you can 
begin. Many children are book lovers 
by the age of 1. 

There are many books printed on 
sturdy cardboard pages for the 
youngest children. ‘‘Pat, The Bunny” 
by Dorothy Kunhardt is an “‘oldie, but 
a goodie"’ of this type. Random House 
publishes a variety of these first 
books. ‘‘Nursery Rhymes” illustrated 
by Eloise Wilkin and ‘Baby Animals” 
illustrated by Harry McNaught are 
two of these. 

Picture books 

Simple picture books are the next 
step. 

“Goodnight Moon” by Margaret 
Wise Brown is an old favorite for 2- 
year-olds. Hans Rey’s books with 
flip— open pictures are also popular. 

“Anybody At Home?” is one of these 
available in a paperback version. 

Choosing suitable books for 
children is not the serious, com- 
plicated matter many parent fear. My 
definition of a ‘‘good”’ book is one that 
elicits the response ‘‘read it again!” 
from a child. An extra-special book is 
one that you, too, would like to read 
twice. 

I really don’t think there are many, 
if any, ‘“‘bad” books for children. 
There are, however, many mediocre 
ones. Fortunately, children have the 
common sense to know that a well 
written and well illustrated book is

more enjoyable than a poorly written 
and poorly illustrated one. 

Choosing children’s books is one 
area where quantity is the route of 
quality. The more you and your 
youngster read together, the more 
discriminating you both will become. 

Weekly visits 

Make a trip to your local library a 
weekly outing for your family. Even 
2-year-olds can enjoy short visits. 
Taste in books is very subjective, and 
only you and your child can decide 
which books will be your favorites. 
Fortunately, there is something for 
everyone among the several thousand 
books for children produced each 
year. 

Don't forget to took, too, for the 
books you loved as a child. ‘Curious 
George” by Hans Rey and other 
perennial favorites are just as charm- 
ing today. 

Certainly the illustrations are the 
first attraction a book holds for a 
child. A great diversity exists from 
photographs (such as Tana Hoban's 
“Look Again” )to semi-abstract draw- 
ings, to satisfy personal preferences. 
Contemporary illustrators of 
children’s books display great 
creativity (Eric Carle in ‘The 
Grouchy Ladybug’’), beauty (Susan 
Jeffers in ‘‘Close Your Eyes"), and 
wit and whimsy (John Goodall in 
“Naughty Nancy”). 

Some illustrators create such detail 
that their books can be pored over 
again and again. Hilary Knight's 
“Where's Wallace?” is this sort of 
book. A growing number of books 
have no words at all. Mercer Mayer's 
“Frog Goes to Dinner,” for example, 
is a delightful wordless adventure. 

Some other illustrators you may en- 
joy are: Don Freeman, ‘Corduroy ;”’ 
Jack Kent, ‘Mrs. Mooley;"’ Tomi 
dePaola,”’ Charlie Needs A Cloak;” 
Peter Spier, ‘‘Noah’s Ark;"' and Gene 
Zion, ‘‘Harry, The Dirty Dog.” 

T have only listed one book for each 
illustrator, but each of these fine ar- 
tists has produced many captivating 
books. 

Real concerns 

Children’s books vary in content as 
well. You can find books which reflect 
concerns your child may be experien- 
cing; for example, ‘‘Moving” by Wen- 
dy Watson, ‘‘Danny And His Thumb” 
by Kathryn Ernst, or ‘‘Peggy’s New 
Brother" by Eleanor Schick. 

You can learn fascinating facts by 
exploring the non-fiction section of 
your library's children’s collection. 
Books can match your mood, as in 
Judith Viorst's ‘Alexander And The 
Terrible, Horrible, No Good, Very 
Bad Day,” or you can just share the 
giggles generated by books like Ron 
and Judi Barrett's ‘‘Animals Should 
Definitely NOT Wear Clothing.”’ The

Region lacks 
legal tools 
for energy 


PROVIDENCE, R.1. (UPI) — New England's six 
attorneys peneral say the region lacks the legal 
tools to ensure that it gets adequate fuel to meet 
energy needs 

They proposed federal legislation Monday to give 
a single agency in each state subpoena power to col- 
lect energy data from the federal government and 
energy suppliers. 

Their report was forwarded to the New England 
Regional Commission. The governors asked last 
month for a review of legal options dealing with in- 
adequate state access to energy supply informa- 
tion, 

Rhode Island Gov. J. Joseph Garrahy, NERCOM 
chairman who released the report, said such 
legislation “could be an important tool to bring 
credibility to the energy decision-making process. 

“We must have reliable data regarding all levels 
of the oil industry, from the large companies to the 
regional and retail outlets in order to meet our 
energy responsibilities," he said. 

The attorneys general said “the states presently 
lack the legal tools necessary to ensure that New 
England can continue to have its energy needs met 
through an adequate supply of petroleum products 
at reasonable costs.” 

The authority for such data collection would be 
best implemented by Congress but it could also be 
delegated throuh the president, the report said. 

“Access to information would be buttressed by 
subpoena power and the accuracy of all energy in- 
formation would be verifiable by on-site inspec- 
tion,’’ said Rhode Island Attorney General Dennis 
J. Roberts II 

Roberts said the attorneys general also agreed 
that attempts be made at the state level to require 
full disclosure of energy information by suppliers. 

Proposals have been introduced in Maine and 
New Hampshire seeking that data. The attorneys 
general said similar authority could be enacted 
through regulation in other states. 

They also recommended that each state seek 
federal authority to enforce retail gasoline price 
ceilings and implement gasoline allocation plans 
witha consistent regional approach. 

The recommendations stemmed from an April 24 
Boston meeting of the attorneys general. 


Unused gadgets 
can help save 


HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) — People in search of 
gadgets to help them pinpoint energy loss or 
diagnose automotive ailments had a field day at the 
federal government's expense. 

Nearly 600 people attended a technological 
bazaar Monday aimed at finding new uses for 
gadgets which cost taxpayers millions of dollars to 
develop, said an aide to Rep. Christopher Dodd, D- 
Conn,, the event sponsor. 

The exhibit gave state and local governments fac- 
ed with energy problems — and private companies 
without money for research — the chance to find 
solutions among products now gathering dust on 
federal shelves. 

Recently, an Oregon food company gobbled up 
the Navy's experimental freeze dried foods such as 
beef strogunoff and chicken pie, and marketed 
them for commercial use after making some 
modifications. 

And when Dupont Chemical Corp. developed a 
materia! for heavy-duty tires, the substance was 
converted to a bullet proof vest that was worn by 
former president Gerald Ford. 

An infrared thermograph is being made available 
to any public agency that wants to know where its 
buildings are leaking heat or cool air from air 
conditioning. 

The camera, which registers white for heat and 
black for cold, was developed by the Army to detect 
the enemy at night in Vietnam, It was adapted by 
the Army Corps of Engineers Cold Regions 
Research and Engineering Laboratory in Hanover, 
N.H., to detect energy waste. 
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residents plan to temporarily 
evacuate thelr homes as the nation’s 
largest insecticide spray program 
begins to fight the pesky spruce bud- 
worm this month.

Beth Israel needs volunteers 
for cold sore treatment study 


Beth Israel Hospital is seeking peo- 
ple who have recurrent cold sores on 
their lips or mouths (Herpes Simplex 
labialis! to participate in the clinical 
study of anew medication, acyclovir. 

An estimated 10 percent of the 
population have suffered from facial 
herpes, and there has been no treat- 
ment available which has been pro- 
ven effective. 

Volunteers participating in the 
double-blind study will be required to 
apply a topical! ointment to the sore 
four times daily for five days. They 
will have to come to the hospital as 
soon as the sore appears and return 
for follow-up visits for the first three 
consecutive days and on several days 
thereafter until the lesion heals. 

Individuals will be excluded from 
the study if they are: those under 18 
years old. females who are pregnant 


or of childbearing ageand not pro- 
tected from conception by oral con- 
traceptives, IUD’s, or tibal ligation; 
under previous treatmett for the cold 
sore, allergic to the new medication, 
other topical ointmentsor anti-viral 
drugs; suffering from te cold sore 
for more than 24 hours taking im- 
munosuppressive drugs sr suffering 
from a serious medical diorder. 

The study involves the jepartment 
of infectious diseases, ermatology 
and oncology at Beth Isrel Hospital 
and the University of Utai College of 
Medicine.

Senior Outreach report 


The Department of Human Services 
has issued an interim report on the ac- 
tivities of its Senior Citizen Outreach 
Worker Program.

Driven by winds that can exceed 200 
mph, they pack a deadly wallop of 
tidal waves, tornadoes, and torrential 
rains. Devastation caused by the 
storms can run into the hundreds of 
millions of dollars. The toll of dead 
and injured is usually heavy. 

The next six months—from June to 
November— are officially designated 
as hurricane season. The nation’s 
primary volunteer disaster relief 
agency, the American Red Cross, will 
spend this period in a high state of 
readiness. 

While the National Weather Service 
tries to give at least 12 daylight hours 
warning before a coastal area is hit, 
hurricanes are erratic; pinpointing 
time and landfall is almost impossi- 
ble. 

Precautions can be taken by those 
in threatened areas, says the Newton 
Red Cross. 

Recommended are: 

Have a supply of canned and other 
type of foods not requiring cooking. 

Keep battery-powered equipment 
workable, including radios and 
flashlights. Have candles available. 

Tie down mobile homes to reduce 
damage. Remember: They are not 
safe as shelters. 

Boards, tools and other supplies 
should be ready to secure windows, 
doors, etc. 

Evacuate low-lying areas. Get 
away from beaches and areas likely 
to be swept by hurricane tidal surges 
and high winds. Leave early to avoid 
being trapped in traffic jams or by 
rising waters. Hurricanes moving in- 
land can cause severe flooding. Stay 
away from river banks and streams. 

Take important papers and such 
things as prescriptions, eyeglasses, 
foods for special diets, a change of 
clothing, and toys or books for the 
children. 

Board up windows or protect them 
with shutters or tape. 

Collect drinking water in bottles, 
pots or clean bath tubs,

possible setting to preserve food for 
as long as possible in case of power 
failure. 

Fill the gasoline tank of your car. 

Remain indoors during the hur- 
ricane, preferably in a brick or con- 
crete building. Stay away from win- 
dows, 

Tie down or otherwise secure out- 
door objects such as garden furniture, 
awnings, tools and trash cans. 

Stay tuned to Weather Service ad- 
visories newton...hurricanes...4 to 
monitor the storm's position and the 
possibility of tornadoes, which are 
often spawned by hurricanes. Don't 
be fooled by the lull in the storm as the 
eye passes. Stay close to shelter 


because the fury of the wind will 
return.

Big names pass Longwood by

BOSTON (UPI) — “Not every 
movie,” observed Ed Hickey, ‘‘has a 
Robert Redford in it.” 

And, Hickey knows, not every ten- 
nis tournament has a Jimmy Connors 
and a Bjorn Borg. Especially, the U.S. 
Pro Tennis tournament played an- 
nually at the Longwood Cricket Club. 

Hickey, the publicity director of this 
year's annual racket outing at 
Longwood, is again faced with two 
tough obstacles in his battle to bring 
quality players to Brookline. The pro- 
blems are interrelated; the time the 
event is held and the surface on which 
itis played. 

The tournament again this year 
will be played on clay. The tourna- 
ment again this year will be held the 
week before the U.S. Open. 

The U.S. Open is played on a fast 
surface. Clay is a slow surface. 

To the average hacker, the surface 
difference may not seem all that 
great. To the tennis professional, the 
difference is enormous. 

It is why Connors, Borg, Vitas 
Gerulaitis, Guillermo Vilas and, 
maybe, John McEnroe, will skip the 
Longwood event to prep themselves 
for the more prestigious U.S. Open. 

And, even though Connors, Borg et 
al play well on clay — and win on clay 
— the tournament is the week before 
the Open. They would rather spend 
their time practicing on the same 
faster surface they will face at 
Flushing Meadow. 

But Longwood does have one 
feather in its cap, and it may be a big 
one when August rolls around. The 
tournament has Grand Prix status, 
meaning the winner and other high 
finishers will accumulate Grand Prix 
points. 

At the end of the year, players are 
awarded bonuses based on the 
number of points they have amassed. 
Some of the bonuses are in the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. And the 
top eight are invited to a final shoot- 
out with megabucks involved for all 
concerned. 

So what Longwood may gain is a 
player who is trying to force his way 
into the top eight and needs the Grand 
Prix points. Hickey is banking on that 
player choosing Longwood over Cin- 
cinnati or Atlanta, the two hard-court 
tournaments being held the same 
week. 

But Hickey acknowledges the battle 


with the Association of Tennis Profes- 
sionals over whether Longwood or 
Cincinnati would gain Grand Prix 
status has been difficult. 

“The confusion has played havoc 
with drawing a field so far. A lot 
depends on how quickly things settle 
down. I know this — the top clay court 
players are going to be there,” Hickey 
said. 

What Hickey means is that some of 
the top clay court players are going to 
be there. Borg and Vilas are probably 
the top two clay court specialists in 
the world and Connors has a few U.S. 
Clay Court titles to point to. The rest 
of the elite are also accomplished clay 
court players. 

There will be Eddie Dibbs and 


Harold Solomon and some top Euro- 
peans, who like the clay court sur- 
face. There may even be Manuel 
Orantes, the two-time defending 
champ, but his agent is Donald Dell 
and Dell is Mr. ATP. 

Longwood is not closing its eyes and 
saying to hell with the rest of the ten- 
nis world. The tournament committee 
tried to switch dates with the 
Louisville tournament in July. That 
fell through, but they're working on 
the same possible switch for next 
year. 

And there's also the chance an ex- 
tra week may open up next year bet- 
ween Wimbledon and the Open. And 
Longwood officials are playing close 
attention to that.

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Don't let repair bills wipe out savings on self-service gas 


DETROIT (UPI) — 
With gasoline prices 
soaring, millions of 
motorists are finding 
they can save a penny or 
two per gallon by pump- 
ing their own gas at cut- 
rate self-service sta- 
tions in the United 
States. 

But their savings 
could be wiped out by 
huge repair bills if 
regular maintenance, 
normally performed by 
service station atten- 
dants, is neglected. 

The Automotive In- 
formation Council 
recently reported on a 
survey by the operator 
of a Los Angeles service 
station who checked the 
cars of 100 customers 
who pumped their own 
fuel. 

He found 56 of the cars 
were at least a quart low 
on oil, 34 needed 
radiator coolant, 33 had 
low pressure in at least 
one tire, 29 needed 
power steering fluid, 28 
were low on brake fluid 
and 27 needed battery 
water. 

“All of these items are 
so easy to check and so 
inexpensive to remedy 
that a motorist is being 
unwise to neglect 
them," the AIC said. 

Here are some 
maintenance hints if 
you are pumping your 
own gas: 


—Check the 
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crankcase oil frequent- 
ly. Once a week is not 
too often, especially if 
you drive many miles. 
The proper level is in- 
dicated on the dipstick, 
which is readily visible 
and accessible on most 
cars. (Check your 
owner's manual for ex- 
act location. Also, follow 
the manual’s recom- 
mendation for frequen- 
cy of oil changes. ) 

—Check the water 
level in the radiator 
every two or three 
weeks. If the cooling ele- 
ment is visible, add 
water until it is covered. 
Anti-freeze and summer 
coolant also should be 
used. An inexpensive 
gauge can be used to 
check for the proper 
amounts of those 
additives. 

—Proper air pressure 
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in tires helps prevent 
premature tire wear 
and can improve fuel 
economy. This can be 
checked with an. inex- 
pensive pencil-like 
gauge. Once every two 
or three weeks should be 
sufficient. 

—Power steering and 
automatic transmission 
fluids should be checked 
at least once a month. 
Like checking the oil, 
this is done with 
dipsticks calibrated to 
show proper levels. 
Again, check the 
owner's manual for 
locations.

For more than 18 years the Bluenose was the fastest schooner on the Atlantic 


Biuenose: 


Part of Nova Scotia Folklore 


By John Prince 

From the day she was launched at the Smith & 
Rhuland yard in Lunenburg, Nova Scotia, in 1921, 
the schooner Bluenose was destined to make 
history. For more than 18 years she was the fastest 
schooner on the Atlantic, winning the International 
Fisherman's Trophy over all challengers from the 
United States. In addition to a career racing, the 
143-foot Bluenose was also a fisherman, spending 
up to three months at a time on the Grand Banks in 
the salt cod trade. 


In spite of the efforts of her skipper, the vessel 
was sold eventually and, employed as a freighter in 
the West Indies, floundered on a reef off Haiti in 
1946 and went to the bottom. The likeness of the 
famous Bluenose appeared on a Canadian postage 
stamp and on the back of the Canadian ten cent 
piece. 


But the spirit of Bluenose and the days of 
“wooden ships and iron men" did not die with the 
sinking of the vessel. In 1963 a replica of the 
original, Bluenose II was launched in the Smith & 
Rhuland yards in Lunenburg. Built from the same 
plans of her namesake, Bluenose II duplicates the 
hull, rigging and sail-plan, but no attempt was 


made to duplicate the old racer-fisherman below 
decks. 


Bluenose was a worker-fish and salt pens lined 
the hold and the crew’s quarters were certainly far 
from modern. Twenty-nine crewmen were needed 
back in 1921 but Bluenose II, equipped with 
hydraulic wanches and up to date navigational 
equipment carries a crew of fourteen.

Nor is Bluenose II a racer - there is no wish to 
tamper with the fame and tradition of the original - 
but racing yachts have been known to alter course 
to give the black-hulled schooner a run. The Nova 
Scotian has left them all in her wake. Part of the 
secret is the huge expanse of sail carried by 
Bluenose II. The huge mainsail - 4,100 square feet - 
is the biggest sail in the world and makes up over 
one-third of the total 11,690 square feet of canvas on 
the sail plan. The top of her main topmast towers a 
dizzying 125 feet 10 inches above the deck. 


Now owned and operated by the Government of 
Nova Scotia as a floating tourist ambassador, 
Bluenose II has visited many cities on the U.S. 
eastern seaboard and Great Lakes region. In 1976 
she led one of the columns of tall ships into New 
York harbour to celebrate the United States 
bicentennial. A brisk trade in colour reproductions, 
coins and medals featuring the schooner has 
developed since that appearance. A grade one 
reader in the school system even shows Bluenose II 
as an example of one kind of boat, so that even 
youngsters are introduced at an early age to the 
famous schooner. 


During the summer of i979 Bluenose II will be 
visiting coastal) communities throughout Nova 
Scotia to celebrate various festivals and events as 
well as the International Gathering of the Clans 
which will be held in more than a dozen Nova Scotia 
locations from June 28 to August 12th. Between 
visits, Bluenose II will be operating two hour har- 
bour cruises from her berth at Halifax's Historie 
Properties.

Treatment affordable 


Mental illness is less understood than almost any 
other major health problem. The mystery, stigma, 
and misconceptions that surround it keep many 
people in need of psychiatric help from seeking 
treatment, and make it all the more difficult for the 
mentally ill to reenter community life. This article 
is the third in a series we will be running during 
May, Mental Health Month, to help combat the 
myths of mental illness. It has been prepared with 
the cooperation of Mclean Hospital, Belmont. 


MYTH: The Average Person Can't Afford 
Psychiatric Treatment 


Two trends are bringing psychiatric services 
within the grasp of more and more people: improv- 
ed insurance coverage of mental illness and 
changes in msntal health care delivery. 

Today, psychiatric patients have many less cost- 
ly treatment alternatives to full hospitalization. 
Psychiatric hospitals are offering full and part days 
of treatment as well as outpatient visits. Outpatient 
clinics like McLean's serve people of limited 
means, with modest fees based on ability to pay. 


Even when patients are hospitalized, they are stay- 
ing for shorter periods of time, and hence, their 
overall costs are less than a few years ago. 

It's estimated that eight out of 10 Americans have 
health insurance coverage today. Of these, about 
three-fourths have some coverage for mental condi- 
tions. New laws in Massachusetts now require that 
all policies issued within the state include some 
coverage for mental illness. 

While the net effect of this is that more people 
have access to psychiatric services, the picture is 
not all rosy. Most insurance policies provide less 
coverage for mental illness than for general condi- 
tions. Moreover, much of the coverage is job 
related and is lost with unemployment. 

While many illnesses — for example, cancer and 
heart disease — carry higher overall price tags, in- 
surers are concerned that costs of mental illness 
cannot be covered. They fear open-ended treatment 
and overutilization of services. 

Recent studies of the Blue Cross-Blue Shield plan 
for federal employees, refute While initially there 
was an upward trend in use of benefits paid; in 1973, 
7.4 percent; and in 1974, 7.3 percent. This is signifi-

cant because the plan provides relatively com- 
prehensive benefits for almost six million persons 
with virtually the same coverage for mental and 
other conditions. 


Good health care is unquestionably costly. But 
despite increased cost effectiveness by providers, 
more care of a higher quality for more Americans 
is not possible at a lower price tag. Someone, 
somehow must pay. Employee medical coverage 
added $175 to the cost of every GM car this year. 
The average American taxpayer pays the costs of 
federal programs. 


As consumers and taxpayers, Americans in- 
evitably must decide what services they can and 
want to fund.

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Newton getting $8 per ton for recyclables

The Newton Recycling Program is now receiving 
$8 per ton for the glass and cans we recycle. This is 
a 60 percent increase from the $5 per ton Newton 
had been receiving for glass and cans since August 


1977. 


On May 14 Newton began selling its glass and 
cans to Recycling Enterprises Incorporated | REI 
of North Oxford. The new arrangement will mean 
an additional revenue of between $1500 and $2400 at 
the present recycling tonnage level. Newton also 
expects to increase the tonnage actually recycled 
as a result of the switch to REI. REI has a more 
sophisticated processing operation than MATCON, 
our previous processor. and is Jess likely to reject 
glass and cans for small amounts of improper color

Recycling Enterprises prepares our bottles and 
cans for the glass and metal industries. They pro- 
vide one container for the clear glass and cans and 
another for the colored glass and cans. When either 
container is filled to capacity, REI truck it to its 
plant in the Worcester area. 


The ferrous cans are magnetically separated 
from the glass. The steel cans are then trucked to 
New Jersey to be de-tinned. Both the tin and steel 
from the cans are recycled. Aluminum and other 
foreign materials are hand picked from the glass. 
The aluminum is sent to be recycled into new cans. 
All that is left at this point is glass, which is crushed 
and shipped to factories to be made into new bottles 
and other glass products.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A House subcommittee 
said today it has evidence that oil stocks in the 
United States have risen significantly in the past 
year — rather than declined as the administration 


and oil industry insist. 


The Government Operations subcommittee, 
chaired by Rep. Benjamin Rosenthal, D-N.Y., has 
scheduled hearings for next month to publish its 
new information and to push for a full Federal 
Trade Commission investigation of the current oil 


shortfall. 


Fred Barash, the subcommittee's staff director, 
told UPI the panel this week received ‘independent 
information that, in contrast to what the ad- 
ministration and the oil industry have been saying, 
oil stocks in this country ... have been growing.” 

“The source of the information is extremely 
reliable,"’ Barash said. “We're not in a position to 
go behind our source (to verify the information). 
But we will be able to confirm it from another 


source.”” 


Barash refused to be more specific, except to say 
the new evidence involves the ‘‘crude oil supply 
physically in the United States from whatever 
source — imported sources or domestic sources.”

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Another try on city yards 


For two years a $25,000 study of the 
six Newton city yards has been in the 
request stage before the Board of 
Aldermen. It still is. 

Two public works directors have 
felt that the study is necessary to im- 
prove the efficiency of the service 
departments of the city and to deter- 
mine what facilities are needed. The 
Public Facilities Committee has 
agreed and has recommended the 
study to the Board, but the Finance 
Committee has not acted. 

Previous Public Works Director 
Gene Larson had tried to interest the 
aldermen in a centralized garage and 
public works office at the Elliot Street 
yard in Upper Falls. They were in- 
terested until opposition from Upper 
Falls and Newton Highlands residents 
forced them to change their minds. 

Since that time the new public 
works commissioner, Charles 


Thomas, has been leaning toward at 
least two facilities instead of one on 
the edge of the city. 

Thomas said at a meeting of the 
Public Facilities Committee this 
week, ‘‘It is clearly evident that the 
facilities are not adequate. Equip- 
ment has to be kept outside, and the 
maintenance and storage facilities 
are inadequate.” 

But given the area of Newton and 


the distances that must be traversed 
to get from one side of the city to the 
other, Thomas believes that at least 
two yards will be necessary, maybe 
more. 

In the winter, he said, trucks spend 
as much time driving back and forth 
to get sand and salt as they spend 
spreading it on the streets. 

Thomas warned that the $25,000 ap- 
propriation is only for the study. 
“There will be another, much larger 
appropriation for designs,” he said. 

Ald. Domenic Taglienti jokingly 
said, ‘When you have the public hear- 
ing on any new facilities, the only 
place you're going to be able to put 
them is in Wellesley or Weston." 

The consultant chosen to do the 
study will be expected to study the 
reuse potential of the existing yards, 
the compatibility of yard operations 
with their surroundings, the potential 
for merging maintenance facilities of 
the Water & Sewer Department and 
the Recreation Department with 
those of the Public Works Depart- 
ment, and costs. 

On the basis of the analysis of these 
factors, the consultant will then deter- 
mine the needs for vehicle and sup- 
plies storage and other site re- 
quirements, space needs, and staffing 
needs torun the facilities.

Manilow Marvels—‘It’s a Miracle’ 


Barry Manilow, garbed In all his sartorial splendor, goes through a big 
Production number In his ABC special this week. 


It seems that mellow rock 
impressario Barry Manilow can do 
no wrong these days. His singles 
rocket up the charts without the 
media-hype that usually ac- 
companies the release of anew 45 
or album. Even Barry Manilow 
himself wonders out loud, ‘Could 
It Be Magic?’ Is it a miracle come 
true? After all, Barry's music goes 
against the current grain of 
contemporary rock which is laced 
with new wave rock, hard rock and 
the current king of melodic 
preferences—disco. 

“Usually male singers spend 
about five years at the top and 
then begin to fade fast. Well, this 
is my fifth year and I'm always 
prepared to bite the dust. | mean 
it. But I'm always surprised to see 
my stuff do so well on the charts. 
After all, the public is pretty fickle 
these days,’ echoed Manilow 
from his West Coast retreat where 
he was putting the finishing 
touches on his third ABC special 
to be aired this week. 


Paying his dues 


Of course, like many of today's 
top talents, Manilow's success did 
not sprout overnight. Before his 
first single, ‘Mandy,’ hit the top of 
the charts, the New York nurtured 
Manilow was paying the rent by 
Coining jingles for Dr. Pepper and 
other well-known products. Why 


tapulted the previously unheard-of 
Manilow to instant fame and 
fortune? 

“| guess the public was finally 
ready for an intimate type of song 
After that | just ran with the ball. 
In my own opinion, | think | own 
a slim place in today’s music 
market, and hopefully it will stay 
open for me. But the door could 
close at any time,’ Barry 
reflected. 

Manilow's style is geared toward 
playing on people's love relation- 
ships, as indicated in such hits as 
‘Mandy,’ ‘Weekend in New Eng- 
land," ‘Can't Smile Without You' 
and ‘Ready to Take the Chance 
Again.’ With that in mind, the 
similarity between Barry Manilow 
and another crooner, Frank Sina- 
tra, becomes more succinct. 
Barry remarked, ‘I don't think | 
am today's Frank Sinatra, alth- 
ough it's very flattering to hear it 
Frank is Frank, 
though... Although, I've never 
really thought about such a 
comparison,” 


Got to go disco? 


The one deviation the blond- 
haired musician has made in his 
star-spangled career was the 
release of the ‘Copacabana’ disco 
record. The success of that song 
alone made the once-famous New 
York night spot a household name 


rebirth as a talent 
showcase. 

It also sparked rumors that a 
movie would be based on the 
‘Copacabana’ storyline. But Barry 
laid those rumors to rest. ‘There 
will be no movie based on 
‘Copacabana.’ | don’t know how 
those rumors got started. | also 
will not do another disco record. 
1 mean, | would sound ridiculous. 
Copa originally was not a disco 
song. It turned itself into a disco 
record. The song had a style to it 
and the rhythm was so infectious 
that it became a disco song. Don't 
get me wrong, though. | had a 
most enjoyable experience doing 
the song. In fact, my favorite 
music is rhythm and blues. And 
the only reason you see people 
like Paul McCartney and the 
Stones cutting disco singles is 
because it's fun to do.” 

Since this is Barry's third 
special, one wonders what kind of 
program the songster will project 
to his vast following. “The other 
specials were concerts and an 
intimate look at the person. This 
special will be more of a music 
show. | have a cream-of-the-crop 
production crew, and I'll have 
John Denver as my guest. Of 
course, I'll be singing some of my 
hit songs because there is such a 
demand for them," he said. 


Flicks 


As has been the case with so 
many rock stars, Barry would like 
to cross over into movies, but only 
if the script is right. “| have Sue 
Mengers (Barbra Streisand's 
super-agent) looking into some 
stuff for me, and I've been offered 
to do some things. But they were 
so cruddy that | turned them 
down. | mean, they offered me a 
part in something called ‘Ants,’ 
and I'm supposed to come out a 
hero. Come on...1! don't want to 
sound temperamental, but who 
knows if | can even act,” Barry 
quipped. 

And for those of you out there 
who think Barry must be hopping 
mad at Ray Stevens’ parody 
single, ‘| Need Your Help Barry 
Manilow,’ here is his reaction: 
“Oh, | think it's great! It's 
hysterical. | laughed my head off. 
Some people told me it was a 
putdown, but | disagree. It makes 
great press."

Personality spotlight Judy Braiman-Lipson— consumer crusader 


ROCHESTER, N.Y. 
(UPI) — It was 
Christmas 1966. Judy 
Braiman-Lipson had 
had her third child just a 
few days before. Then, 
without warning, she 
developed a bad cough 
and began spitting up 
blood. 

Doctors first diagnos- 
ed the frightening symp- 
toms as pneumonia. 

Her condition worsen- 


ed. Her illness was 
diagnosed as lung 
cancer. 


Surgeons cut into her 
chest and discovered up 
to 60 ‘‘rounded nodules” 
in her lungs. They 
removed a portion of the 
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housewife's left lung. 

A pathologist, after 
requesting her to bring 
all the aerosol sprays 
from her home, deter- 
mined the nodules were 
“inhalation abscesses’ 
caused by the woman's 
favorite hair spray and 
not cancerous. 

She was outraged, 
grateful and befuddled. 

“Thad used that hair 
spray about six mon- 
ths,” she recalls. “I was 
absolutely shocked that 
it could be caused by an 
outside influence and I 
demanded to see my 
X-rays. 

“T thought the doctors 
didn't want to tell me I 


was really dying,” she 
said, ‘I said, ‘How can 
you have lung cancer 
one day and be cured 
the next?" 

But laboratory tests 
convinced her that her 
infirmity had been caus- 
ed by the hair spray. 

From that day on, 
Mrs. Braiman-Lipson 
has been involved in one 
campaign after another, 
taking on the govern- 
ment and corporations 
in the name of product 
safety for consumers. 
Now a well-known con- 
sumer advocate, she is 
president of the 
Rochester-based Em- 
pire State Consumer 


Association, an all- 
volunteer group of 187 
persons. 

The association is 
primarily concerned 
with toy safety and the 
perils of cosmetics. 
Mrs. Braiman-Lipson 
has been instrumental 
in having certain pro- 
ducts temporarily 
removed from shelves 
or having warning 
labels affixed to them. 

She served two 
“frustrating’’ years 
from 1975-77 on the 
federal Product Safety 
Council. 

‘“‘I was pretty 
disgusted when I served 
because everything was 


dragging on,"’ she said. 
Government officials, 
she said ‘‘don't do 
anything until they have 
a death toll or body 
count.”” 

She has been 
threatened with 
lawsuits — one by the 
hair spray manufac- 
turer — and with arrest. 
Her house had to be 
guarded several years 
ago when she took on a 
company with alleged 
underworld connec- 
tions. 

“I'm not frightened 
by the size of the com- 
pany if the facts are 
right,’’ she said. 

But now, she said, 


“the companies deal 
with us by talking to 
us,” ——— 


Success is measured 
not in whether a product 
is banned, but whether 
it’s taken off store 
shelves until a final 
determination on the 
product's safety is 
made. 


“I resent being a 
guinea pig, particularly 
here in Rochester 
because we're a test 
market,’’ she said. 


“They tell us products 
are safe and they're not. 
People figure if it’s on 
the shelves it's safe. 


Everything should be 
questioned.” 

Soon after her 
recovery, she par- 
ticipated in a boycott of 
local supermarkets that 
resulted in the shares of 
one local supermarket 
chain falling to record 
lows. 

“T found out then that 
we can register a pro- 
test of vote at the 
checkout counter,” she 
said. 

She's currently peti- 
tioning Washington to 
ban genital sprays. She 
also wants perfumed 
tampons banished. 

She generated publici- 
ty over aerosol, non- 


stick food sprays 
because of the chemical 
freon. ‘Kids get high off 
that stuff and there’ve 
been several deaths 
because of that.” 





Her group conducts a 
Christmas toy survey. 
“Last year we found 
potential hazards in pro- 
jectile toys — again.” 

She's concerned with 
chemicals in toys. ‘‘Peo- 
ple have complained 
about their children 
breaking out. Why 
should children have to 
break out froma toy?” 

Toys with sharp edges 
are on her unsafe list. 
And she wants im- 
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provements made in ex- 
isting products. 

“There are absolutely 
no standards for 
skateboards. Some are 
so shabbily built it's 
ridiculous.” 

“Itry to practice what 
I preach,” she said. “In 
my house we avoid over 
ly processed food. 1 
bake my own bread. We 
don’t use foods with 
nitrites.” 

The youngest of her 
five children play with 
building blocks. 

There are no aerosol 
spray cans in her home. 
“Those products are 
bad for us and our en- 
vironment,” she said,

By ELIZABETH McKINNON 
of the Graphic staff 
Marriott eyes Norumbega 

Marriott Hotel plans for an 
underground parking garage and a 
200-room annex may hit a snag when 
permission is sought to use 
Norumbega Park for temporary 
parking. 

The expansion of the Marriott, 
which hasbeen in the discussion stage 
for several months, will hinge on the 
availability of parking for hotel 
guests and patrons during the two 
months of garage construction, ac- 
cording to Eliot Cohen, attorney for 
the Marriott. 

Conservation Commission ~ Ex- 
ecutive Secretary Helen Heyn said 
Wednesday the commission would op- 
pose the use of the Norumbega land 
for parking. 

Mrs. Heyn believes that a two- 
thirds vote of the State Legislature 
would be necessary to allow the use of 
the conservation land for anything 
other than passive recreation. 

The Marriott's tentative plans call

for the 200-room addition to be built 
parallel to the existing building on the 
east side of the Marriott property. It 
would be connected to the main 
building, which has 433 rooms, by a 
“bridge”’ at the third floor. 


Cohen said the Marriott Corp. is 
willing to spend up to $500,000 for im- 
provement of Norumbega Park and to 
grant a conservation easement for 
public access through Marriott pro- 
perty to the river. 

In order to undertake the expan- 
sion, some provision must be made 
for the Marriott cars, and Cohen says 
the only place they could be parked is 
on the Norumbega land. 

An underground, two-level parking 
garage is planned where the existing 
parking lot is. The top of the garage 
would be at ground level, but there 
will be fewer cars visible than now. 

The 200-room addition is planned to 
be four stories high from ground 
level. 

The construction would occupy the 
present parking area, and the hotel 
would need a place for customers’ and 


employees’ cars until the garage is 
completed. 

Cohen said the hotel would con- 
struct and maintain a picnic area and 
boathouse on Norumbega Park for 
public use, and in addition has agreed 
to do some landscaping and give con- 
servation easements on Marriott pro- 
perty for access to the river from the 
park. 

Norumbega Park is the remainder 
of a large park that provided 
amusements and a dance hall famous 
since the early 1900s. 

The Marriott was built in 1969 after 
years of opposition from Auburndale 
residents. 

The remainder of the land, about 12 
acres, is now under control of the 
Newton Conservation Commission. 

The property was acquired in 1977. 
Final cost to the city was $227,000, 
Mrs. Heyn said. 

Cohen has been quietly sounding out 
aldermen and other officials of the ci- 
ty as to their reaction to the Marriott 
proposal.

The School administration’s 
feasibility study on school consolida- 
tion indicates that by 1985 the six 
schools north of the Mass. Turnpike 
will be operating at 44 percent of their 
combined capacity. 

Even after projected enrollment in- 
creases in the 1990s, as the women 
born during the “baby boom” reach 
child bearing age, these schools will 
be operating at about 50 to 60 percent 
of their capacity, according to the 
report. 

These figures seem to justify the 
closing of two elementary schools on 
the north side of the city. 


Of the three schools in the eastern 
section of the north side, the report 
clearly indicates that it would be most 
feasible to close the Carr School. 
Because the closing of Horace Mann 
would use Davis School as a receiver, 
it would preclude the closing of any 
other north side school. 


Closing the Lincoln - Eliot School 
could mean overcrowding in the 


receiver schools, Cabot and Carr, dur- 
ing the “‘baby echo" of the 1990s. 

In the western section of the north 
side, the report indicates that it would 
be least feasible to close the Franklin 
School, but equally feasible to close 
either Davis or Burr. 

A Franklin closing would mean 
enrollments in the three western 
schools would exceed capacity until 


1981, because Franklin is the largest 
of the three schools. A further risk ex- 
ists that the Burr School might be 
overcrowded during the “baby echo.”’ 

Burr is a new school and Davis has 
had a recent addition, so in either 
case the School Committee will be 
closing a schoo! that the taxpayers 
are still paying for. 


In the dollar savings calculated in 
the report, a closing of Davis would 
save approximately $20,000 more than 
a Burr closing. Capital improvements 
of $17,640 are scheduled for the Davis 
School as compared with $10,475 for 
Burr. 


Monetary savings are of course on- 
ly one consideration for the School 
Committee in choosing which school 
will be closed. 

In the event of a Burr closing, those 
students who went to Franklin (56 
percent) would require a bus. Davis 
students could walk to Franklin and 
Burr. 

Should Burr be closed, the han- 
dicapped students who were transfer- 
red from Hamilton last year would be 
transferred a second time. 


Burr is fully equipped for handicap- 
ped students and all rcoms are ac- 
cessible to them. The handicapped 
students now at Burr would be 
transferred to the Cabot School if 
Burr were closed and only part of that 
school is accessible. 

City Planning Director Barry Can- 
ner says that of the two schools, Davis 
has “a broader potential for reuse’’ 
because it abuts the commercial 
district in West Newton Square. Burr 
is located on a side street and could 
not be rezoned commercial without il- 
legal spot zoning.

300 come to meeting to 
fight for north side schools

NEWTON — The underlying com- 
petition among North Side 
neighborhoods to retain their elemen- 
tary schools surfaced during a 
Wednesday night School Committee 
meeting at which some 300 persons 
gave initial reactions to the possible 
closing of two elementary schools. 


Not unlike the meetings of previous 
years, residents wore T-shirts ( 
“Keep Davis Open” ) and lapel signs 
(‘Save Burr” ) and carried placards 
( “Vote with your dollar sense, keep 
Burr open” ) as they alternated pleas 
for their neighborhood schools with 
complaints about the school board’s 
deliberation process. 

And in the only action taken during 
the evening’s debate, the school board 
refused, for the interim, to delay the 
planned June 20 vote on the closing of 
elementary schools north of 
Washington St. 


Newton coping well with gas situation

Newton residents needn't worry if 
their license plates are odd or even, 
not for now at least. 


Earlier the this week, President 
Jimmy Carter gave the nation’s 
governors the authority to set up the 
California-style odd-even gasoline 
purchase system, regulate gas station 
hours, and require minimum dollar 
andor gallon purchases at the pump to 
prevent panic ‘topping off” of tanks 
by drivers. 


Gov. Edward J. King has, for the 
time, ruled out taking such action, 
choosing instead to rely on voluntary 
controls. In his 10-point gasoline and 
energy conservation plan announced 
last week, King proposed that 
yasoline retailers work with their 
local Chamber of Commerce to insure 
that at least one yas station stays 
open in the evenings and on 
weekends. 

He also left it to the discretion of the 


retailer whether or not to impose 
minimum gallon or dollar purchases 


of gasoline. 


Bill McLean, president of the 
Newton Gas Retailers Association, 
said earlier this week that he sees no 
need for Newton stations to adopt any 
of these controls for now. 


“So far, there is no need for stag- 
gered station hours,’’ McLean said. 
“You'll find five gasoline company 
owned and operated stations open 
Saturday nights and Sundays here.” 


As for the odd-even plan, McLean 
said that idea just doesn’t work. He 
said it is just too difficult to get 
enough stations to stay open on Sun- 
days in order for the number of odd 
and even days to be equal. Because 
almost all of Newton's gasoline sta- 
tions are running on 20 percent less 
gas than the same time last year, 
McLean said these stations just 
wouldn't have the gas needed to stay 
open Sundays. — 


Minimum dollar or gallon pur- 
chases seem to be the most likely con- 
trol to come first. McLean sald 
however, that Newton residents just 
aren’t topping off their tanks as much 
as they did five years ago during the 
Arab oil embargo. 


“The majority of the people are still 
coming in with about a half a tank,” 
he said. ‘Our June allocation looks 
about the same as May, and if people 
continue to use self-control, Newton 
will be in good shape.” 


Lewis Songer, executive secretary 
of the Newton—Needham Chamber of 
Commerce, said the Chamber plans 
to contact Newton gasoline retailers 
to find out how the two groups can 
work together in the event Newton 
gas supplies get smaller. 


In the event of a severe gasoline 
shortage this summer, Mayor 
Theodore Mann has said he will con- 
sider using a system of green and red 
flags. A gasoline station displaying a 
green while a red flag would mean 
gas is available flag would mean the 
station is out of gas. 


Mann also said the City would con- 
form to any odd-even license plate ra- 
tioning system initiated by the state 
should it be necessary. 


As for the overall gasoline conser- 
vation plan by the governor, Newton 
Rep. David Cohen said he felt any 


weakness in the plan was the volun- 
tary aspect of all the controls. 
Grabbing a minute between 13 
hours of debate on the state’s fiscal 
1980 budget Wednesday, Cohen said 
he would like to a see more concentra- 
tion on controls in the public sector. 


King’s plan would ask the MBTA, 
Massport and Turnpike Authority to 
provide fare or toll incentives to car- 
pools. Cohen agreed that such incen- 
tives were a good idea, but didn't feel 
the small savings in tolls would be 
enough to ‘‘outweigh the convenience 
of owning and driving your own car.”’ 


In the public sector where carpools 
could be administratively set up, 
Cohen believes that an added incen- 


tive would be to make carpools a con- , 


dition for getting parking spaces in 
state parking lots, 


Cohen, who said he rides the ex- 
press bus to Boston ‘the majority of 
time during the work week”, said 
charging for parking at the MBTA 
commuter lots ‘makes no sense at 
all’’, and thinks more people would be 
encouraged to park if there was no 
charge. 


Some 300 persons crowded into the 
Bigelow Junior High School 
auditorium for the first schoo! board 
gathering since last week’s presenta- 
tion of a 334-page report of research 
director Dr. Vincent J. Silluzio. 

Silluzio’s report said it would be 
feasible to close one elementary 
school in each of two North Side three- 
school clusters and it is the West 
Newton-Auburndale cluster which is 
generating the most debate. 

The School Committee could vote to 
close either the Davis, Burr or 
Franklin schools in this western 
cluster and Wednesday, while Burr 
and Franklin parents took the defen- 
sive to support retention of their 
schools, Davis representatives went 
on the offensive. 

In a three-part report, which 
preceeded the presentation of a peti- 
tion signed by some 700 West Newton 
residents, members of the Davis 


School community said that the clos- 
ing of the Franklin School is the “best 
alternative available” for the Burr- 
Davis-Franklin cluster. 


In his report, Silluzio said it would 
be more feasible to close either Davis 
or Burr than it would be to close 
Franklin, but Davis parents disputed 
the suggestion. 

The closing of Davis, Dr. Peter J. 
Kreeft said, would cause the loss of 
federal Title I funds, affect the in- 
novative Words-in-Color program, 
“dilute” the effect of the reading 
specialist and negatively affect the 
community, 

The closing of Franklin, Judy Zohn 
added, would save more money and 
create better use of the Burr and 
Davis schools. 

In defense of their school, Auburn- 
dale residents noted that Burr, the

Innocent plea in 
kidnap case 


A Newton man and a Norwood man 
pleaded not guilty to assault and bat- 
tery and kidnap charges in Newton 
District Court Saturday morning 
after Newton police arrested the pair 
Friday night at a home in Norwood 
where they were allegedly holding a 
Newton Highlands man for ransom. 

Newton Dets. Paul Ginnetty and 
Richard Forbes and Sgt. Richard An- 
tonellis met two friends of alleged kid- 
nap victim Daniel Freeth, 25, of 30 
Lincoln St., in Newton Highlands 
Square at 7:15 p.m., and learned that 
the alleged kidnappers had contacted 
them. 

One friend of Freeth allegedly 
received a call demanding $600 in ran- 
som. Freeth was then allegedly put on 
the phone and told his friend, ‘I’m in 
serious trouble, please get the 
money,”’ according to police. 

Sgts. Donovan and Fryar were then 
called in and a meeting with the kid- 
nappers and alleged Freeth’s friends 
was set for 9:15 p.m. at the Ground 
Round Restaurant in Norwood . 

At the meeting, several of the of- 
ficers recognized one of the alleged 
kidnappers, obtained his address and 
went to his house in Norwood to wait 
along with Norwood police officers. A 
short time later, Dominic Rizza, 36, of 
89 Winfield St., Norwood, returned 
home and police arrested him outside 
the house. 

Police then entered the house, 
released Freeth and arrested Enzio 
M. Gargaro, 24, of 39 Faxon St., 
Newton, on charges of kidnapping, 
assault and battery by means of a 
dangerous weapon (buck knife), and 
assault and battery. Rizza was charg- 
ed with kidnapping and assault and 
battery. 

Both men were released on per- 
sonal recognizance and will appear 
again in Newton court on June 18 for 
trial.

Spezzano plan gets first Ok 


The Newton Board of Survey 
Wednesday night approved the 
preliminary plan for subdivision of 
Spezzano Farm, Chestnut Hill, sub- 
ject to a number of conditions, and 
made recommendations it would like 
to see followed. 

The argument between the 
developer, David Zussman, and the 
Conservation Commission as to 
whether the property is under the 
jurisdiction of the commission as a 
wetland has not been resolved. 

The Board of Survey left that pro- 
blem to be worked out between the 
commission and the developer. 

Zussman, as Florence Develop- 
ment, plans to build 46 two-family 
houses on the 15.4-acre working farm. 
He has the property under a long- 
term lease. 

Joseph Bodio of Barnes Engineer- 
ing told the board that the principal 
basis for the Conservation Commis- 
sion’s contention that the land falls 
under its jurisdiction — a map 
designation of the land as ‘‘poorly 
drained” soil — does not neceassarily 
mean muck and peat, as the commis- 
sion says. 

Zussman has hired a hydrologist 
from the engineering firm of Camp- 
Dresser-McKee to advise him on 
drainage problems. 

Aside from resolution of the land 
problems with the Conservation Com- 
mission, before the developer may get 
approval of the ‘‘definitive plan” 
Bodio must submit his calculations on 
water runoff from the new project and 
other drainage data to Acting City 
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Engineer Paul Giunta for review. 

Other conditions of the 4-0 af- 
firmative vote of the Board of Survey 
are that the Fire Department opinion 
on another access from Louise Road 
be obtained; that Fire Department re- 
quirements as to road width and 
alarm wiring be complied with; and 
there be a covenant on the land to pre- 
vent sale of any parcel until the road- 
ways have been built and utilities in- 
stalled 

Recommendations of the Board of 
Survey were to try to retain the 
desirable natural features of the land 
as much as possible and to leave four 
lots at the end of the property unbuilt. 
The recommendations are expres- 
sions of the wishes of the board, not 
conditions of approval. 

The approval of the preliminary 
plan in no way is an approval of the 
subdivision, Board of Survey member 
Michael Malm told residents of the 
area. 

The preliminary approval only 
allows the developer to go forward 
with the definitive plan with some 
idea of what further work is 
necessary. A developer has one year 
after approval of the preliminary plan 
to submit a definitive plan. 

Brenda Ascher of Louise Road ask- 
ed Zussman why he didn’t consider 
clustering the houses, as the Conser-

vation Commission has suggested. 

Zussman reminded Mrs. Ascher 
that his original proposal, denied by 
the Board of Aldermen, had been for 
clustered townhouses. ‘‘The 
neighbors didn’t want them,” he said. 

Jack Arovas of Florence Street, 
particularly concerned with drainage 
that may end up in nearby basements 
and with changes in topography, ask- 
ed the Board of Survey not to grant 
approval of even the preliminary plan 
until all questions had been answered. 
Member David Lurensky responded 
by saying, ‘‘We’re taking precautions 
by asking for the drainage data for 
review. I don’t doubt they are cor- 
rect.” 

Arovas was satisfied by the fact 
that there will be another public hear- 
ing before the definitive plan is ap- 
proved. 

The developer will also have to go 
before the Board of Aldermen to get 
approval of bridging Hahn Brook, 
which runs through the property. 

Bodio asked whether, if the develop- 
ment stops short of the brook and 
leaves the four vacant lots, Board ap- 
proval would be necessary for com- 
pliance with floodplain zoning. Board 
of Survey Chairman Margaret Smith 
said it would not be. 

Bodio is a veteran of encounters 
with the Board of Aldermen. 


Conservation worries about 
condition of Spezzano soil

The Conservation Commission 
decided last week Florence Develop- 
ment must prove that the water 
holding capacity of Spezzano Farm in 
Chestnut Hill will remain unchanged 
when the land is used to develop a 
two-family attached-housing subdivi- 
sion. ‘‘We're not going to insist on a 
cluster development, the developer 
will only have to keep out of the 
wetlands,” said commission member 
Richard Staley. In a cluster develop- 
ment the buildings are congregated in 
one or several areas while other area 
are left undeveloped. 

The commissioners know there is 
muck and peat on the farm as well ds 
Whitman series soil — a black loam 
that absorbs and retains water. ‘‘Un- 
til the developer produces additional 
test borings, we cannot know where 
the muck and peat are,” said commis- 
sion member Thelma Fleishman. 

Florence Development has done 
eight test borings and does not intend 
to do any more,” said commission 
Secretary Helen Heyn. Not much 


muck and peat were found, she said 
later. The question is what does the 
developer plan to do to circumvent 
the muck and peat problem, said Mrs. 
Heyn. ' 

The commissioners, however, want 
more borings made. ‘“‘If they say, ‘No 
more borings,’ we'll stonewall them 
otherwise,”’ Staley said. Staley sees 
the whole development as a ‘‘cheap 
operation”. The developer's unwill- 
ingness to do additional borings is just 
indicative of the entire operation, 
Staley said. 


David Zussman, the head of 
Florence Development,had asked the 
commission to meet with his group 
before the May 30 Board of Survey 
meeting on the subdivision. Zussman 
wants to convince the commission not 
to insist on a cluster development, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Heyn. 


Since the commission does not 
believe it is insisting on a cluster 
development, it has refused to meet 
with Zussman’s group at that time. 
Such a meeting would be unproduc- 
tive, according to the commissioners. 
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New psychiatric 


may be

Plans for building a new 25-1 
psychiatric unit at the M clk 
Wellesley Hospital to Gaye 

psychiatric admissions unit at Mi 
field State Hospital will soon be 
presented to the hospital's governing 
boards for approval. 


The new psychiatric ward would ad- 
mit psychiatric patients from 
Newton, Wellesley, Weston and 
Needham in need of “acute care” and 
those committed for observation by 
the courts, according to Dr. Stuart 
Meyers, director of the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston-Needham Mental 
Health and Retardation Area of the 
state Department of Mental Health. 

At this time, Meyers said, it ap- 
pears that the new unit will be all new 
construction on the hospital grounds 
in Newton Lower Falls. 


The present arrangement for acute 
psychiatric patients is bad fron 
several points of views, Meyers said. 

Patients from Newton are taken to 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital first in 
most cases, then must be sent to Med- 
field if there is no room here. The 
average stay at Medfield is 21 to 24 
days, and then patients are returned 
either to Newton-Wellesley or to the 
community for further treatment if 
necessary. 


There will be a need for long-term 
psychiatric hospitals for some time, 
Meyers said, but admissions to 
Newton-Wellesley for short-term 
treatment would be preferable. 

Many patients are admitted to the 
hospital's day psychiatric hospital 
before their discharge from Medfield 
and are transported back and forth. 
Meyers believes that if they were at 
N-W hospital the entire time and were 
able to get into the day hospital more

easily, their total hospitalization 
would be shorter. 


The existing 20-bed psychiatric 
ward at Newton-Wellesley nearly 
always has a waiting list, Meyers 
said, even though many acute pa- 
tients cannot wait and are taken to a 
state hospital or a private institution 
elsewhere. . 


Newton-Wellesley Hospital opened 
its inpatient psychiatric unit in 1974, 
In addition to the psychiatric day 
hospital, N-W also conducts an outpa- 
tient psychiatric clinié. 


In 1975 a new medical building and 
403-car parking garage were built on 
the grounds of the hospital. 

Meyers does not know at this time 
where on the property the new 
building would be located. . 

At the time of the 1974 public hear- 
ing on the additions, little opposition 
was voiced, although several 
residents expressed concern, as did 
the city's Planning Department, 
about the increased traffic that would 
be generated. 


If the hospital board of trustees anu 
board of governors approve the pro- 
ject, the hospital will file for a cer- 
tificate of need from the state Public 
Health Council, which oversees the 
building of new medical facilities to 
prevent expansion when there is no 
need. 

According to the planned timetable, 
the Public Health Council will get the 
application in September. 

It is Meyers’ understanding that the 
hospital will underwrite the cost of the 
expansion, since the state Depart- 
ment of Mental Health is not involved 
in construction. 

There may be assistance from 
federal grants, he said. 


Upstrart bus plan 
gets appropriation Ok 


An Innovative plan for supplemen- 
tary city-funded public transportation 
has taken two steps toward becoming 
reality. 


An aldermanic committee recom- 
mended a $30,000 appropriation to 
fund for eight months two bus loops 
that will serve the east side of the city 
on weekends after regular MBTA ser- 
vice has ended. 


And the Mayor's Committee for 
Supplementary Transportation, 
meeting for the first time last week, 
authorized City traffic Planner 
David L. Tannozzini to prepare 
specifications for approval that will 
lead to a bus contract. 

Money for the bus service that 
would run from 6 p.m. to midnight on 
Fridays and Saturdays, and from 8 
a.m. to 8 p.m. on Sundays, is included 
in a supplemental budget package of 
$1.8 million for the next fiscal year 
that Mayor Theodore D. Mann has not 
yet sent to the Board of Aldermen for 
approval. 

Public Safety and Transportation 
Committee Chairman Mark White 
said the supplemental request is ex- 
pected next week, and aldermanic 
committees have instructions to begin 
reviewing the requests. 

White's committee recommended 
$30,000 for the service, although the 
mayor recommended $40,000, 
because the buses won't start rolling 
until four months into the fiscal year, 
and because aldermen are expecting 
to offset some of the cost through fees. 

Tannozzini’s specifications will call 
for a 25 cent fee. The two bus loops 
will serve parts of Newton Corner, 
Nonantum, Newtonville, Newton 
Highlands and Newton Centre. The 
loops will meet in Newton Centre’ and 
travel time for a mini-bus on each 
route is calculated to be 30 minutes. 

The transportation plan was devis- 
ed and first presented by Weeks 
Junior High School students on the 
“Upstart Committee on Transporta- 
tion.” 

The loops were designed to link im- 
portant business districts and recrea- 
tion spots for youth, schools, and key 
housing locations for elderly as well 
as senior drop-in centers. 

The mayor's committee considered 
a seven day schedule for the mini- 
buses. Susan Baldauf, a former 
Newton streetworker who worked 
with the Upstart Committee, said an 
expanded plan might jeopardize the 
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call today for an appointment.

Committee member Ernest 
Loewenstein agreed. He said an ex- 
panded plan was a ‘dangerous 
game,” because the service will pro- 
bably run a deficit in the initial mon- 
ths. Expanded service would mean 
more money lost, he reasoned. 


Miss Baldauf said the service would 
have to serve 50 riders each hour to 
break even, given a $12.50 per hour 
rate for a bus. 


Loewenstein suggested the service 
have a coordinator. Tannozzini said 
Public Works Director Charles 
Thomas, the city's representative on 
the MBTA advisory board, would pro 
bably oversee the operation. 
Loewenstein suggested someone who 
could devote more time to the service. 


The mayor's committee also touch- 
ed on the need for publicity to build 
ridership, and the need to develop a 
mechanism for evaluating the suc- 
cess of the experiment. 


Several committee members 
agreed a contract with a private bus 
company would not preclude chang- 
ing bus routes during the year.

Marrocco emphasized that all of 
the selectees, as have many others, 
took advantage of programs available 
to the Vietnam veteran and have been 
able to make that transition from 
military to civilian life.

Get rid of 
Schlesinger 





What has James Schlesinger’s 
Department of Energy done for you 
lately? Here are a few items: 

An official of the Federal Trade 
Commission says Energy Department 
policy decisions contributed to the 
gasOline shortage on the West Coast 
and may soon trigger a more severe, 
nationwide gas crunch. 

The immediate cause of the Califor- 
nia problem is that refineries have cut 
back the production of gasoline. Ap- 
parently the cutback was brought 
about by factors other than the reduc- 
tion in the supply of crude oil. For 
there’s plenty of crude available in 
California from Alaska. 

The FTC official said price regula- 
tions promulgated by the Department 
of Energy ‘contributed to the failure 
of West Coast refiners to undertake in- 
vestments that would allow them to 
process more Alaskan crude oil into 
gasoline.” 

Even more serious was the decision 
last week by energy officials to meet 
with the nation’s 34 largest refiners to 
urge them to reduce production of 
gasoline and to begin making more 
fuel oil for heating next winter. 

Can you believe? 

It reminds of Schlesinger’s action 
Several years ago vetoing a deal 
natural gas companies in the United 
States had made with Mexico to buy 
gas from that country. Schlesinger 
said the Mexican price was too high. 
Too high compared to what? 

Another price regulation of the 
Energy Department is a factor in the 
gasoline shortage. The regulation 
limits service station markups to 7.3 
cents per gallon plus a three-cent 
allowance for costs. But that rate 
dates back to 1973, and there has been 
a bit of inflation since then. 

Thus when service station 
operators’ gasoline allocations are cut 
back, it makes sense for them to 
reduce their hours of operation and 
thus reduce their costs. 

President Carter is waxing eloquent 
about the gasoline shortage. He thinks 
he is enhancing his image since Con- 
gress refused to go along with his plan| 
for standby controls. He says energy: 
problems are ‘‘sapping away the! 
strength of our nation,’ and that 
Americans have been unwilling or too 
timid to deal with the problem. 

We have a suggestion for Mr. 
Carter. Abolish the Department of 
Energy and send Prof. Schlesinger 
back to the classroom. 

That would be a start on solving the 
problem.

The hidden problem of abus

There are some disturbing indications that 
physical abuse of the elderly in their own homes by 
members of their own families, may be a tragic hid- 
den problem in our society. I have been told that the 
problem, as with child abuse some 20 years ago, is 
often not reported and for the most part remains in- 
visible. 


The Legal Research and Services for the Elderly 
Project in Boston informs me that increasing 
numbers of elder abuse reports have reached 
Massachusetts Home Care Agencies in the last few 
years. This same group is currently undertaking a 
survey to determine the extent of the problem in 
Massachusetts. 


As Massachusetts’ only representative on the 
House Committee on Aging, I intend to find out how 
extensive this problem is, and what we can do about 
it. To accomplish this, and to raise public con- 
sciousness on this issue, I am presently arranging 


with the House Committee to hold a hearing in 
Boston in the next few weeks. 

At the hearing we will learn more about the Legal 
Research Project's findings, and we will search for 
answers to this problem.

The House Administration Committee has just 
voted to kill H.R. 1, a bill to provide public financing 
of Congressional elections through the voluntary $1 
check-off on federal income tax returns. 

This is a measure I've supported for many years. 
While I'm very disappointed at this bill's defeat, I 
can’t say that I'm surprised. This bill was killed by 
the lobbying of special interest groups who realize 
that public financing would weaken their influence 
on the Congress. The huge contributions which 
special interest groups make to congressmen give 
them a tremendous influence on legislative deci- 
sions, and these decisions often cost the public 
billions of tax dollars in subsidies, tax shelters, and 
special benefits. ' 

I intend to continue to work in every way

Staging the state's political shows

BOSTON(UPI) — Government by 
rehearsal is what political leaders in 
Massachusetts want and it’s usually 
what they give the public. 

But lately a number of events have oc- 
curred that have put some unaccustom- 
ed spontaneity into politics on Beacon 
Hill. 

The most dramatic example was the 
incident last week in which Rep. Alfred 
Almeida, a Plymouth Democrat, drop- 
ped his trousers in an attempt to make 
sure the House speaker would not 
overlook his support for anti-litter 
legislation designed to make throwaway 
beverage containers uneconomical. 

Almeida didn't like the previous 
week's one-act solo performance by 
Speaker Thomas McGee of Lynn, who 
almost dealt a fatal blow to the so-called 
bottle bill by failing to acknowledge an 
attempt to have the issue debated on the 
House floor. 

Instead McGee, following his own 
script for reasons of his own, ignored the 
bill's supporters and quickly gaveled in- 
to acceptance an unfavorable committee 
report. That action was later overturned 
by the full House but the measure is now 
relegated, at least temporarily, to yet 
another committee. 

The penchant for running the show ac- 
cording to his own set of scenarios is not 
unique to McGee. 

Gov. Edward J. King also likes things 
staged according to his own tastes. 

King, who never calls general news 
conferences, likes to set up televised per- 
formances in which one of his pet pro- 
grams is the focal point. After the main 
media event has ended, a few questions 
from reporters about other items might 
be allowed, but they must not trigger a 
full-fledged news conference. 

These examples are not merely 
characteristic actions by King and 
McGee. They are symptomatic of a 
general attitude among Massachusetts 
political leaders that much of the 
public's business should be private. 

As a reporter I spent much of my 
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career covering Vermont politics at the 
local and state level. With that ex- 
perience — some might also say set of 
prejudices — I find it hard to understand 
this lack of openness among 
Massachusetts government leaders. 


Because King likes practically all of 
his activities outside the reach of the 
press doesn’t mean his actions are stan- 
dard political behavior. In fact, similar 
behavior would raise a lot more 
eyebrows in New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont than in the more populous and ur- 
ban Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


The rural town meeting experience 
simply makes Vermont and New Hamp- 
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shire residents expect their government 
leaders to be accountable for their ac- 
tions because they're on the public 
payroll. 


The governors of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont recently met in the 
Massachusetts Statehouse to discuss 
energy problems they share in common. 


Later during the meeting, King joined 
them to discuss development of a three- 
state emergency public evacuation plan 
for Vermont Yankee nuclear power 
plant, near the borders of Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire 


King wanted the meeting closed to the 
press, but he was overruled by the other 
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governors. They later complained of 
their difficulties in working with 
Massachusetts officials to develop the 
plan. 


When King asked the northern New 
England governors if they would like the 
two reporters attending the meeting to 
leave, he was told “no.” King then turn- 
ed and glared at the reporters, saying, 
“T guess they like you here.” 


Reporters, if not loved and welcome, 
are at least more likely to be present 
when northern New England political 
leaders meet. It's customary and 


government seems to work better that 
way. 


The fury of the Talmadge WOMEN SCOFNE cwenixridon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In 1697, 
William Congreve wrote, ‘‘Heaven has 
no rage like love to hatred turned, nor 
hell a fury like a woman scorned.” 


Betty Talmadge has made no secret of 
her bitterness toward ex-husband Sen. 
Herman Talmadge, D-Ga. But there is 
another former Mrs. Herman Talmadge 
who, despite a marriage that ended 
nearly 40 years ago, also feels nothing 
but contempt for him. 


She is Katherine Williamson 
Talmadge Jenkins, and she won’t be in 
the Senate Ethics Committee's hearing 
room or even in the United States, for 
that matter, when Betty Talmadge takes 
the witness stand to offer potentially 
damaging evidence against their ex- 
husband. 


But Mrs. Jenkins has been thoroughly 
enjoying Talmadge’s difficulties with 
the ethics panel from her island home in 
the West Indies, cheering on Betty 
Talmadge and wishing the senator 
nothing but the worst. 


“T hope they really get to him,’’ she 
told UPI in a recent telephone interview. 
“T just feel whatever he gets he 
deserves. I feel very strongly against 
him, and I have every reason to because 
I never got a fair shake in Georgia.” 


The first Mrs. Talmadge is now 60 and 
wealthy. She runs an antique shop and 
raises race horses in the West Indies and 
spends her vacations in Europe, She 
married a second time — to a man of 
wealth and good breeding from Rich- 
mond, Va. — divorced again and never 
remarried, 

There is no mention of any Mrs. 
Talmadge other than Betty in the 
senator's official biographies or in the 
books and publications that detail the 
history and political clout of the Georgia 
Talmadges. 

Talmadge's press secretary, Gordon 


Koberts, claims not even to know the 
name of the first Mrs. Talmadge, a beau- 
ty queen and model. She divorced the 
senator in 1941 after a two-year mar- 
riage on grounds he smoked smelly 
cigars and refused to dance with her at 
parties. 

Talmadge, through a spokesman, 
refused comment on Mrs. Jenkins’ 
statements contained in the UPI 
dispatch. 


The mysterious disappearance of the 
first Mrs. Talmadge from official 
records long has been a subject of gossip 
in Georgia. 

“The family never talks much about 
it. All I know is that it happened. It is the 
one facet of the history of those people 
that I have heard less said about than 
anything else. That's what makes it in- 
teresting," said the late Ben Fortson, the 
longtime Georgia secretary of state. 


When no one knows anything for sure, 
there always are rumors. And in the 
case of the first Mrs. Talmadge, rumors 
abound. 

It is said that Talmadge’s father, 
Eugene, then the Georgia governor, was 
very upset about the marriage and pull- 
ed the necessary strings to have it an- 
nulled or “arrange” a divorce. # 


It is also suggested that after the 
divorce, the governor forced his son’s 
wife to sign a paper pledging to leave 
Georgia and never return. 


And it was said that Kay Talmadge, as 
she was known then, was so beautiful 
that she went to Hollywood, became a 
movie star and married Clark Gable. 

Not so, says Mrs. Jenkins, to all of the 
above, 

She attributes the secrecy — and the 
rumors — as much to herself as to the 
senator, 

“It's partly my own fault because I 
didn't want to be associated with his 


name at all,’ she said. “It’s not 
something to be proud of.”” 

She met Herman Talmadge ‘‘at a col- 
lege prom or something” while he was in 
law school at the University of Georgia 
and she, four years his junior, was a stu- 
dent. He graduated in 1936 and went to 
Atlanta to practice law at his father’s 
firm; she dropped out of college and 
went to New York to become a model. 

Talmadge followed her and they were 
married in 1939 in New York’s historic 
“Little Church Around the Corner.” 


“I was very young and didn't know 
any better,” Mrs. Jenkins said. “He 
seemed quite attractive at that time.” 

They returned to Atlanta to live, Mrs. 
Jenkins said, but things soured fast. 


“T left him almost immediately. Two 
months after we were married, I went 
home, but my family encouraged me to 
go back. I went back and tried again, but 
T left (him) more than I was there. We 
lived in boarding houses, we had no 
regular home or anything. It was really 
pretty sordid.” 


“IT had nothing in common with 
Talmadge,” she said. “I didn't like 
anything he did. He was habitually 
drunk, and I wasn't used to that because 
my family was pretty strict and 
purianical: T couldn't put up with it at 
all.” 


“It took me quite a while to get a 
divorce,’ she continued. “He didn't 
want a divorce and he told me, ‘You're a 
Yankee and if you want to leave me, 
you'll just have to take what you get.' He 
said It would have to be on very in- 
nocuous grounds. 


“I didn't have a chance. His father 
controlled all the juries. They would put 
a lot of Talmadge people on them, so I 
couldn't fight it. But I was determined to 
get a divorce so I agreed to let him say 
that I got a divorce because he chewed 


tobacco or something like that, just to 
get out.” 

The real reason, she said, was ‘‘in- 
compatability.” 

She said Talmadge was “a terrible 
womanizer” — a fact she found out from 
his friends. 

“His friends used to tell me about it. 
They thought it was very funny. A bunch 
of them would get together and spend the 
night in a hotel and have girls in. They 
thought it was extremely funny and 
amusing that he could drink so much and 
still be interested in women, but he 
was.” 

Mrs. Jenkins, who was from Long 

Island, Said she got along well with the 
Talmadge family but always considered 
them “really poor whites as far as I was 
concerned.” 
_ The same opinion was held by the folks 
in Elizabeth Shingler's hometown of 
Ashburn, Ga., when she married 
Talmadge in December 1941 not long 
after his divorce from Kay Talmadge. 

Talinadge's father “found me quite at- 
tractive and he could understand why 
Herman was interested in me,” she said. 

But when she woudn't drop her plans 
to divorce Hermun, both father and son 
joined to make sure she wouldn't get 
anything if she left, 

“He refused to give me any kind of 
alimony whatsoever. I was young and it 
was difficult to earn a living .. . Even 
though I wanted to get out, he should 
have arranged something for me. If he’d 
been halfway decent to me, I wouldn't 
feel this way. I got such a rotten deal.” 

Mrs. Jenkins said when the news 
stories broke about ‘Talmadge suing for 
divorce to end his second inarriage, she 
wrote to Betty Talmadge, and the two 
have continued to correspond since then. 

‘We have a Jot in common. I'm really 
glad she pulled the chain on him," Mrs. 


Jenkins said. “Remember me to her 
when she testifies,”

We have learned to utilize the wonder- 
ful flexibility of the movable parti- 
tions to create space divisions to our 
exact needs while providing closed 
classrooms at the same time. 


A spirit of growth and friendship 
has developed among many in the 
Burr community. It would seem that 
those above mentioned “powers” 
must have heard how well things were 


going for Burr and decided that the 
situation could not be left unchanged. 

So now we in the Burr community 
are faced with the ultimate irony: the 
school may be closed. 

I can only hope that reason will 
assert itself against those ‘‘powers” 
and that the wonderful adaptability of 
the new, flexible physical plant that 
Burr offers will be recognized. Or 
perhaps we should just pretend that 
we want the school closed. That would 
probably guarantee its remaining 
open.

School consolidation 


To the Editor: 


A feeling beyond disappointment 
takes hold as I read the current news 
teports on Newton’s moves toward 
school consolidation. 


As a parent and taxpayer, I see con- 
solidation as a sincere approach to an 
overburdened budget and thinning 
educational resources within the 
underenrolled school. 


The School Committee meeting of 
May 21 had been set aside for a formal 
presentation of the school depart- 
ment’s study on consolidation 
feasibility. The public was then in- 
vited to join the School Committee in 
a week of study and consideration - 
good advice when making any impor- 
tant decision. 


Dr. Silluzio’s report was done well 
and explanations were easily follow- 
ed. A move to questions and discus- 
sion would seem a healthy and 
natural step. It was at this point, 1 
feel, the process took an abrupt turn. 
Reporters taking notes found many 
observers already reading distinct 
meaning from the report. Without the 
benefit of the promised evening of 
discussion with the School Committee 
on Wednesday May 30, I feel a state- 
ment from the superintendent could 
well be left unpublished or unsaid. 


Speaking as a resident of the Burr 
School district and a pleased partici- 
pant in the ongoing education of two 
children within that school, I can only 
regret the summation of Burr's 
educational effectiveness. 


A new concept with open frame 
back in 1967, the school's present 
population has entered with ease into 
a well-planned, efficient and extreme- 
ly exciting curriculum. What 12 years 
ago may have been too new, too 
drastic for many on the premise that 
old meant best, has now surmounted 
these assumptions to become a 
beautiful and unique learning place 
for its students. This is the outcome of 
a hardworking, consistent faculty 
measuring their program until it has 


become a seasoned established pro- 
gram with concrete experience. 


I strongly oppose the use of 
generalities and overall estimations, 
unless one is fully acquainted with the 
subject on a personal and unques- 
tionable basis from all sides. 


Many fellow parents and children 
have expressed their disbelief that 
Burr would be chosen to close on the 
strength of its being ‘‘used well’’ or 
not. On this strength alone we feel 
Burr stands well above the ordinary. 


Each year as my children have 
moved on in school, I can only feel im- 
mense satisfaction and gratitude fora 
job well done. I truly regret not hav- 
ing made my feelings more openly 
known to the School Department in 
the past. 


I wish the community members, 
who do not share the school as parents 
or community school participants, 
would visit to attest to the school’s 
wonderful physical plant. The school 
building is beautiful, equipped, ac- 
cessible, in excellent repair and well 
used. 


As one second grader put it, ‘‘Why 
do they want to close Burr School? It's 
really new and we haven't used it up 
yet.” To close the school within blocks 
of an already closed neighborhood 
school, seems poorly considered. Its 
further use and occupation would not 
be enhanced by its residential loca- 
tion far from the village center. 


There are many pages within Dr. 
Silluzio's report, which I would desire 
addressed and discussed. Along with 
many, I plan to attend the evenings 
set aside for discussion with the 
School Committee. Hopefully we will 
gain by the advantage of sharing in- 
sights from all involved. 


Listening is learning, weighing is 
the process, deciding is the outcome. 
With an urgent plea, I ask all who par- 
take to think on these lines. The deci- 
sjon can only be just if a responsible 
ear is used by all.

Consolidation is an educationally 
sound necessity for Newton if half- 
filled schools with few teachers are to 
become thriving learning places with 
increased options for children. 

Consolidation is a fiscally sound 
necessity for Newton in these days of 
exorbitant energy costs. However, 
consolidation involving the closing of 
Burr School would be fiscally ir- 
responsible and an incomprehensible 
travesty. 

Parents and taxpayers in the Burr 
district are asking the following ques- 
tions, as should all Newton tax- 
payers: 

Why would a 12-year-old school with 
a flexible floor plan (i.e. large open

The Upper Falls planning consul- 
tant has developed a draft plan for 
revitalizing the commercial area at 
Oak and Chestnut Streets, recently 
named Pettee Square. 

Pettee Square, formerly known as 
the Depot Area, is today a dilapidated 
section marked by several vacant 
stores and an abandoned 
Massachusetts Bay Transit Authority 
depot. Residents and merchants in 
the area are concerned about 
dangerous traffic conditions, inade- 
quate parking, and excessive van- 
dalism. ,z 

To revitalize Pettee Square, the Up- 
per Falls Advisory Committee and its 
planning consultant, Community 
Resources Group, have developed a 
three-phase program for the next 
three years. The total estimated costs 
for the improvements is $210,000. 

The first phase calls for leasing and 
rehabilitating the depot building as 
well as general improvements of the 
immediate vicinity. The draft plan 
shows an increase in the pedestrian 
space in front of the depot and in front 
of the corner stores across from the 
depot. Beautification of these new 
pedestrian areas will include street 
furniture and plantings. Additional 
plantings are planned for the side and 
rear of the depot to screen the 
railroad tracks and the St. Regis 
parking lot. 

For phase two, the community 
wants to improve the parking and the 
sidewalks along the south side of 
Chestnut Street. It also hopes to add a 
bus shelter on Oak Street at the 
Gamewell building. 

Improvements for the north side of 
Chestnut Street and parts of Oak 
Street are scheduled for the third- 
phase of the improvement program. 


The community also wants to upgrade 
the on-street parking on the south side 
of Chestnut Street opposite the 
Gamewell block and complete a plan- 
ting screen between the railroad and 
the Gamewell block. 


The community plans to pay for 
these physical improvements with 
federal community development 
funds. It hopes that a business action 
plan supported by local merchants 
will further upgrade the area. This 
plan will focus on making Pettee 
Square an area for convenience and 
service businesses.

FReweareh Astoclbtes showed that Pet- 
tee Square would benefit by addi- 
tional restaurants, laundromat a 
bank, and a drug store. The firm also. 
suggested expansion of the existing 
variety store. 

Facade and sign improvements are 
also part of the Upper Falls 
revitalization plan. As in other com- 
munities these improvements will be 
partially financed by the community 
development program. Since the mer- 
chants will also be paying part of the 
bill, their cooperation will be vital for 
this portion of the plan. 


Upper Falls depot a problem 


Will the Massachusetts Bay Transit 
Authority lease the Upper Falls Depot 
to Newton? 

That was the question plaguing the 
Upper Falls Advisory Committee last 
week when it learned that 
Massachusetts Bay Transit Authority 
(MBTA) Chairman Robert Foster 
had called a halt to leasing negotia- 
tions with the city. 

The depot building is the center- 
piece for the committee's revitaliza- 
tion plan for Pettee Square, the com- 
mercial area at the intersection of 
Oak and Chestnut Streets. ‘The depot 
building is the most obnoxious thing 
we can do something about without an 
eminent domain taking,” said com- 
mittee member Brian Yates. 

Negotiations for leasing the 
building have been going on for 
several years. They were initiated by 
the Historic Society, which planned to 
rehabilitate the building. The society 
subsequently abandoned the plans as 
the Upper Falls community decided 
to focus its revitalization program on 
the Pettee Square area. 


The city would prefer to buy the 
abandoned building. But it was pur- 
chased by the MBTA with federal 
transportation funds. Buildings and 
land purchased with these funds can 
never be sold. Therefore, a lease ar- 
rangement seemed the best alter- 
native. 


The depot stands at the tail end of 
the Needham Commuter line. It has 
not, however, been used for many 
years. Why then does the MBTA 
refuse to go forward with negoitiating 
a lease? 


“The chairman wishes to review 
the leasing policy of all MBTA proper- 
ties,’ said Mila Dixon, MBTA 
spokesman. Ms. Dixon was unable to 
say, however, when the review would 
be completed and negoitiations could 
go forward. 

The 8 Upper Falls Advisory Com- 
mittee does not want to leave the mat- 
ter in limbo. It plans to ask State Rep. 
David Mofenson (D-Newton) and 
State Senator Jack Backman (D- 
Newton-Brookline) for help.

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Public drinking prohibition takes a loss 


NEWTON — The Public Safety 
Committee Tuesday recommended 
repeal of the city ordinance that pro- 
hibits drinking in public. 

The vote was close, 4-3, with the ma- 
jority of the committee taking the 
position the law has been selectively 
enforced, and that its target is 
youthful offenders. 

Police Chief William F’. Quinn, eight 
of his officers, and three residents at 
the City Hall meeting, said the law 
that has been on the books since 1974 
has been a valuable law enforcement 
tool. 

Much of the discussion revolved 
around the activities of the short-lived 
Alcohol and Vandalism Squad (AVS), 
a special plainclothes team formed 
shortly before the legal drinking age 
in this state was raised from 18 to 20, 

The squad was directed to concen- 
trate on liquor law violations. In 2.5 
months the AVS reported 105 persons 
arrested, 120 summonses issued, 40 
juveniles turned over to parents, and 
69 persons taken into custody as in- 
capacitated. 

But the squad also chaulked up an 






inordinate amount of overtime bet- 
ween January 4 and May 24, commit- 
tee Chairman Mark White contended. 

In that period, White said, three of- 
ficers on the squad collected more 
than $3,000 in overtime and the fourth 
officer more than $2,000. 

Quinn questioned those figures. The 
amounts include overtime for private 
details, the chief said. He put the 
overtime cost at no more than $7,500 , 
including court overtime, for the en- 
tire life of the AVS. 

White insisted his request to repeal 
the law was based on a concern for 
civil liberties and concern for depart- 
mental overtime that could cost 
$282,000 by the end of the fiscal year. 

But Police Captain Richard E. Duf- 
fy charged the AVS had been singled 
out for aldermanic scrutiny because 
“members of this administration 
have been touched by this law,” a 
reference to the arrest by the AVS of 
children of city officials. 

Police officers agreed most of those 
arrested by the AVS were under age 
20. “The question is,” Quinn said, 
“was it worth the money to clean up 
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the city, and comments I'm getting 
from residents is that it is.” 

Later Quinn conceded the AVS may 
have cost $12,000 in overtime, but the 
squad may have prevented vandalism 
to public property amounting to as 
much as $25,000. 

The committee will ask the Recrea- 
tion, School, Public Buildings, and 
Public Works Departments to report 

,on vandalism during the AVS period. 

Alderman Richard McGrath, who 
moved to recommend repeal of the 
law, said he had received numerous 
calls from parents of children who 
“are not bad kids,” whose children 
were arrested by the AVS, jailed, then 
brought to court. 

McGrath said he doesn't believe the 
youths arrested are necessarily 
responsible for vandalism in the city. 

He also said he saw ‘‘flagrant” public 
drinking by adults during Sunday’s 
parade and no arrests. 

Six weeks before the change in the 
drinking law, Quinn said there were 
problens of “‘near-riot proportions” in 
the city.

Two Dedham residents, who 
graduated from its high school in the late 
1920’s and made an early and lasting 
commitment to the community, have 
been designated as recipients of the first 
annual ‘‘Alumni Recognition Awards,” 
to be presented at Dedham High School 
during senior class day activities on 
Monday, June 4. 

Ruth McManus, retired Oakdale 
School elementary teacher, and Dedham 
Town Clerk, John T, Carey, have been 
choosen by the Parents Advisory Com- 
mittee of Dedham High School 


to be honored for ‘‘contributions to socie- 


ty and achievements for humanity.”’ 

According to high school principal, 
Peter Smith, parents and school officials 

have established this award to recognize 
individual merit and to give present day 
graduates some sense of the history and 
traditions of their school. 

This year's senior class has under- 
written the expenses of this award as 
its senior class gift. 

Ruth McManus began teaching at the 
Oakdale School upon graduating from 
Boston University. From 1934 until her 
retirement in June, 1973, she taught a 
host of fifth and sixth graders at that 
school. 

Miss McManus, also, quickly entered 
into the civic life of Dedham, serving as 
town meeting member for at least 25 
years. 

When looking back over the years, the 
fourth generation Dedhamite admits to 
living through many changes, but ac- 
cepts change as a necessary part of life. 

In fact her teaching career helped her 
to adjust to the necessary changes in 
life. She said, ‘‘in teaching you must 
revise your thinking every 10 years to fit 
the times and the children.” 

She thoroughly enjoyed her career and 
her ‘10 year olds,” she added. 

The retired teacher laughingly com- 
mented that she was more fortunate 
than the ordinary parent, who might 
have only one or two opportunities to 
study the average 10 year older. After 
several years of teaching, she 
understood the likes and desires of her 
pupils, and hopefully had a slight ad- 
vantage over them. 

One of her favorite subjects in the 
school curriculum was geography. And 
she has traveled much to visit the coun- 
tries which she had presented in the 
classroom. 

In fact, she will not be present for the 
award ceremony next Monday, because 
she had previously made plans to travel 
to Alaska to view this country’s “last 
frontier.” 

Reviewing her career as town 
meeting member, she said that she serv- 
ed because she had specific goals, cer- 
tain things to be accomplished. 

She recalled that she never actively 
campaigned for the office, but people 
would just call her up and ask for her 
opinion and thoughts. 

She was particularly pleased to have 
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Alumni Recognition Award 
at Dedham High School 


played a part in providing the town 
swimming pool, located in the new high 
school, before her retirment from town 
meeting. 

Since her retirement from teaching, 
Miss McManus has kept busy as a 
volunteer with the Council of Churches 
Fish Program, which provides drivers 
for those who need emergency transpor- 
tation, and as a driver for St. Mary's 
CCD Program for children. 

She, also, volunteers in the Oakdale 
School library every Monday and enjoys 
renewing her contact with the students. 

According to Miss McManus, ‘‘as long 
as you have your health you might’ as 
well keep going’.”” 

Ruth McManus views each decade as 
having its own pressures, its own set of 
problems. ‘‘When I first began to teach, 
everyone was worried about getting a 
job, it was the Depression.’’ Today’s 
youth may have different problems, but 
they can be coped with if only the in- 
dividual has faith in himself, she pointed 
out. 

“Each person should be sure to learn 
to like himself very well, then he can 
work towards his own goals,”’ she said. 
“A person should make sure he likes 
himself.” 

Too often in teaching, she would 
discover a child with the ‘I can’t do it at- 
titude.” She believes that her job was, 
and the job of people today, especially 
adults in charge of youngsters, is to help 
them to believe that they can do it. 

“It's those who don’t have a very high 
opinion of themselves who usually get in- 
to trouble,’’ she concluded. 

Town Clerk John T. Carey shares Miss 
McManus’ faith in people. A fifth 
generation Dedhamite, Carey grew up in 
a family with a tradition of civic respon- 
sibility and interests. 

His father was associated with the 
Dedham News Agency and served on the 
town Planning Board and as Food Ad- 
ministrator. 

Carey ran for town meeting member 
as soon as he was 21 and eligible to do so. 

For the next 20 years he combined a 
career in newspaper work for “The 
Boston Globe” with public service. 

A long time interest in sports led him 
to help establish and serve on the first 
town recreation commission. He has 
seen the recreation budget grow from an 

initial yearly expenditure of four to 

five thousand dollars to today’s 
$80,000 to $90,000 budget. 

He also served on the town Board of 
Public Welfare. 

In 1948 Carey was elected town clerk, 
and in 1958 he was voted tenure in office, 
the only official ever voted tenure in 
Dedham. 

But in 1979 he found himself in the uni- 
que position of having to run for the of- 
fice of town clerk again, as his tenure ex- 
pired at age 70. He ran and was handily 
reelected. 

As the town has grown, he has watched 
both the Board of Selectmen and the 
School Committee expand in member- 
ship. Carey feels that this has been a

good change, giving more opportunity 
for representation to the citizens. 

The town clerk does decry the tenden- 
cy of some Dedham residents to ignore 
opportunities to participate in municipal 
affairs. ‘‘All residents are paying taxes 
in one way or another, and it is un- 
fortunate if they don’t become involv- 
ed.” 

However, Carey does recognize. that 
many Dedham residents are here only 
temporarily, and plan to move on. 

Before World War II the population of 
Dedham was stable, but now people 
must go where the employment is. Even 
his own two daughters, who would have 
been the sixth generation of his family in 
Dedham, live elsewhere in the state and 
Country, where their husbands are 
employed. 

When not involved in town affairs, the 
Dedham official enjoys an occasional 
golf foursome, and, also, gardens from 
April through October. 

He is also active with his wife, Win- 
nifred, in supporting the Dedham Com- 
munity House. 

Carey would recommend to young peo- 
ple of today that they not overlook the 
possibility of a public service career. 
“Despite Watergate and other govern- 
ment scandals, there are thousands of 
honest and hard working officials,”’ he 
said. ‘‘The government will be only as 
good as those who participate in it,’ he 
added.

Doctors attempt to separate 
siamese twins joined at head 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) — Four 
teams of surgeons today were 
scheduled to begin a delicate opera- 
tion to separate 19-month-old siamese 
twin girls, who are conjoined at the 
top of the head. 

Doctors say siamese twins joined in 
such a way have never been suc- 
cessfully separated before with both 
children surviving. 

Lisa and Elisa Hansen entered the 
University of Utah Medical Center for 
the fifteenth time in their short lives 
Monday night in prepartion for the 
surgery. 

John Dwan, a spokesman for the 
hospital, said the surgery could take 
from six to 20 hours. He said four 
teams of surgeons would perform the 
operation, including neuro-surgeons 
and plastic surgeons. 


‘Residue of support’ 
for Nixon aide says 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — John Ehrlichman thinks 
there is much “residue of support” for Richard Nix- 
on and the former president would like to capitalize 
onit, but.cannot. 

“T sense a mighty drive within him to somehow 
set things straight for history, symbolically, and at 
the lowest possible cost to himself,”” Ehrlichman 
said in an interview with UPI. 

“This takes the form of going to France and going 
to Kentucky and other selected forums and sort of 
hanging out his shingle and saying ‘ambassador 
available,’ you know, and that sort of thing, which I 
think is too bad.” 

There is a deep ‘‘residue of support” for Nixon 
still, said Ehrlichman, once the third most powerful 
man — after Nixon and H.R. Haldeman — in the 
Nixon White House. 

“But I would be very surprised if he could launch 
any kind of public service career. I don’t think the 
American people would tolerate it.” 

Ehrlichman, 54, is moving about the country 
these days drumming up publicity for his second 
novel, ‘‘The Whole Truth,” and talking about his 
new life in Santa Fe, N.M. 

How should Nixon have handled Watergate. . 

“As soon as Nixon realized there was more to this 
than five wild and crazy burglars he should have 
begun cutting off heads. He should have come out 
and told the truth and he would have survived.” 

Ehrlichman, who served 18 months in prison on 
Watergate convictions, was asked whether Nixon 
should have gone to prison. 

“No. He is not violent, he is not dangerous to 
public peace and nobody who is not violent or 
dangerous to public peace should go to jail. Jail 
does not serve any useful public purpose.” 

Was Nixon punished. 

“My God, he was punished — he was punished 
more cruelly than anyone in recent public history. 
There is only one precious thing in Richard Nixon's 
life and that was the presidency.”

Antlers profitable 
for Boy Scout troop 


JACKSON, Wyo. (UPI) — A local Boy Scout troop 
is in the elk antler business, to the relief of both the 
Wyoming Fish and Game Department and Asian 
traders. 

The 8,000 elk on the 24,000-acre Jackson Refuge 
shed some 9,100 pounds of antlers each year, and 
the pointed remnants puncture tires of refuge 
trucks when they haul in feed to help the animals 
through the winter. 

Under a decade-old agreement, some 200 
Jackson Boy Scouts and Cub Scouts gather the 
winter-whitened relics each May and a local ran- 
cher organizes an auction with the proceeds going 
to the scouts. 

Last week's auction brought the troop $50,000. It 
attracted the regular contingent of Oriental buyers 
who export the antlers to medicine shops in wafer 
and powder form. 

“It’s like you people drinking Geritol. It is not, 
definitely not, considered an aphrodisiac,” said 
Jung T, Wang of San Francisco, a major purchaser 
of the antlers, He said the aphrodisiac story was 
started by Playboy magazine. 

An article in a 1975 Peking trade journal contend- 

ed elk antlers promote metabolism, invigorate 
blood vessel function, stimulate blood production, 
increase resistance to disease and promote healing 
of ulcers and wounds. : 
. In Hong Kong, the going price for a 6-inch pair of 
red deer antlers was $180. Wang declined to disclose 
the current market price for elk antlers, but said 
the antlers were usually sliced, mixed with herbs 
and brewed into tea. 

But there are clouds in the elk antler sky. Local 
purchasers, who use the antlers for belt buckles, 
buttons and other ornaments, complain the Orien- 
tal buyers have forced the price up from 5 cents a 
pound to $5 a pound. 

Other Jackson community groups have com- 
plained the scouts have a corner on the lucrative 
antler fund-raising market, so the troop has started 
sharing its profits with the other organizations. 

And refuge supervisors said the rise in prices has 
brought poachers who sneak into the protected 
area. The Scouts also have begun to guard their 
huge piles of antlers during the period between the 
harvest and the auction.

Samuel Huntington 
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Where will your college degree lead you?

Robert Frost was a chicken farmer 
and Albert Einstein worked in a pa- 
tent office before each made his mark 
in another field. 

The {dea of changing fields is com- 
mon enough to go unnoticed until one 
takes a close look at how pervasive 
the phenomenon is, and what the 
behavior means for college students 
preparing for their futures. 

Phyllis ‘‘Ricki" Sweet, a Newton 
resident and a psychology professor 
at the University of Lowell, has been 
intestigating what people in her 
discipline call ‘field switching’’ with 
a grant from the National Science 
Foundation. 

She became interested in the sub- 
ject after listening for years to 
students talking about future careers. 
A psychology major, for instance, 
working part-time in a supermarket 
would tell her he expected to work 
there permanently after graduation. 
He'd say, ‘It doesn’t make a dif- 
ference ... there are no jobs anyway.” 
Dr. Sweet began to wonder how 
typical was the student attitude of 
“My work doesn't matter.” 

Expectations 

Sweet believes there are different 
expectations among first generation 
college students at public institutions. 
She is a first generation college 
graduate, and her parents, the 
children of immigrants, were the first 
American— born and first high school 
graduates in the family. This 
background declared, ‘‘You go to col- 
lege to get a job,’’ and she sees the 
same family expectations in state col- 
lege students. 

“If students aren't from the leisure 
class, you can't tell them to take a 
course because they like it ... you 
have to talk vocational payoff. Sure, 
tell them about an exciting and in- 
teresting discipline, but also say don’t 
expect to get a job as a direct result of 
this,” says Sweet. 


Concerned about how students fare 
after graduation, and hopeful their 
professors can advise them more 
wisely, Sweet approached the Na- 
tional Science Foundation with her 
idea. There had been a similar study 
involving doctoral degrees, but none 
with bachelor degrees. 

She began her study last using as a 
sample the national science and 
engineering baccalaureate 
graduates, classes of 1974 and 1975. 
This included majors in engineering, 
chemistry, physics, psychology, bios- 
ciences, mathematics, earth science, 
and social sciences. 


Science graduates 

Sweet has determined that 75 per- 
cent of those young science and 
engineering graduates did not take 
jobs in their major field of study. Not 
only is she interested in what fields 
they entered, but also how related is 
the crossover. 


One trend that her research has 
established is that people will make 
concessions in employment decisions 
if they are able to work either in the 
field they enjoy or at a job they find 
satisfying. 

For example, someone who wants 
to continue as a researcher will 
switch fields rather than give up the 
chance to do research. Conversely, 
other persons will trade off the 
research function in order to stay in 
the field of their choice. It happens 
that field switchers are more likely to 
be in research, which means that if 
you like research, there’s a good 
chance you'll keep doing it 
sonewhere. 

The whole issue of functions vs. 
credentials is interesting. Sweet has 
noted that there are few field swit- 
chers in education and federal 
government. Her view is that this 
happens because that type of employ- 
ment relies so heavily on credentials. 
“For some jobs you need a certain 


degree, and there are rigid assump- 
tions about what you learned in col- 
lege.” 


Business 

However, in other fields there is a 
concern for what functions you learn- 
ed. Sweet says, ‘Business is more 
flexible.” Also some fields study offer 
a better general preparation. She 
mentions mathematics and physics as 
two such areas where the analytical 
skills learned can be applied in many 
jobs. Sweet says, ‘‘A math major 
comes out beautifully," when an 
employer asks what the job applicant 
can do. 

The research to this point has yield- 
ed the following figures for employ- 
ment opportunities in the fields ex- 
amined: 

Of the graduates studies, engineer- 
ing topped the list with 94 jobs 
available for every 100 graduates. 
Chemistry follows with 78, and the list 
continues in descending order: Earth 
Science, 55; Biosciences, 52; Physics, 
35; Psychology, 18; Social Sciences, 
13; and Mathematics, six. 

Social sciences 

Sweet does not want to be construed 
as opposed to the philosophy of arts, 
but her findings regarding occupa- 
tional pay-off are not encouraging. 
The 13 percent figure in social 
sciences covers areas such as public 
administration, linguistics, political 
science, anthropology, sociology, and 
economics. The only one showing pro- 
mise is public administration, where 
25 percent find positions. In sociology 
93 percent leave the field, in political 
science 95 percent leave the field, and 
in linguistics 100 percent go 
elsewhere. Where do they go for 
work? About 50 percent enter the 
business field with their B.S. degrees. 

Sweet's final report, due in 1980, 
should provide important information 
for education planners and teachers. 
The statistics will show where the 
best chances are for finding employ- 


ment — ranging from the best bet in 
engineering to the least encouraging, 
mathematics, But her findings also 
show that a field like mathematics or 
economics is a very good general 
preparation for business work. So, 
even though the chances of being @ 
paid economist or mathematician are 
slim, it may be a wise choice to study 
that area. 


Already, Sweet has been delivering 
the findings to professional groups 
around the country. The engineering 
research was presented to the 
Eastern Educational Research 
Association Conference at Kiawah 
Island, South Carolina. In April 1979 
she traveled to New Orleans to speak 
about the Bioscience findings, and she 
will present the Psychology results at 
the American Psychology Association 
Conference in September. 


Working with her on the project are 
computer analyst Steve Nigzus, a 
former student of her's, and research 
assistant Paula Potvin, a student at 
the University of Lowell. Additional 
support has been provided by the 
University of Lowell Research Foun- 
dation. Eventually she intends to col- 
lect the material in book form. 

Mobility 

‘In general Ricki Sweet points out, 
“field mobility is helpful in getting a 
job for highly educated persons,” and 
recommends, ‘‘women and minorities 
enter fields in which they're under- 
represented such as engineering and 
physics. “Both groups have made 
progress in the seventies but still have 
a potential of greater improvement.” 
She feels professors have a respon- 
sibility to make sure students get the 
alternative skills they’ll need to sur- 
vive, and above all she encourages 
college students to ‘think broad.” 
Sweet is a field switcher. Her 
bachelor’s degree from Boston 
University was in philospphy and 
religion.

The Newton Chapter of the 
American Red Cross invites in- 
terested persons to attend one of its 
aquatic, first aid and small craft 
schools to be held in late spring of this 
year. 

Of the more than 30 Red Cross 


aquatic schools held throughout the 
United States this year, the closest to 
Newton is Mah-Kee-Nac near Lenox, 
Mass., said Gilbert Champagne, safe- 
ty services chairman of the Newton 
Chapter. The school starts on 10, and 
ends on June 20, he said. 


Joint meeting scheduled 
on Aging Council Programs 


Stephen Holmes, chairperson of the 
Council on Aging, and Ann Herr- 
nstadt, chairperson of the council's 
advisory board, have announced a 
joint meeting of the council and the 
advisory board will be held on Thurs- 
day, June 7, at 7:30 p.m. in Room 209, 
Newton City Hall. 

The purpose of the meeting is to 
highlight some of the ac- 
complishments of the past year. Staff 
members of the Department of 
Human Services will be on hand to 
discuss programs and services the 
department operates for the council. 
Among those to be discussed will be 
transportation, the Outreach Pro- 
gram, the Senior Drop-In Centers, 
and job development. 

According to Howard J. Lipton, 
director of the Department of Human 
Services, there has been a tremen- 
dous increase in the use of the Depart- 
ment’s programs during the past 
year. At the same time, he added, im- 
plementation of various economies 
have held costs down. 


The June meeting will be an op- 
portunity to keep both the Council on 
Aging and its advisory board abreast 
of ongoing services and elderly 
issues. 

According to Council Chairperson 
Holmes, this is expected to be only the 
first in a series of meetings involving 
all major providers of services for the 
elderly in Newton. Dates of these 
meetings will be announced in the 
future.

“These Red Cross schools help 
meet the need for qualified swimming 
and lifesaving, first aid, CPR and 
boating instructors,’’ Champagne 
said.

McEnroe tennis’ Golden Boy

NEW YORK (UPI) — Fresh off a 
plane from Paris and completely 
relaxed in an open-collared blue 
striped shirt, white duck slacks and 
blood red sneakers, curly-haired John 
McEnroe, international tennis’ new 
20-year-old Golden Boy, didn't look 
unduly worried over the gas shortage. 

He had no reason to be. A chauf- 
feured limousine was waiting for him 
downstairs and it would wait until he 
was good and ready. The limo was be- 
ing provided by an advertising com- 
pany. 

Sixteen floors up in a midtown 
Manhattan building, John McEnroe 
sat still for all kinds of questions put 
to him by a group of newsmen, 
answering every one of the questions 
patiently and pleasantly .although 
they ran the gamut from how he felt 
about bouncing in and out of so many 
discotheques to the way he felt over 
some of the things Jimmy Connors 
has been saying about him. 

McEnroe has played Connors eight 
times and beaten him twice. Follow- 
ing McEnroe’s first victory over him 
in the Grand Prix Masters last 
January, someone asked Connors if 
he thought McEnroe was good enough 
ever to be No. 1 and Connors 
answered, ‘‘Not as long as I’m play- 
ing. Maybe he will be when I retire.” 

McEnroe doesn't plan on waiting 
that long. Still, he isn’t at all upset 
with Connors over that put-down of 
his. 

“That's typical of him,” said 
McEnroe Wednesday. There was no 
resentment in his voice. 

“T don't want to out-talk him,” went 
on the one-time ballboy from 
Douglaston, N.Y. ‘Results are what 
mean a whole lot more. Besides, I'm 
not in a position where I can really 
answer him back. All I’ve won is the 
Masters and Dallas (World Cham- 
pionship Tennis tournament). He's 
won Wimbledon and the U.S. Open 
and has a right to say those things.”” 

Connors’ wife, Patti, is expecting 
their first child and he already has 
said he may not compete at 

Wimbledon next month if the tourna-

ment conflicts with the birth of their 
baby. 

“T think he’s in love but I'm predic- 
ting he’s going to play,” said 
McEnroe. ‘‘I also think he's 
frustrated. The last time he played 
(Bjorn) Borg, it looked as if Borg was 
driving him crazy by ignoring him. 
Connors likes reaction.” 

So does McEnroe. On the court 
sometimes, he makes Ilie Nastase 
look like Little Bo Peep with his 
boorish behavior and what's more, he 
knows it, but claims he’s trying to cor- 
rect that. 

“There are times I'm a jerk ona 
court," he confessed. ‘‘The first thing 
everyone always asks me about is my 
temper but I feel I'm trying to im- 
prove. I’m always going to make 
faces as long as I play tennis. That 
just happens to be my way. I think the 
spectators are looking for that now. If 
@ guy was (ranked) 200 in the world 
and he did it, who would care. .”’ 

After McEnroe nailed down the 1978 
Davis Cup championship for the 
United States against Britain last 
December, TV commentator Barry 
McKay raved “In my book, you're 
number one now,” and more recently, 
Arthur Ashe told McEnroe he was 
“the best tennis player in the world.” 
McEnroe doesn’t think so, however. 

“I see myself three,” he said. 
“Borg is one.” 

“What about Connors 
asked him. 

“Two,” McEnroe said. 

So far, McEnroe has earned 
$300,000 this year and $800,000 overall. 
He picked up $6,000 in pocket money 
not long ago for finishing third in the 
World Invitation Racquets champion- 
ship, an event in which champions in 
five different racquet sports — tennis, 
table tennis, squash, racquetball and 
badminton — competed against each 
other. The competition will be shown 
on CBS-TV on Sunday, June 10. 

McEnroe keeps busy. After 
Wimbledon, he'll participate in the 
$300,000 Forest Hills Invitational, July 
9-15, and if he gets an occasional even- 
ing off, you're likely to find him in 
some disco either in this country or in 
Europe.

the world than anyone,”’ he laughed.

You go from Stockholm to Cologne to 
Switzerland to Holland and it’s not 
that easy because you don’t speak the 
language. I have a good time, 
though.”

“T don’t want to play in the ‘Grand 
Masters,’” he said, referring to the 
tournament for older players. ‘‘Rod 
Laver was my idol when I was 
younger and to see someone like him 
and Ken Rosewall playing their 
hearts out now that I’m number three 
is terrible. I don’t like to see that. If 
they were just playing for fun, it 
would be great. I don’t think they need 
the money, but I know they’re not 
playing for fun.”’

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Rockies bank it all on Cherry | 


DENVER (UPI) — The Col- 
orado Rockies, the worst team in the 
National Hockey League with 
nowhere to go but up, have banked it 
all on Don Cherry — who now is the 
highest paid coach in the league. 

Cherry, who parted from the Boston 
Bruins last week because of dif- 
ferences with management, said 
Wednesday he had signed to coach the 
Rockies next season. 

“A new era begins for the Colorado 
Rockies,” said Rockies president Ar- 
mand Pohan in announcing Cherry's 
hiring as coach. ‘Don Cherry is not 
simply the best available coach in the 
NHL. In our opinion he is the best 
coach to lead our team toa title."” 

Ray Miron, general manager of the 
Rockies, said the three-year-old Col- 
orado franchise needed something to 
make it a contender. Miron said 
Cherry was the best coach in the 
legue, so he has become ‘‘the highest 
paid coach of the NHL.” 

Specifics of the contract were not 
released, although they provided for a 
reported annual salary of $150,000 for 
five years. Miron said only that the 
contract was for more than a year and 
implied it was in the six-figure 
bracket annually. 

“He (Cherry) has a different style 
of coaching but he wins,”’ said Miron. 
“And if there’s anything that we need 
here, it’s wins.” 

Cherry, wisecracking his way 
through questions from reporters at a 
news conference, said he had receiv- 
ed offers from Atlanta, Toronto, Buf- 
falo and another team he declined to 
name. 

“My first reaction was to go to Buf- 
falo, but I got a feel for Denver,” he 
said. ‘I had been offered more money 
in some other spots."’ Cherry declined 
to say which team had offered him 
more money but, tongue somewhat in 
cheek, said: ‘‘That will probably be in 
the paper in Toronto.” 

He said he had admired the 
Rockies’ tenacity on the ice last 
season and said he welcomed the 
challenge of building the team. 

“I never saw a player here who 
would quit,” Cherry said of the 
Rockies. “I like the town. I like the 
challenge too.”” 

Cherry also said Colorado General 
Hospital, one of the nation’s leading 
kidney treatment facilities, played a 
part in his decision. His son, Tim, 16, 
had received a kidney from his sister 
after losing both of his own kidneys, 
and must be near a treatment facility. 

Cherry said he would have to con- 
sult with the Rockies’ management 
before deciding what course to take in 
rebuilding the team. ‘We've got a 
pretty good defense,’ he said. “‘I 
think our strong point now is our 
defense.” 

Cherry revealed little else about his 
plans for Colorado but left little doubt 
that it would be he, not management, 
that guided the team. He said he 
would not even have an assistant. 

“There is only one captain of the 
ship,”’ Cherry said. 

Miron said he contacted Cherry last 
Friday after it was announced the 
previous day that the Bruins had ter- 
minated Cherry's contract. The 
reason given was “philosophical dif- 
ferences” between Cherry and the 
Boston management. 

Cherry guided Boston to a 43-23-14 
record last season. The Bruins 
defeated Pittsburgh in the quarter- 
finals of the Stanley Cup playoffs, 
then lost to Montreal in the 
semifinals. 

Cherry had a 231-105-64 record in 
five seasons at Boston. They won the 
‘Adams Division title the past four 
years, reaching the Stanley Cup finals 
twice and the semifinals twice. 

Before joining the Bruins in June 
1974, Cherry coached the Rochester 
Americans of the American Hockey 
League for 2.5 years. Cherry played 
professional hockey for 18 years, but 





played in only one NHL game — for 
the Bruins in the 1954-55 Stanley Cup 
playoffs. 

Cherry becomes the fourth Rockies 
coach in three seasons. 

The Rockies’ first coach was 
Johnny Wilson in 1977-78 after the 
NHL franchise was moved from Kan- 
sas City. Pat Kelly replaced Wilson in 
their second season, in which Col- 
orado made the playoffs. 

Kelly was fired last November and 
was succeeded by Aldo Guidolin, who 
resumed his position as director of 
player personnel at the end of the past 
season. The Rockies finished the 1978- 
79 season in the Smythe Division 
cellar with a 15-53-12 record, the worst 


inthe league. 

The Rockies franchise was sold in 
1978 by Colorado oilman Jack Vickers 
to New Jersey trucking magnate Ar- 
thur Imperatore in 1978. Imperatore 
wanted to move the team in two years 
to the Meadowlands Arena in New 
Jersey, but the NHL Board of Gover- 
nors would not allow it. 

Kevin O'Brien, publicist for the 
Rockies, said Wednesday ticket sales 
already had increased because of 
Cherry. 

“There's no question about it,’ said 
O'Brien. ‘‘We sold, just on the rumor 
that Don Cherry would sign with us, 50 
season tickets yesterday and we've 
already sold 60 season tickets today.”

People can recover from mental illness 


Mental illness is less understood than almost any 
other major health problem. The mystery, stigma, 
and misconceptions that surround it keep many 
People in need of psychiatric help from seeking 
treatment, and make it all the more difficult for the 
mentally ill to reenter community life. This article 
is the fourth in a series we will be running during 
May, Mental Health Month, to help combat the 
myths of mental illness. It has been prepared with 
the cooperation of McLean Hospital, Belmont. 


MYTH: The Mentally Ill Rarely Recover 
Americans tend to expect both too much and too 
little from medicine. On the one hand, people are 
overly optimistic about recovery from most 
physical diseases. On the other, they are overly 
pessimistic about recovery from mental illness. A 
realistic view for both physical and mental illnesses 
lies somewhere between the two extremes. The 
sobering fact is that there is still a long list of 
diseases for which medicine lacks definitive cures. 
Stroke, cancer, cardiovascular disease and mental 
illness are just a few of them. Yet, just as 
Americans should be heartened by progress in the 
treatment of physical illness, they should be en- 
couraged by today’s prognosis for the mentally ill: 
About two-thirds of all psychiatric patients will 
recover at least partially; half of them will never 
need treatment again. Even persons suffering from 
the most serious disorder, schizophrenia, can ex- 
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persons to live satisfying lives in the community. 
They may continue therapy on an outpatient basis 
or require treatment only during crisis periods. 

The belief that the mentally ill rarely recover is 
just one of the myths mental illness. If you would

after only a few months of treatment. Elderly 
psychotics, once considered almost incurable, often 
Tespond to treatment and some return to the com- 
munity. The other psychoses have good improve- 
ment rates. In the case of neurosis, partial or com- 
plete recovery is probable: 


In addition to greater knowledge of mental il- 


Iness, new treatment modalities have improved the 
chances of recovery. Psychotropic drugs can 
diminish or eliminate many symptoms of both 
psychoses and neuroses. According to some physi- 
cians, behavior therapy is 80 to 90 percent suc- 
cessful in curing certain types of neurosis. And 
electroshock, while used sparingly, is now known to 
be a highly successful method of relieving some 
types of depression quickly. 


The picture is optimistic, but without a definitive 
cure, the complexities of mental illness make com- 
plete, or even partial recovery difficult in many 
cases. Treatment is in its adolescence, and while it 
works well with two-thirds of the mentally ill, as 
many as another third fail to respond at all. . 

Often, recovery simply means management of 
mental illness, Underlying causes may not be 
eliminated, but symptoms are brought under con- 
trol.

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Indicted for court bugging 


AYER, Mass. (UPI) — A Mid- 
lesex County grand jury has issued 
line indictmennts against the 71-year- 
(ld superintendent of the Ayer district 
ourthouse charging him with elec- 
ronically bugging the 27-room 
juilding. 

The indictments, handed up Tues- 
lay, charge Ira Kaiser with installing 


the hidden listening devices in almost 
all of the building's rooms and that 
the bugging of the building had been 
Going on since last April 11. 

“One indictment alleged that on 
April 11 an individual ‘‘did willfully 
commit an interception of a wire or 
oral communication.” 

Kaiser has been employed at the 


courthouse for the past 10 years. 

The bugging was discovered 
earlier this month, and last week Mid- 
dlesex County District Attorney John 
J. Droney said the hand-made devices 
had been installed by someone with 
an “extraordinary” knowledge of 
electronics. 

Droney has declined to comment on 


the possible reasons for the bugging. 
One device was found inside the lobby 
of Presiding Judge David B. 
Williams. 

State police also uncovered 
transmitters and radioes set to the 
transmitter frequencies; a bugged 
desk calendar and at least 30 casset- 
tes of recorded conversations.

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alternative to military draft 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rep. Paul 
McCloskey, R-Calif., today proposed 
a national youth service program as 
an alternative to resumption of the 
military draft. He also called for the 
registration of women. 

The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee earlier this month approved a 
bill providing for registration of 18- 
year-old men as a first step toward 
possible resumption of the draft. Mc- 
Closkey said that bill should be 
amended to set up the non-military 
national service program. 

As now written, the registration bill 
would take effect Jan. 1, 1981, after 
the 1980 elections. 

“Congress is dodging the draft issue 
just like we used to criticize young 
people for dodging the draft,” Mc- 
Closkey said. 

His amendments would advance the 
effective date of the bill to Jan. 1, 1980, 
require the registration of women as 
well as men, and direct that the study 
of Selective Service reform authoriz- 
ed by the bill be expanded to consider 
a national youth service program as 


an alternative to the draft. 

McCloskey and 14 other House 
members have sponsored a separate 
bill providing for the youth service 
program. That measure would give 
each 18-year-old four options: 

—Volunteer for two years of 
military service, wtih a guarantee of 
four years of educational and training 
benefits. 

—Volunteer for six months of 
military service, followed by five and 
one-half years of reserve obligation. 

—Volunteer for one year's civilian 
service in a community or en- 
vironmental capacity, including 
forestry conservation or work with 
the retarded, aged, or handicapped. 

—Be placed in a lottery pool, sub- 
ject to being inducted for either the 
regular amred forces or the ready 
reserves for two years between the 
ages of 18-24 should there be sufficient 
volunteers.

Institute cited 
for success 


Tne 1979 National Council of 
Teachers of English Convention, to be 
held in San Francisco, will feature a 
major presentation by Richard Bar- 
bieri, codirector of the Milton 
Academy Summer Writing Institute. 

The Institute, now in its second 
year, is an intensive five-week pro- 
gram in writing improvement for 
students in grades seven through 
twelve. Last year the Institute enroll- 
ed 96 students from 19 cities and 
towns in and around Boston. 

Applications are running far ahead 
of these figures for 1979, and the direc- 
tors are planning for a substantial in- 
crease in enrollment. 

“Last year’s students were con- 
sistently enthusiastic about the pro- 
gram,” says Barbieri, ‘‘and the let- 
ters we have received from pleased 
guidance counselors, English Depart- 
ment heads, and parents indicate that 
the gains students made over the 
summer have been lasting. We are 
drawing students from a wider and 
wider area, including most parts of 
Boston, all of the South Shore, and 
more and more cities and towns, from 
Dedham and Newton to as far away 
as Mansfield and Lexington.” 

Barbieri will speak to the Con- 
ference of Secondary School English 
Department Chairs, a special section 
within the convention, as part of a ses- 
sion entitled ‘‘Programs That Work.” 

This meeting will be devoted to pro- 
ven methods of improving students’ 
writing. On the same panel with the 
Writing Institute will be members of 
the Bay Area Writing Project, a San 
Francisco-based program with exten- 
sive federal funding. The Institute has 
also attracted the attention of several 
foundations and companies, who have 
provided a number of scholarships for 
deserving students.

Dr. Edward Josephson leads his World Food Pro- 


blems seminar at Harvard’s Institute for Learning 


Harvard's Learning in Retirement 
provides lively forum for thought 


“I read it takes four feet of bananas 
to replace the potassium you lose 
through diuretics.” 


A member of the Nutrition and 
World Food Problems study group at 
Harvard's Institute for Learning in 
Retirement (ILR) produced this 
startling fact at a recent meeting. Ed- 
ward Josephson of Newton, who leads 
the ILR seminar, questioned the 
statement’s validity. “‘The world is so 
much more complicated than it was 
when we were growing up — people 
need to dig behind glib newspaper 
stories,’’ he replied. 


The ILR seminar on nutrition is an 
attempt to do precisely that. The 10 
retired men and women who meet 
weekly in Harvard's Lehman Hall, 
like other ILR members, are in- 
terested in keeping up with a world 
which grows increasingly complex. 


The ILR is a program for older peo- 
ple in the Boston area interested in 
returning to former academic pur- 
suits or developing new ones in their 
retirement. In addition to structured 
study, the Institute sponsors field 
trips and provides more casual op- 
portunities to socialize. 


Josephson elaborated on his study 
group's objectives. 

“This course ponders the question 
‘How can the steadily growing world 
population be fed adequately during 
the next one hundred years?’ We con- 
sider nutrition as well as conventional 
and exotic methods for increasing

production and preserving foods."” 

The course was developed two 
years ago from the suggestions of in- 
stitute members, and according to the 
ILR format, is taught by an Institute 
member with interest or expertise in 
the topic. 


Josephson has both. When he says, 
“One— third of all food raised 
worldwide will spoil before it reaches 
the table,” he says it with authority. 


Educated at Harvard, with a Ph.D. 
from MIT, Josephson served as the 
director of the U.S. Army Radiation 
Laboratory in Natick. (Radiation is 
the first new method of food preserva- 
tion since thermal canning was 
developed in 1809. ) 


Upon retiring from government ser- 
vice in 1975, Josephson returned to 
MIT as senior lecturer in the Depart- 
ment of Nutrition and Food Science. 
He is now compiling a three volume 
textbook on preserving food using 
ionizing radiation and teaching a 
nutrition course to MIT 
undergraduates, in addition to 
leading his ILR study group every 
week. 


The members of the study group 
Tange from a semi-retired woman 
who wants to know about nutrition 
because she manages a retirement 
home to people who are simply in- 
terested in what they eat. Because of 
this diversity, Josephson assumes 
responsibility for the first seminar 
Sessions. 





in Retirement (ILR). 


“Many members have no previous 
professional knowledge of the subject. 
They are coming back to school after, 
three, four, or even five decades. In 
the.initial meetings I provide the 
group with basic nutritional informa- 
tion to put everyone on an equal 
footing,” he explained. 


Members of the seminar then 
choose research topics and take 
responsibility for leading sessions on 
the subjects they have prepared. 
They use Widener Library and other 
university resources to learn about 
fool additives and preservation 
techniques, cholesterol, nitrites, the 
decline of breast feeding, and the 
politics of food regulations. 


With such timely topics, group 
discussion is frequently lively. 

“A recent book with an anti- 
establishment view on the reasons for 
world hunger stirred up a big fuss in 
our group. People bristled and said, 
‘What are that author's credentials?’ 
It gets so exciting sometimes, we 
don’t take a break.”’ 


Josephson, an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of the ILR, is in favor of the ex- 
citement: ‘Many people, particularly 
women who have devoted time to rais- 
ing children, have had to give up 
schooling. Through the ILR they can 
pick up the threads. There is no 
pressure. There are no grades. You 
can put as much into it as you want. 
You don't vegetate. You don’t get old 
before your time. In fact, the ILR 
helps keep you young.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A space 
agency radar satellite probing the 
cloud curtain around Venus has found 
a planet with spectacular relief, and a 
geologist on the project expects addi- 
tional surprises as more of Venus’ 
surface is studied. 

“We've only seen a tiny part of the 
surface so far,’’ said Dr. Harold 
Masursky, of the U.S. Geological 
Survey at Flagstaff, Ariz. ‘‘We an- 
ticipate we'll see lots of other things. 
The rest of the planet is totally 
unknown.” i

discovered a mountain taller than 
Mount Everest, a plateau twice as big 
as Earth's largest and a canyon 
larger than any yet found anywhere in 
the solar system. 

Masursky said Tuesday the 
evidence suggests Venus has been 
battered by giant meteorites, ripped 
by internal forces and sculptured by 
volcanoes. 

“We know that it is a dynamic 
planet because we have great uplifted 
plateaus and great fault zones with 
what apparently are volcanic moun- 
tains on them,” he said. 

Whether Venus is, or was, as active 
as Earth is a question that cannot yet 
be answered, Masursky said. But he 
said it is far from the dull, featureless 
planet some scientists once believed it 
was, 

Reports from other project scien- 
tists speaking at the spring meeting of 
the American Geophysical Union 
showed Venus has five cloud levels 
apparently formed mostly of sulfuric 
acid droplets. Gases at low altitudes 
contain a variety of sulfur 
compounds. 

Precise tracking of the horizontal 
moveinent of four probes dropped into 
the atmosphere showed Venus has 
easterly winds of 120 miles per hour at 
upper altitudes, but very gentle winds 
at the hot surface of the planet.

Villagers told Thai officials today that Cambodians retreating into 
Thailand have stripped orchards and stolen food suplies and 
sometimes cut the throats of anybody who tries to resist. 

More than 1,000 people in Trat Province, 160 miles southeast of 
Bangkok, staged a noisy demonstration Monday demanding the 
government throw Cambodian and Vietnamese refugees out of the 
country, 

Similar demonstrations have taken place in Bangkok and other pro- 
vincial capitals protesting the presence of more than 250,000 In- 
dochinese refugees in Thailand. ‘ 

The Thai government already has begun ordering Cambodian 
refugees turned back at the border or, in the case of the Vietnamese, 
their boats have been pushed back out to sea. ; 

Officials say more than 65,000 refugees from Cambodia have been 
forced back. But the Khmer Rouge soldiers, most of them armed, have 
resisted attempts to stop them entering Thailand. 

Placards carried by protesters in Trat province read “Why doesn't 
the government help the Thai people first.."’ and “Helping the 
refugees is like caring for cobras: In the end we'll get bitten.”
